CHAP. I. 


Of the ſecret loue that the Prince Tari/ius bare to the 
young Princeſſe Griana, & the arriuall ofthe Prince 
Florcndos of Conſtantinople. 

=== Pe ancient egy famous Empe⸗ 
5 rours of Conſtantin doe reco2d,that the 
eigbt Emperour ſuctæding Conſtantine, the 

DAY [founder of that ancient and famous Citie, 

ſwas named Remicius, who gouerned ſo iuſt 

Alp, and With ſuch exceding honour, as not 

onely his Subiecs intirely loued him, but ofthe kingdomes 
about him he was ſo feared and reuerented, that his @mpire 
increaſed moze large then in the timg of his P2edecefſo2s. 

This Remicius was of ſuch a pzincety and muniſficent mind 

that noKnight whatſoener came into þis Court, * 
| er 
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tem intohis Court, Without verſe honourable receit and 
bonatifqilrewarte3 ;erp2cfſing the god nature et a vertu⸗ 
ous P:1ace, whoſe deetes were helde of no ſinall reckoning 
{ mongk the virie enemies. He married with the King of 
Hungarias Daughter, a Pʒinteſſe foz witte and beautie, £- 
quall with any of hx time, which cauſed her to be ſo eſpeci⸗ 
el::e10:ed of her Lozd the Emperour, as bu altogecher 
gau2 ouer p exerciſe of Armes: notwithſtanding, his Court 
did no; dimm aiſh one iote of the foznier glozie foz god and 
hardie nights, but dailig increaſed in ſach ſs2t, as he the 
gre it deight to haue voang Pꝛinces, nights and Gentle⸗ 
men, nurtered and eouca ted from their vetie infancie in his 
Pallece, efp:ciaily aſter the Enpꝛede had brought him a 
Donne, Which wusnured Camano, at whoſe irth was no 
littlereiopcing though the whoſe Emplie. Mithin two 
peetes after, ſbe was likt wiſe deltueted ofa gadlie Daugh⸗ 
tex named Griana, ngo growing to foureteene peres of age, 
was ol ſuch rare e iutie and (ingular god grace, as thoſe 
that be jelde her, eſteemod her; fo2 the chieleſt perce of woꝛk⸗ 
manchippe that euer nature ſramed. 

Veereupon it chaunced, that Tariſius Donne to the Ring 
of Hungaria ( who had bene bzought vp in company with 
the young ÞP2ince Caniano) fell into ſuch amozous conceite 
ofthe ysung Pꝛinceſſe, as h& denoted himſelfe onely to her 
ſeruice, being vnable to conceale p obiec of his offections, 
but that time made her acquainted with the cauſe ot his al⸗ 
geration, Paaie meanes he found to entiſe her god opini⸗ 
cn fowaruys hi m, but che carrying a religious zeale to lone in 
ome ot het climate, made no reckoning of his impoztunate 
and dilligent ſeruice, which dzew a ell of tozmenting 
thoughts vppon Tariſius, ſ&ing his ſute and ſexuice ſo dæp⸗ 
lie deſpiſed. Aeuertheleſſe, (to compaſſe his intent) he de⸗ 
fired his Cozia Caniano, te cauſe a Tryumph bee publi⸗ 
ſhed wherenntoall Kaights might be ſummoned, as well 
ſeraungers as others: not doubtiag but hee thould ip ſo 
well in dedes of Armas, as thereby hee might * the 
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loue of the faire Griana, and ſo afterwardes make meanes 
by the Empꝛeſſe to demaund her in marriage, all which hee 
concealed from his Cozin Caniano: who vtrie gladlie did 
conſent to what Tariſius had requeſted, watching oppoztu⸗ 
nitie to finde the Emperour his Father at lepſure, when 
he made his higbnefſe acquainted with the whole enter⸗ 
paiſe, of himſelfe and his Cozin Tariſius, deſiring him that 
all knights might haue warning foz pzeparation, againſt a 
day the next Moneth appointed foz the purpoſe. The Ems 
perour was verie well pleaſed with his Sonaes requeſt, 
accounting himſehfe highlie henon sed hy his demannte; 
whereupon he cauſed Becaulds of Armes pzeſently to bee 
ipatched, to ſignifie his intended Tournament th2ough al 
Countries farreandneere. Ja the meane while-Torifus 
could not reſt day noz night, but ſtill endznonred to da 
what hetadged might pleaſe the P2incefſe Griana, to whs 
as pet he had not vttered the effic: of bis tonging deſire, al- 
beit, by exteric ur act ons hee dailie made Hew ſufficiznt of 
his tozmenting paſſions. But it ſo feli out not long after, 
that one dap in her walking he had ſozted het alone from all 
the other Ladies eGenttewoinen, in a place commodiong 
foz]a Louers diſcourſes, where falling frem one argument 
to another, the furie of his oppꝛeſſions imbeldened him (a 

lex, that at length he bzake with her in manner following. 
Madame, vou are not ignozaunt cf the honourable affems 
bly, that is oppointed at the feaſte enſuing, when J hope to 
reteiue the 02d: rof Anighthode, and if it chall lixe vou fo 
thinke fo well of mee, as to graunt mee one requeſt, ealic e⸗ 
nough foꝛ pou to affoʒd mee, per ſwa de pour ſele that J ſhal 
imagine m fo2tune equall with the happieſt Knights that 
ener 'jned, in that it may be the onelie meane, whereby J 
ſhall eniop the p1iz2 and honour of the Triumph. Griana 
knowing aſſutedlie that Tarifus bare her great affenton, 
as J haue befoꝛe reheatſed, returned bim this aunſwere. 
In \@th Cozin, it would pleaſe me metua lons well to bee 
ths meane of ſo god foztune as you pꝛomiſe your ſelle: Neo

nertheicſſe,z haue not learned ſs little modeſty, as to grant 
any thing befo2e 3 know what is deſired. When Tariſius 
vaderſtood her modeſt excuſe, hee perſwaded himſelfe that 
Le houlo now obtaine that of her, -whereof vntill that in⸗ 
ſt ant hee had lived in deſpaire : whereupon, the teares tans 
ding in his epes, bee begaune in this manner. Thumbly be- 
ſeech you good Madame, to take in wozth what J am to ac- 
quatat you with: foz when J determined to ſmother my 
griete in ſectet, the ex temities ofmy affection grew to ſuch 
a ſurpluſage, as it bꝛake the ſtrings of my thoughts, almoſt 
vs wed ſoz euet ſilent, to reueale that to you which my ſelſe 
date but reuerently thinke, ſuch is my feare (o i pleaſe pop, 
otherwiſe, J know no ineanecan warrant me from ſo- 
daine and cruel! death: ſo ſetledis the vnſpotted love 3 bears 
you, which when J ſtriue to overceme , and imp lelfe alſo, 
the moe J would decreaſeit, the moze it augmenteth,and 
that ſo E tongly, as while you are in pzcſence, my ſpirite 
loꝛſakt tj eue cp part of me, to liue in you onelp. Foz which 
ta iſe J haue determined (if you thinke it god) to requeſt 
you of the Emperout pour Father fo2 iny Wife, and if hee 
regard mee with ſo much honour, the Realme of Hungaria 
may well challenge, and my ſelfe likewiſe, the higheſt rome 
in earthly felicity, hauing a (iſtreſſe of ſuch vnſpeakes 
able quality, yn the meane time, if yon pleaſe to beſtowe 
on mee any tewello? fanour, commaunding mee fo weare 
it as your knight and Seruant: you ſhill well perceiue 
how aduenturous loue will bee in defence of my right, by 
the aduantage J ſhall reconer in the vertue ofa gift ſo actep⸗ 
table. | 

Griana, who made buf lender account of his paſſions, 
and being not weil pleaſen that he held her with ſuch vaine 
diſcourſes:movdeftly returned: im this anſwere. ik you 
had ſuch regard of mee as J well ceſexrue, you would not 
attempt mee with ſpeeches ſs vabefitting my hearing;foz if 
your deſire be ſuch as yon gine me fo vn derftand,yon ought 

to make | knowne to the Emperour oz2Empzefſe, who haue

greater auttozitle onermo then I haue my ſelfe. Mherefoze 
I deſire you hencefozth not to aduonture the like on perill 
of your lite, otherwiſe x ſhall let you know bow highly 
yon offfd me: on which condition xz am cbtent foz this time 
to pardon your want of diſcretion, in that I perceiue my 
ſelfe to be the onely cauſe thereof, gtaunting you time 
and leiſure thus p2tuately to afſaile me,foz which ouerſight, 
Jrepent me at the very heart, With which wozds hee 
flong away and left him alone, declaring by her counte- 
naunce to be offended with his requef, in that ſhee deſired 
rather to die then accept him foz her Vuſband, oz to allow 
him the name ofafriend, If then Tariſius was dziuen 
intoaquandarie, we neede not maruaile: wherefoze trou⸗ 
bledas he wag, and not caring greatly whither he went, 
beentred the Ewp;efe Chamber, where ſhe and her Hon 
Caniano ſtod conferring together: without ſaluting the 
one 92 other, be ſatte downe in a Chaire, and gaue ſuch bit⸗ 
ter ſighes, as the Empꝛeſſe hearing, was ſomewhat mos 
ued therewith, doubting he had either receined ſome greaf 
iniurie, oz elſe could not pꝛeuide himſelfe ſo ſufficiently as 
he would foz the Triumphe, wherevpon ſhe lelt her Son, 
and calling Tariſius aſide, thus began with him, Nephewe, 
y (& you very melancholy, which makes mee to indge, that 
port wagt ſome needefull thing foz the Tournament, which 
my Bonne hath cauſcd to be publiſhed. Mith which wozds 
ſhe be held Tauriſius moze wiſtly then ſhee had done befoze, 
and percetaed the teares to trickle down his cheekes, which 
made her moꝛe deſirous to know the cauſe of his griefe, but 
his heart was ſo confounded and ſhut vp in anguiſh, as he 
could not ſpeake one wozd to her. Neuertheleſle, the Ems 
pꝛeſſe, who loved him as her owne Sonne, found ſo many 
meanes to perſwadehim, as in the end he diſcloſed the lous 
he bare to Griana, and the aunſwere likewiſe which ſhee 
made him: whereby x amaCured (quoth he) that nothing 
but death can ceaſe my tozments, The Empzeſſe who of 
her ſelle did many times determine to make that 9

age, (perceyning now how fitly the ocafion offered it ſelle, 
began toreſolue on the conſummationthtreof; and tocons 
tent her Nephew, incxcufing the P2inceſſe Griana, ſpaks 
as folleweth. 

Dot you Nephew millike the anſwere ofiny Tanghter ? 
Belie ue me, thertin ſhe did but her duety: fo2 (Fee cannot 
diſpoſe of her ſelfe,being young, and pnder controule, but by 
conſent of the Emperour and J, whom pou-ought firſt to 
make acquainted with pour requeſt, But fince F pertepus 
bow you are affected, Jpzomſe you J will conferre with 
my Lozd the Emperour: and hope to pꝛeuaile ſo well in 
the canſe,as you ſhall (peed of that pou moſt dclira, 

As they continued theſe diſcourſes, they were giuen lo 
vnderſtand by a Peſſenger, that the Pzince Florendos ths 
Kings ſonne of Macedon, was newly arriucd with a bzaug 
company of nights. But his comtning to the Empc tour 
was not as bis UMaſſale 62 Subice,becauſe the Kingtome of 
Macedon was at that time no way beholding to the Em⸗ 
pire, but onely to ſe thefaire young P2tncelſe Griana ;the 
tens we of whoſe Beautie and vertues had ſo pierced his 


thoughts, as befoze he ſaw her, he loued and hononred her 
ſo that foz this cauſe onely he iourneped to Conſtantinople, 

where he was vero honozably entertoined, both ofthe Em⸗ 
perour and his Bonne Caniano, as alſo of the Emgzeſſe and 
fapꝛe Griana, who oftentimes heard bim reckoned and c- 


nemed amongſt the molt honourable and 2 F zin⸗ 
tes, that liued at that day. 
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CHAP. 11. 


How the Empreſle conferred with the Emperour, 
as concerning the marriage of rheyr Daughter 
Griana with Tariſias, Sonne to the King of Hun- 
garia; whereof they both determined, and of that 
which happened in the meane time. 


he Empꝛeſſe was not fo2aetfull of her 
pꝛomiſe made to her Nephew Tariſius, 
but endenozed by all meanes poſſible to 
u ande the Emperour at ſuch lepſure, as 
ſhe might impart the whole vnto him: 
and becauſe (hee had ſo hardily taken 
the matter vpon her, ſha would gladly 
it ſhould ſozt te effect, as commonly 
Women ate conefous of they2 own defires : Therefoze no 
maruell if ſhe were earneſt in following her intent. 

Sone after, walking alone with the Emperour, and 
ſmoth!p couering the baite ſhe was defirous he ſhould ſwal⸗ 
low, ſhe deſiredhim to grant her one requeſt, whereof thee 
would not willingly be denyed. The Emperour neuer be 
foze hearing her ſo impoztunate, conſented at the firft to 
whatſoeuer ſhe demaunded; Now perſwading her ſelſe, to 
ſpede, thus ſhe beganne., 

Ny Lo2d, haning often conſidered with my ſel'e, that 
gur Daughter Griana is of peares and diſcretion able fo2 a 
Puſband, J am the moze deſirous to ſ@ her honourably bes 
ſto ved. And fo2 that the young Paince Tariſius hath bene 
trained vp in your Court, and (which J litle thorhgt) ſome - 
god will appeareth to betwene them : I ſhould thinke 
it not amiſſe to vnite them in Marriage together; foz * 
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lie ſhall we finde (in mine opinion) a Loꝛd of greater blood 
and birth then he, being hepzeapparant to the Crowne and 
kingdome of Hungaria : befides,they hauing bene ſo long 
time conuerſant together in their young yeares, willenter- 
taine a moꝛe ſpetiall regard of loue betweene them, then can 
be in any other that may moue the queſtion to her. Ma⸗ 
dam(anſwered the Emperour) ſhee is your Child, and 3 
doe not thinke but you would her good : therefoze 3 like the 
motion well, foz that indede Jeſteeme ſo well of Tariſius, 
as ot inine owne Donne, and Ence we haue ſo happily fal- 
len into theſe diſcourſes, we will fozthwith certifie the Bing 
his Father by our Ambatſadours, that we may vnderſtand 
his opinion herein. The Empꝛeſſe gratified herEo2d with 
very hearty thankes,being not a little glad ſhæ Had ſo well 
zenailed, wherefo2e immediately thee aducrtiſed Tariſius. 
But foz Griana, her affection was elſe where,foz ſhe bare a 
tertaine ſecret god liking fo Florendos, ſo ſoone as ſhee be- 
held him, hearing ſo great repozt of his knightly bountie 
and pꝛo weſſe, ſo that beholding them together, and they: 
eyes delivering the god tonteit of each other, one might 
eaſilp iudge, that Loue had ſo mightyly maſtered her 
thoughts, as if he conſented, ſhee had ſet downe her ret 
fo: her choyſe, and hee on the other five was dzawne into 
the ſame compaſſe, notwithſtanding each of them (foz the 
time)concealed what they rather deſired iſhould bee knowng 
betwene them. Pet this hidden fire roue to gaine place 
of ifne;fo2 diners times the Pꝛinceſſe Griana being amõgſt 
her Ladies, talking of ſuch nights as would ſhew theme 
ſelues at the Tournamet, the Paince Florendos was coms 
mon!y firft ſpoken of, and ſo highly would the Ladies com 
mend him beyond all the other, as Griana could not re- 
kraine from changing tolonr, ſo that the alteration he found 
in her fpirit might beenivently pertepued, howbeit none 
ofthe Ladis as then noted it: and thus ſhee continued till 
the feaſt of Saint Maria d' Auguſta, which was the day 
appointed foz the Tournament, on which dap the Empe⸗ 
rour 


tour knighted his Sonne Caniano, and Tariſius, Paphew to 
the Empzelle, In honour whereof, hes helde a greater and 
moꝛe magaificent Court, then befoze times he had done; foz 
ke ſuffered the Ladies fo accampanꝑ the knights at the Tas 
ble: Albeit they were not wont to vw ſo often till that tima, 
yet full well it pleaſed the Pꝛinte Florendos, Who ſate apps - 
ſite to the Pꝛinteſſe Gria na: Daring which tums of dinner, 
though many piercing Lokes , and ſmothered Sighes were 
ſent from each other, as meſſengers of their ſemblable opini⸗ 
81s, yet cunninglyt hey ſhadowed all krom being viſconered, 
and after the Cables were withdzawne, and each ane pꝛepa⸗ 
ting foꝛ the Tourney, Florendos fo well behaued himſelſe, 
as he found the meanes to ſpeake pꝛinatelp with his new 
Ftiend: end thus he beganne, 

Madame, the Beauens haue not a little fanourev wee, 
in ſozting vs ſo comme dioullp (ogither ; that Imap ſhew 
beſoze J enter the Lyſts Ropall, the occafion why I left ths 
Realmeof Macedon, to viſite my Lo2dthe Emperonc.. J 
ſweare to you vpon my Rnightly faith, thatyonr gracious 
ſeife was the only cauſe of my Journey: and while Z line, 3 
ſhall euermoze aduenture my ſeife, in ought that may ſtand 
with pour fanour andliking; And the firſfargument efmp 
happinefe, 3 chould account , if yon would commaund mee 
this day ! o Arme m lelie foz pour Knight : Dtherwiſe', A 
maſt be content to abſent my ſelſe being aſſuted, that with⸗ 
out pour regarde, it is vnpeflidle ſoz mee to do any thing 
that tan returne mee eſtimstion dꝛ honour. And albeit J 
haue not as yet vone anp ſernice to pen, whereby J ſhould 
deſerue to be accepted ; Pet ſuch is the hope J repoſe in vont 
vertusus nature, as vou will not refuſe p honeſt r guet, 
being the ſirtt 7 cuer deſiieꝭ of pon, and rot ihe laſt ( truſt) 
ſhall do you hogour, Now a you haue be rd befezs, Gri- 
ana, earneſtly affectep Florendos : Neuertheles, as a wodelt 
and well aduiſed Pꝛinteſſe, doubting leaſt v& ſeigned thoſs 
ſpeches ofcourſe , diſſembling her ſeife to be ſome h hat vil 
pleaſed, returned this Anſweie, 2 
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I vid not think my Leꝛd Florendos, that von would ſo fatre 
fo:get. your ſelfe, to hold mee with ſpeeches not bei@ming 
the Daughter ot le great an Empereur as $ am: Never» 
the lee, knowing vou ate a Straunger, and yanozant (it 
may be) of the modeſtie which ſhould defend Knights , de⸗ 
ulüir g with Ladies, à will not vſeſach rigour towards peu 
8s J ought, ret mut 3 tell you that J find my ſelis offenped; 
Pon deſire that as night you map enter the Teurner: 
fo; that J graunt ye, to the ende J may pexteiue thoeffec of 
theÞ20wefs, which each one ſo much commendeth in you, 
thereft, it is my pleaſure that yon fozbeate. 

Madame quoth he, if J kave vſed aup ſuchſpeches as 
agree wot with your patience, foz Gods ſakes ( ingny excuſe ) 
accuſe my (mall compaſle oflibertie, Which remaineth only 
at ycur diſpoſition. What qv. ſhe, thinks you that 3 will 
lone any but he that ninſtand ought to be myPuſband? Ah 
ſwerte Lady ſaid Florendos, that is it that J ſo carnefily Þg- 
fire ; and thinks not that 1 ſollicite you with any ether kind 
of leus, but only te make you the M iſtreſſe af my ſelſe, and 
altegither to diſpoſe of mat and mine: fo2 p:zofe whereof, J 
will heeroxfter imploys my ſelſe in the Empereurs ſeruice, 
inſacy ſozt (as if you liksit) x hope to purchaſe his conſent. 
Truely @y2quoth Ge, that oncly appertaincs lo the Em⸗ 
pereut and met to mee, to whome you are to nike knows 
what you intend: fog he hath anthozity focommared , and 
Jambouudbyducty te obey. At which wozdes the Em⸗ 
pzeſſeca'ted her away; when Florendos making her curle⸗ 
aus reuorence, dspartedto his Chamber to Arie himſelfe, 
fo: many Knightes were entredfhe Lyffes, andheinſhszt 
ſpace came thither fo; company : where he behaued him olle 
with ſuch valour, as he not anely got the henour of tte firſt 
day, but of tho foure dapes following, while the Tourney 
821dured, and wenne the p2ize, which Cananio havde pacpas 
red fo him that be deſerved it, which made him be greats 
ly eft@medoftheEmperouc; and ofthe whole Court in ge⸗ 
metall, eſpecially of the faxe Griana, whoſe heart by little 
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and little, Lonebzonght in ſubſection, to the no ſmall eons 
tent of Florendos, which doubtlefſe hadve the Pztncs Ta- 
riſius behelde, J imagine hes would haue hardly lpked it. 
But now during the time of theſs great Foaffes and Exi⸗ 
umphes, Foztune the ſwo2ne engemis to all quietneſſe, p2o- 
ſented the Emperous with other accaſions, to cut ock theſy 
Paſtimes and Courtly deuiſes: Foz affer many of the 
Knights adembled at Zis Court , had taken lsaue to rsturne 
tufotheir Countrepes, Gamezio Sonne to the Soldane of 
Babylon, who was on the Seas with a mightie Armie, in- 
tending ts conquer Alexandria, wag by extremitle of winde 
aud weather, bziuen into the @treptes befoze Conſtantino- 
ple. Which when thePilotes and Patriners percepned, 
not one amongſt them but greatly reloyced at this greaf gas 
Foztune, but chiefly Camezio,who perſwaded himſelſe that 
his Gads had ſent him thither, that the moſt noble and flou⸗ 
riching Cittie of ths wozld might fall ints his bandes: 
{Uyerevpon the windes ſomoWhat appeaſed, andthe Seas 
calmed, he aCembled the chiefe and pzincipall Captaines of 
his Armie, and thus he beganne. 

My god Friends, J belieue aſſuredlp, that our great gods 
would not ſuffer vs ta arrius in Alexandria, becanſs wee 
went againſt them of dur owns Law and Religion, but ra⸗ 
ther it liked them better, that wa ſhould add2efle our ſelues 
to this Conntrey of Chzittians , ether to ruinate it altoge⸗ 
ther, 03 at leaf? to bzing it vnder our obeyſance. Therefozs 
Jam determined at this time, ts deferre the reuengs of ths 
iniurie, whic\ the King Calameno did to the @oldane, and 
as much as in me lpes, imploey my fozces in conquelt ofthis 
Countrep: fo2 which canſe, I deſire that each ol ou wouls 
particularly encourage your pesple , aſſuring them( if wee 
cancouquer this Citie) the Riches thereof will counters 
waile they? paine and tranaile, The Captainesfatiled wot 
to accompliſh their charge to the vttermoſt , ſummoning e⸗ 
nery one p2eſently to Armes: fa pꝛouiding their @hippes, 
their Enſignes, and all things elſe needfull foz their — 
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they hdyled their ſayles, making fowards the hoare, hers 

with ſuch pꝛouiſton as they had they tune Landing, ma⸗ 
king ſach a nopſe with their Dꝛums, Trumpets, an d Cla⸗ 
mos, as was heard with no ſmall feare in enery part ot the 
Citie. Neuertgeles, they were receined with better reſi 
Kauce then they loked fo, a following the diſcourſe of the 
HWiRozie, you ſhall at large vnderſtand. 


CHAH. III. 


& Of the Battell fought before the Citie of ¶ onſtan- 


tineple, betweene the Emperours power, and the 
Atmie of Gamezie, 


755.29; mediatly was this huge Armie on the 
al Sea diſcouered by the Sentinelles of the 
D City, wherevpb the ramoz aroſs fo groat, 
p Fe as the people ranne on heapes ts defend 
10 the auen, where che zes thought to 
Net haue made their ſirft entrie. Anthe mean 

| = >Y while, C2niano, Tariſius, and the ether 
pzincipall Knights with their men of Arms, put them ſe lues 
in Equipage, o2daining their Army in ſach warlike maner, 
as na they marched fozth ofthe Citie, to ſuctour thoſe plas 
ces where the mozesgaue moſt eager Adault. The Pzince 
Florendo being left bet inde, made no little hatt to gather 
his Company : And as he galloped with them by the Em ⸗ 
perours Pallace, ha eſpyed the Pꝛinceſſe Griana, ſtanding 
at her Chambet- window, caſting man a tuefull loke ts- 
wardes the Gates of ths Cittie, which ſo darpely pierten 
the gentle Pzinces heart, as {immediately he ſaide with 
btzſelſe, ByYeanen (ſwate Ladie) either will 3 dys — 
g ay 
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day, oz remone the grieie that ſ@mneth ſq neare fo touches 
pou- And with this reſolution hee gaue the ſpurres to his 
Bozſe; when it was not long befoze hee got among the 
thickeſt di the Moores, where hee behelde the Enemie (6 
firong, and the Chꝛiſtians ſo weake, as the day wag like fo 
pꝛoue dangervus and diſmall. Foz the Paince Gamezio 
nas eſtæmed one ot the beſt Knighies thꝛongh all Aſia, and 
that day hee be haued himſelfe ſo romghly amongſt the Chzt- 
ſtians, as ſoth to ſay, they were enſozced to retyze towards 
the Cittie. 

Which when the Cmperour beheld, who remained with 
no great ſtrengih todefendthe City, he was not a little grie- 
ued to ſee his men turne their backs on their enemies, qdiſ- 
poſe themſelnes in ſuch fearefull and diſmaying ſo2t, But 
Florendos t the P zine Caniano ved ſach meanes, as they 
got them ſone in Aray againe, and returned en the Enemies 
with u freſh and hardie charge. Tariſius hewed himſelſe ve⸗ 
ry valiant, and adnenturors, ſtriuing by all the meanes hee 
could to equall the Pꝛince Florendos, who that day gane tes 
ſtimonie of moſt rare exploits: ſo theſe 3. noble Gentlemen 
paſtfcom ranke te tanke, ſending all to the earth that dur 
withTand them. Gamezie ſing his wen ſs blodily laughs 
fred on euer ſide, mating w Tariſius, wauls take reuenge 
on kim, delivering him ſuch acruell troke on the head with 
his ſwoꝛd, as down he fell to theground ſo aFontſhed, as his 
enemy might even then haue flaine him: and ſs he had done 
but foz the Pꝛince Florendos, who ſaing the Moore ads 
nant eng himſeile on his ſtyꝛrops, to reach aſall ſtroke at Ta- 
riſius on the ground, lifted him quite out of his Saddle wich 
his K aunce, and bare him ſo rudely therewith to the Earth, 
as bzeaking bis necke with the fall, he gaue bp the gbot. 

Then the Moores behelyGamezio their General! flaine, 
and the Chziſtians make ſach haneock of them, their hearts 
failing them to maks further tent, fled ſo faff as they conld 
towares their Ships, when had not ths Right to ſone pꝛe⸗ 


yented chem, not ons had eſcaped death vz taken P2ilener, 
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Aotbwithſtarding, the greateT part were put le the ſwozd, 
diuers making hack to get awiy by Bestes, were tzew- 
ned in the Sea, and manit of accaunt bzought backe Þziſo- 
ners; Thus with viadzie returned the Emperours power to 
the Citie. 
£0 many of the Moores ast ſtaped to theyz Ships, being 
not a little glas they were (9 farte ſtom their Enemies: ſet 
ſalle and returned towards the Solvane, to whome they de⸗ 
clared the ſumme ofthetr iſ-foztune , as àlſo the death of 
bis ſonac Camezio; Which tidings made him wel- nie wad 
with rage and anger. But being olde and crazed with ſick⸗ 
nes, hee could not g oe in perſon to revenge his death, which 
mad him vow and ſweate, that ſo ſwne as his other ſonne 
came lo yeares to beate Armes, he wonld ſend him with (ch 
a puiſſant frength, as eaſily he ſhould deftroy the En peroz 
and his Coantrey ; in the meane time he ſent the Ranſome 
fo red@&me them that were taken pziſcrecs ; Where we will 
leaue the Þoldane, and returne te Caniana,and the other 
P3inces, who being now come againe tothe Citie, the Ems 
pero haning heard ths woztby ſeruice Florendos had done 
that ſame day(and how he had receined ſome few dangerous 
wounds in the Battell ) ſent ſoz him in all haſt that might 
bs fo his Pallace, becaufr his owne Chirurgious and Phi- 
fitians Gould haue care of him. ©0 was Flore ndos bzought 
very þouourably ts the Pallate, and conduded to a Cham⸗ 
ber beſeming his eſtate, where the ©mpzefic t Griana came 
pꝛeſentlę to viſife him: to whoms the Pzince Caniano te- 
counted, bew Tariſius had bene flaine by Gamezio, but that 
Florendos ſtepped betwene his death and him, but quoth 
he, the Moore excuſed Tariſius; ſo2in my pꝛeſente hte gans 
biv1aft farewellto this we2ls, ſo that now wee may ſay the 
Uict92p is ours, albeit beſoꝛe it hung in hard ſuſpente. 
EAbile Caniaro continned theſe and ſuch like ſpa ches, 
Griana cal manie a (werte lake on the Pzince Florendos, 
and hie anſweted his obiea with the ſellelame meſſcngers 
of his heart. Thus contented they theyz ſeuerall paſions 
wit 
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with modeſt aud dertuous regard; as neue p2eſent could 
ſuſpe t heit ſecret meaning, The Empeſſe and her danghs 
ter courteoufly taking theyz leaue, Florendos and his Chys 
turgiaus weleane a while together, they fo apply medicines 
to his woundes, and he the remembzance ofhis ÞiIccLets 
his heart. Du the mozrow the Empert ux with bis Nob(- 
litie rode fozth ofthe Citis, to ſa the flaaghtetad badxes, as 
mong whom they found Gamez io, bs bas eaftly knowne 
by the richnes oi his Armour, which Caniano tauſed to bee 
taken from the dead bod ie, and bzonght ts Florendos, as the 
deſert ol his trauell; when the Capers; bimſelſe (the moꝛs 
to honour him) made pꝛeſent thersot᷑ to Florendos at his res 
turns, with theſe ſpaches. 

By noble Cozen, by peur Ualour and Knightly pꝛew⸗ 
elle, haue I had the vpper hand of mine Cnempes: may 3 
but line ts cequite thy gos deſerts, x ſhall account my ſelfe 
happie and ſoztunate: NotwithEanding, account o: mes 
as thy Kinſman and continuall Friend, and bs there ought 
ia my power Hal: like tdœ to demaunde, on the faith ofa 
King 7 vo to gius it the, 

Elcrendos moſt humbly thanked the @mperour, as well 
foz the great honour hee did him, as alſs fo; bis large and 
bountikall pzomiſs, wheresn he builded ſo afCuredly, as bes 
almoſt accounted fayze Griana faz his swne: who with the 
Emoꝛeſſe her Mother, came daylie to viſite him, by which 
meanes treyz mutyall Loas encreaſed moze and moꝛe, a nd 
Elorendos recourred his health in the ſhoz:er time, logen he 
ſollicited the Emperour with this ſuts following. 
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CHAP, III. 


How Florendos in treated the Emperour, to giue 
him in Marriage his Daughter Griana, and what 
anſwere the Emperour made him. 


Fer that Florendos was thzoughly bea- 
let of the woundes which hee had recey- 
»| ued in fight againſt the Moores: finding 
the Emperodur one day at leyſare, and as 
lone in his Chamber, he beganne to ſa⸗ 
lutte him, as after follsweth: 

Pos dead and ſoueraigne Lo2d , ſo 
Peincelę and graffous haue your faueꝛs bene towards mee 
ſince firſt q entrod your ropall Court, as theing my Fa- 
ther and J ſhall neuer anſwers ſuch exceeding courteũie. And 
to the end this kindneſſe may rather increaſe then any way 
diminiſh, J beſeech your Pighnes not to deny mee one re⸗ 
queſt, which among the inffxite number of yur Pzincely | 

graces towards mee, I all account it to exc all other. Jn 
b2iefe, it is the pꝛinteſſe Griana rour Dannyter, whoſe loue 
and honvzable fanie, made me fo;ſake i ve Halme of Mace- 
don, onely to deſire hex in Parriage, if eitper ar; deſert in 
me, 93:your owne PÞ2tucely god concept, r:ighf repute mie 
wozthieof ſo high a favour. And ez J would not pour 
Yighneſſe ſhould any wap miſcenceyne of mee, as that the 
motion pꝛocedet ij̊ ſrom a youthſull and vnadaiſedi;cad, 03 
that 3 haneenterp3ized it without the god liking of the E: 
my Father: J humbly deſire your WBateſtie to teſt ſatiſted, 
both in theſe andallotherepinions,in that my Fathers con- 
{ent,bzought me with no little ſpare thither,aud the hope of 
odr 
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yours during my abode heere,hath taught mee to place my 
Loue with diſcretion,and continue it with honourable vn⸗ 
ſpotted loyaltie. Mith this additien(vnder your Pighnes 
Cozrecton, ) that were ſhee mine, as J am wholly bers, the 
ſaithlul ſeruice of a thankſul ſonne, would anſwer the gens 
tlenes of ſo god a Father, and the irrevocable does ofholy 
Lone, aſſute Griana ok her Florendo. Right deerly did the 
Emperoar lone the Pꝛince Florendos,as had hee bene his 
8wH Donns Caniane: his Anightiy valour, and manifoly 
other vertnes inſtly inducing him thereto: and gladlp bes 
would haue conſented ts his requeſt , if his pzomile made 
vato Tariſius did not binds him to the contrary; whervpox 
he returned him this auſwer. Belieus wo goed Cenzin, 
Jam ust alitile agritued, that J cannot ſatiſfy your gentle 
requeſt, fo; that T arifius, Nephew to the Cmpzeſſe hath al- 
ready pzeuented me: to him Haus ypalt my pꝛsmiſe ſo my 
Daughter, and daily J exyc> the Tmbaſſadeurs comming 
from Hungaria, to fiuiſh the Partiage: (6 that I had rather 
loſe ths beſt of my Citties, then it ould be ſaid J ſalſified 
my woꝛd. Aetwitzflandins, oł one thing I can aſſure you, 
that von ate farce higher in uy grace and fauour then be ; 
yet netellitie is without law, and the tegard el mine Bono 
malt intreat u to hald me extuſed. 3 
Greatly eb athed was the Pꝛince Florendos, ſ@ing in 
dne inſtant !92t Hope ſtroben dende, that had mainta:ged 
his life, ce his comming to Couſtantinople: and ſe r ppt 
in the bead wag hee wits the Emperours anſwete, fs bee 
ſtode aged While in a ſtadie, not ſpeaking a wo23d At lat 
he vegan chus. God fozbid that ſo great a Pzince Hanid 
b2eake His promiſe,vy my occaſion; eue ci hes, my truth 
and iopaltio to your VBighneſſs chali not any way diminiſh, 
but  Hali temaine the moſt fozwerd in zuety, of any that 
owe tetuice and Alleageance to your Maieſfy. Nevther 
will x ( ſaide the Emperoar)imagine the wozſe of ven, but 
lone pon rather better then 3 didbefoze. Then ent ted di⸗ 
ners Koble men and Gentlemen, which made them * 
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off from further ſp&@ches , and Florendos faking his leaus; 
went to his Chamber, ſo fallof griete, and extreame heaup⸗ 
nelle, as eaſily he could haue bene induced to temmit ſome 
violence vpon himſelfe : but cating himſelſe vpon his Bed, 
de / thus began to baeath fwzth the furie of his paſſions, te 
aſe the heauy burthen of his opp2eſſed (pirtc. 

Unhappy wꝛetch that I am beyond all other, what hope 
of lifecanit then flatter thy ſelfe withall , ſcing the maine 
that ſhould maintaine the continnantce thereof, ſo2bivs the 
(Fond man) to hope any longer, What angry Planet go- 
nerned thy Natinitie : that hee fo Whome thou ganeſt life, 
Gould this day be cauſe fo ende thine owne. Belleue me, 
Tarifius , had 1 made triall of this inconnentence befoze, 
hardly ſhould 1 put my perſon in ſuch daunger amongſt the 
Moores, to ſhelde th life: but in defending the ſwozd aut 
efchy thzoat,7y haue deſeruedly thuſt it in mine owne: e 
that by lengthening thy vayes, I haue expp;ed:mine vwng 
hate, and that with a death ſe miſerable and crnell, as no e⸗ 
nemie whatſoeuer would wich to another. Wut were it not 
that my duety to the god Emperour, countermanesth me, 
thou conldft not with ſuch eaſe eyt her out · bꝛaue me in my 
love, oz thus vſarpe the gracious faneur of my Piſtreiſe 
Griana, were aſlection ballanced with deſert, ez lout meaſu⸗ 
red by vertue, as it is by opinion, Rotwithckanding „to 
dye fo2 her lone, I chall acconnt my ſelle happie, in that che 
cannot but pitty m vnſoztuns te death, and u ſpirit ſhuld 
paſſe with greater quiet te his ende, il ſhre knew with what 
content yitake my Deſtinie: but fatre Griana,wonld Ges 
Ihbadeyther not ſn the at all,o2 elſe that Foztunehav bin 
mo2efauourable to mee in my chopſe. At which wozds, 
the extremi ie of bis Paſſions tobe away the libertie of his 
ſpech : ſs that hee could not finiſh, what bee would gladly 
haue ſpoken, but falling krom his Bev to the ground in a 
ſwoane,amazedoneof his Eſquxzes, that was in the next 
Chamber, who hearing tho fall, ran in immediately, whers 
ſaing his Paiſter lying dead in his indgement) ranne and 
vlled Frenato, who was Coginto Florendos, and one that 

knew

kne lo inoft of his pzinate affayzes ; notwithftanding, hee 
fas ignozant in the cauſe of this Actident, wo taking him 
vppe in his armes, with colde water and vineger call in his 
face, at length hee got life into hin agains: when Floren- 
dos opening his eyes, and ſœing his Conzin fo buſle about 
him,bzeathing fozth two oz tha bitter fighes,ſaive, y 
dere Friend and Couzin, 3 beſ&ech vou hinder not the end 
and iTne of my life, fo2 beeing out of allhope ts recouet mp 
Lady Griana, there is ns meancleft to maintaine mp life, 
When Frenato heard theſe wo2ds, bee doubted that the 
Pzince had receyued ſome contrary anſwere from the Em⸗ 
eronr , as concerning the Sartiage betweens him and his 
anghter, foz whoſe loue 8ne!y, bee left the Kingdome of 
Macedon : wherefo2e he perceyning that (hee malt bee the 
onely megane to eaſe his fozinent, het began thus roundly to 
aniwere the Din e. And what of this: muſt you there- 
foze diſpapze - Alas (aid Florendos, what would p haue 
ne dse! the @mpcrour hath long ſince paſt his pꝛsmiſe fo 
ger to Tariſius, as his Pighnefl: aCured mee by bis one 
wo;ds. NMerp well Op; (anſwered Frenaro,) but dee you 
know if ſhe haue giuen her conſent? x pꝛomiſe ysu, j am per- 
ſwaded that ſh: loueshimnot, but that her fauszable regard 
is much moze towatds ou then him: and becauſe du ſay (a 
much, to moro will J ſa und the bottome of this matter 
ſo, that (if x can) 7 wil. fcuſtcate the Emperouts intent to⸗ 
wars Tariſius. Do you in the meane time but learne te 
diſemble pour grieſe, and ſew not pour ſelſe mal. content, 
fo: any thing that hath becne ſaide: but be of god there, 
6nd referteponr ſoztuxe in tbis caſe to the ſutceſſe of ming 
endenonrs, Theſe and ſuch like per ſlwasions Frenato pſed 
to the Pꝛince, whome he thus left in his Chamber, aud res 
turned to the Pallace as was his manner. All this while 
the Emperour bethcnght him on the ſpet hes that had paſ⸗ 
led between him and Florendos, which made him the night 
following,ts diſcourſe thercon with the Empꝛeſſe, and pers 
fading der, that hee tauld moze willingly aceept of dim 
103 
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fo2 bis vonne then Tariſius. But he who highly fauoured 
her Repheln, repꝛoued bis opinion with many Anſwereg, 
ſo that by tmpoztunate intreaties.teares, and other ſubtill 
tetches, which Women are wont to vie to accompliſh their 
defices , fie ſo farre dil waded the Emperour, hee pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed her againe nat ts giue her to any ether, then to him to 
whorwe bee firft paſt his wozd. Df which wozds, the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe was not a little glad, and thetefoꝛe all that night (hee 
deuiſed, by what meanes the n iahl from that time fozwary 
ſo much as lap in her to hinder Florendos from ſpeaking to 
ber Daughter: where voen the datly kept her Chamber of 
pꝛeſente, and belde a meze ſtrict (wes on Griana, then bes 
foe ſhee had done , which greatly increaied the paflions of 
Florendos, and bzought htm into ſo weake eſtate, as the 
learned Phyſitio:3s could not deliver the cauſeof his fick- 
nes, to the no ſal griefe of the Emperour, but eſpectalſie of 
Caniano, Pet fo2 all this would not the Empꝛeſſe at any 
time vifite him, becauſe ſhce would hinder the occaſion of 
ber Daughters ſæ ing bim, rememb2ing what ſperches had 
paſt betwezne him andthe Emperour. And aibeit Griana 
made ns outward ſhewe thereof , yet in her heart ſbee was 
highly dilplesſed at her Pothers dealings: ſo that ene day, 
when her Bꝛether Caniano came to ſee her, fs recount vn- 
fo her in what extremitie he haddeleft his ſtiendiy Compa⸗ 
nion, and what griefe it world bee to him if hee dyed, as he 
greatly doubted: Mpat my Load (qd. ſhee) it is not ſo J 
hope: Pea certain (qv. hee) and I feare he will very hardly 
eſcape this day, At which wo2ds, the water ſtos in her 
eves , ret ſs well as ſhe could , ſhee diembled her paſſions: 
NeuertheleCe,Thee could not hold it in, but (aide, J maruell 
much that the Empꝛeſſe my ther, makes ſo flender at⸗ 
count of him, as ſince his ſicknefſe He would not vonchſafe 
once to viũte him: J feare ſhe hath ſoꝛgetten what god he 
did fo2 vs, that day when her valiantly lew the Murke Ga- 
mezio. Belieue mee (my god Loꝛd and Bother) J am 
heartily ſozrie fo; his dcxnes: foz if hee dye (as God — 
gust 
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quoth ſhe ſecretly, the Emperout my Father ſhall loſe mo29 
then be thinketh on 2 the great ſetuite he bath done ſoz him 
already, may glue inſtante of my wozdes, and her being the 
Sonne ol ſo great a Prince 2s he is. By this time hadde 
luc; extreame griefe onetburdened her heart, as ſhee wag 
cor.ftrained (ſeigning to goe to the Empꝛeſſe Chamber) to 
leaue ber Bꝛother, that che might alone by her ſelſe bemoane 


her Friends hard foztune.

Unhaps 
py that J am, that Loue,yea,the loue he beares tome. fhould 
bzing ſo bzaue a Gentleman to ſo hard anexigent: but ifhes 
dis, ſuch iuſt vengeance will 1 take dyon my ſite, as 3 will 
not remaine one hourealine after him, and let out Shoues 
le ke their owne quiet in death, that Foztuns would not afs 
ſ@;d vs in life. Pet will I thus farre firft azuenture, and 
that veſe2e any llæpe enter theſe eies of mine, trie if it conſt 
in my power to taſe his extremity, that buves my loue at to 


d&rea pꝛice, And iu this anguich ol minde, che called * 
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her Damoſels, the Daughter of her Nurſe named Card. 
na, whom abous the relt ſhe. truſted maſt, and to kec ſhe he, 
gan in manner foliowing, Cardina, thou knotwell the lone 
3 alwaies bare thy Mother, and fo2 her ſake how well y 
hanc thought of thee , i baue knownethee long time a true 
and faithfull Seruant : but now Car dina, is a time bepend 
all other, to make tryall ofthy truth, and to witnes thylop, 
altie to me, onely as tbou art fure,ſo to be ferret, and ſo ſecret 
as I mutt put my life and honour into thy ſecrecie. 

Cardina, who was wiſe, and of god gauernement, 
hearing Griana vie ſuch earneſt ſpeches, imagined that 
ſhe would commit notommon matter to her trat with ſuch 
coninration, where vpon ſhee modeſtlie retucned this aun⸗ 
ſwere, Madame, rather had 3 be toꝛne pœcemeale in ſun⸗ 
der, then anp thing you commaund foz ſecrete , ſhau!d by 
mee bee renealed without pour licence: and ſo aſure pom 
felfe, that while Jliue, you (hall finde mee as faithfull in 
derde, as I pzomile inwo2p. J neuer hitherto ( quoth the 

P2tncefſe ) had other opinion ofthe: Liſten now therefo;e 
what 7 ali commaund the. J haue vadeiſta» foz cer- 
taine Cardina, that the greuous fickneſle of the inte Hlo- 

rendos, is cauſed by verie earneſt long which ha beares to 
me, and fo2 1 account it great pittie to laſe (0 great a Knight, 

ds ſo much as take the paines to go to him from mee: and 
ſaye I deſire him ta bee of god chere, und if there bee any 
thing in mp power may do him god, J will gladly accem⸗ 
plich it, as ſhee that loues bim as her owne ſelfe, and to aCure 
him thereof, ſay 1 ſend him this Ring , which I will him 
tokepeasa pledge of my loue. Madame, anuſwered Car- 
dina, Foztune ſpede me ſo well, as my paines map gine eaſe 
to both your paſſions : and might my ſeatence like yon Pa⸗ 
dame, Jknow no knight ſo wozthy of your lone as Floren- 
dos. Gs then ſatde Griana, and returne againe ſo ſone as 
thou canſt. So went Cardina ftraight to the lodging of the 
Paince Florendos, at the entrance whereof, ſhee meete the 
Pzince Caniano ſo heaupe and pealine as might be, 1 
&

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he perceyuedhis Frend to conſume awayeeuerieday moꝛt 
and moꝛe, But Cardina, who had well learned her lcffon, 
ftept afide, and Wenld not be ſengof-Caniano; who beeing 
gone, che got vp tothe Chamber, where when thee was rea- 
dy to enter, ches heard the P2ifſce complain in this ſo2t. 

Ah poꝛe wzetch, mull thou nedes die without any hope 
ofremevie? And as he would haue pꝛeca ted on, Cardins 
epped to him, and after ſhee had ſaluted him, ſaide ro him 
ſecretly, that the Pꝛinteſſe Griana had ſent her ts him, to 
vnderſtand ok his health: and belieue me god Paince, gusth 
ſhze, J neuer ſaw Lavie (8 ſo2rowfull ſo2 your ſickneſſe, as 
ſhe is. She commendeth her ſelſe to your hons2 wolt hears 
tillp, and hath ſent pos this Ring, as an earneſt of the lous 
Ce beares you: deſixing you to be of god cheete, and como 
koꝛt pour ſelſe, becauſe ſhe deſires to ſte you, to conferre with 
you, of matters which concerne you both neetely. Theſe 
woꝛds ſo tauiſhed the ſpirit of Florendos, as a g Whi's bg 
doubted, whithor hoe dzeamed, oz that he might giue tredite 
fo what he heard: Foz elbeit he knew the mcflenger ſo well 
as anꝝ in the Conrt, pet esuld he not perſwade himſclfe tha: 
bee was fo Foztunate. At length betweene hope and del⸗ 
pairs hee toke the Rigg, Which bee entertained, with many 
denout kißes: andembzactug Cardina fs well as be could, 
thus anſwered : Alas ny (colg Friciid, may it bee poſſi⸗ 
ble that «ny Ladie bath ſuch tegerd of him, who neuer was 
able to doe her any ſernice ? Doubt not therefoze my Logy 

(aslwered Cardina: ) and if psu will declare pour lone ans 

ſwersb'e to hers in vertue, you muſt give teſtimony theres 

of, by comfozt:n3 your perſon, that ſhes may ſee you ſo ſ@ne 
as may bee, Ah faire Uirgin (quoth het) let my whole life 
be employed , in what ſhall liks her Diuine nature to com- 
maund mee: and J aſſure vou, that theſc tydings bath bzea- 
thed ſuch news life into my ſoule, as already à finde my ſelie 
wonderkully channged ; Yea, and that in ſuch ſozte,as be⸗ 
foze thꝛee dapes be duet /paſt, j (hal attend ker moſt gracious 
will, with ſeruictable diligence, In the mean While, _ 

eures 
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vefireyou fapze Friend, (o let my ſoneraigne q; iſtrege vn, 
— , that A kiſſe her Yighnes hand in humble dutie, 
and had ere this giuen Farewell to this life, had not her 
ſwete regard called mee againe from death. Thus partey 
Cardian from the inte, taking her way ſp#dily towards 
Griana, who longed not a little to heare from Florendos, 
whom the had made Lozd of her gentle affections,

plauſe, then by that you vouchſafed to do at this inſtant ; fog 
in my iudgement you haue perfozmeda myzacle, in giuiug 
him lite that was in the very Jawes of death. Then from 
point to point the recounted the talke paged betumne them: 
Fir ck, how ſhee ound him in the middett ot his regrets, and 
laſtiy, what meCage h& had ſent her. 
Thus while Cardlian continued her diſcourſe, enery wo2d 
take hold on the gentle heart of the Pꝛinceſſe, and 
er 
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her with ſuch pittifullregardecf theP3zince his tozments : 
as what ſhe deJred inwardly thee ſhadowed with modeſtie, 
as loath to recepue ſhame tn her Loue,, haning carryed hers 
ſclfe with ſuch honour all her life, quoth ſhes to Cardina. 
Bobo might x ( gzd-Sernant ) eafe this weightie opp2efſis 
on - Ulery well( aid Cardina, ) when Fo2tunealloweth op- 
poztunitie.1But thau knoweſt (quoth Griana ) a Pꝛinteſſe 
as J am, to bee ſene ſectet with ſo bzaue a Gallant, doth 
greatly hazardmylife and hondur. As fo2 that Madame, 
(aide Cardina ) mp Siſter can better anuiſe von then 3,02 
any that I know ; by her meanes map vou ſpeake With your 
Knight,the bzaueſt Gentleman in the wozld g one whome 
J know ts ſo fatxe devoted yours, as he will rather loſe his 
deereſt life, thenimpeach pour honour any wap: and othets 
iwiſe then into palt ie, to make pou his Lady and Wife, J am 
well aſſuted hee loueth not, which loue (Madame) vou may 
well entertaine. Returne 2 Cardina, (quoth the Pain⸗ 
teſſe to my Loꝛd Florendos, ànd aſſure him that fo ſone as 
hee is well tecouered, J will come and ſpeake with him, in 
ſach a place Where he may ſafely aduenture: and de ſire him 
as hee loneth mee, hat it map be with all conuentent ſpe de. 
Cardina without anp further delay , went with this Pef⸗ 


face fo the P2zincs Florendos: Mo haxtened hi mſelſſe ſo 


lvcl! vpon theſe ſpeeches, as within fre dayes ho found him⸗ 
fe thꝛoughly amended, where the Emperour and Cania- 
no his Donne was not alittle glad: but Tariſius was ſcant 
well pleaſed thereat,fo2 hee had conceyſtd a ſecret iealouſie, 
becauſe he was ſo earneſt in affection towards Griana, who 
by her maid Cardina had warnad Florendos, that the night 
following, her chould come into the Garden, wheres into her 
Chamber had a ſecret entrance, and there would hee and 
ſhe tor re of their lone, without ſuſpition of any. Floren- 

dos (eing theſe 2Faire. 2:teto ſu god ende purpoſed what 
ener happened, not to faite the time and place: which made 
him thinke this day a peare in length, ſo long hee loked and 


dedrꝛd ſoꝛ che night. Bat now tbe wiched honte lis come. 
ö C wien 
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when Florendos with his Cozin Frenato, (he was pziny 
ts the P2inces ſecret loue) departed from their Lodgings, 
and comming to the Garden, they (aw the Wall was very 
high, and hard toclimbe, notwithſtanding, greater things 
are poſſible ts Louers,ediefly when a cauſe of ſuch weight 
is in hand;ſo that in ſhazt time Florendos had got to the 
top of the Mall, and afterward went to the plate bet Gri- 
ana ſtajed his comming, who hav no body with ber, but Le- 
rina, ſiſter to Cardina, ts whom likewiſe ee thꝛoughly be⸗ 
w2ayed her ſecrets. Ve haningeſpyed them, came and fell 
on his knat beloꝛe the Patncee,but ſhe toke him vppe in 
her armes,embzacing him ſo ſweetly : as Lerina withdzew 
berſelfe amongſt the Tres, not with any intent of feare (0 
diſpleaſe them, but with a certaine kinde of 'grisfe which o⸗ 
uercame her; in that hee wanted a Friente to participate 
with her in loue, as her Mig xeſle had,befoze-whom Floren- 
dos, bit ing on his kne,ſaive, $padame, by vertue ot pour 
commaundement, J am thus bolde to enter your pzeſente, 
relving my whole abilitie to pou, as fo the diuine Goddeſle 
that hath cheelded mee lrom death: which grace ſæing pour 
Pꝛincely nature hath affw2ded mee, my life ſoʒ euer bereaf- 
terremaines at your ſoueraigne pleaſure. : the unſeigned 
pꝛomiſe whereof ,J binde to you by irreuocable bowes, but 
eſpecially by mx faith, the om ly oꝛnament of a trne knight, 
that J deſireno longer fo bzeathe this ayze, then tohonour 
your name with my continual ſeruice:foz life without your 
grace andfauour,is mozepzkeſome to mee then a thouſand 
deaths. But by vour fauoux my Lozd (anſwered Griana) 
how, oz from whenccyath this hot lone ſpꝛung, let me know 
A deſire you? Madame (quoth hee) as 4 haue heeretofozr, 
ſo at this time 7 aſſare you, that in my natine Countrep of 
Macedon, J heard the renowne of-your excelling beautie, 
at which very inſtant, dedicated my ſelfe onelyyours: 
and euer ſince continuing in this roligfons ſeruice, J haue 
ſoconfidently ſet done my reſt, in gracious regard of your 
- fivgte lelſe, as being yours in ſeruice, J liue: if otherwiſe, 
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J die. In ſothfaid the Palnceſſe, I ſ@thenyon haue giuen 
pour ſelfo whollie mins, and ſo J am no contented to ac⸗ 
tept vou. Then Pademe ( quoth he) to ſeale t he adurante 
of this diuins fauoux vou baue done me, let mer intreate to 
kiſſe thoſe ſw&te Lippes that deliuered the ſentente 3 haue 
long lokedfoz. Mhich to graunt, though foz modeſty ſake, 
at fir che ſe mid daintie, vet at length Loue had ſo ſurpꝛi - 
zed her, as he needed not ſtriue when no reſiſtance was offe- 
red. Thus with teares and ſolemne kiſſes, they bʒeath 
into each others ſoule the mute arguments of theyz-Lo ve, 
and fayze Cynthia, amiably fauonring this delicate enc//un⸗ 
ter, added ſuch courage to the minde of this lovely C hams 
pton, as d the Laune in the fats of Venus, lzeobe- 
gueathed the ſutceſſe at his denoire to the gracious Ape of 
that Planet. And among a number ofſoff and \tz&@elone 
ſpeeches, hee diſcautſed to her his talks with the Empeto ur 
her Father, how he had requeſted her in marrisge,and how 
beeercuſed his conſent, by the pꝛomiſe he had made befoze to 
Tariſius, thaough the daylte and earneſt per waſlons of the 
Empzeſſe. NotwithEanding (quoth be) in reſpec you haue 
not canſencsd therevnto, J hope they all finde themſelues 
farrebeyond their reckoning. Now foz the Pzincefle, ſhe 
nt ner knew that Tariſius had laboured to hane her to his 
Mile, becauſe ſhe made ſo light account ot him, as ſhe would 
rather die then conſent therets : wherevppon thee returned 
Florendos this anſwer. The Emperour my Father hath 
reafon to thinke hardly of my Pother, and great diſcredite 
will it be to her, to pzocure my marriage againſt my will,foz 
neuer ſhall J conſent thereto: and therefoze my Kozd 3 de⸗ 
ſire your aduiſe, how J may pꝛeuent this inſuing daunger? 
Madame anſwered Florendos, my aduiſe is layd alreadie, 
ſo pleaſe vou to accept thereof, 4 will conney you hence ſe, 
cretly, andbefoze the Emperour 02 any one know of it, in, 
to my cauntrey of Maced on where J and mine ſhall en, 
tortaine you with great and reuerend honour, and you ſhall 
be dur gracious Ladis and 2 Belieue me ſayd ſhes,

In 
t;emozning he awatted the Emperozs comming abzeate, 
to whom) be ſaid, that be bad d Letters from the king 
his Father, wtth expzeſiecommenni ttowake ſpæ die 
returne heme; therefazemy 03d { tapd hee) 3 defiro 
to depart! ur fauoarable liking, and in reſpec 5 may 
not co re Jam bound 10 obey, I intend to moz- 
tan to ſet ſozward on my loutney aſſuring pourhighneTs 
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that in what place J hall chaunce to come, J am yours in 
lopall and faith ſull ſeruice, M god Cozin(aunſwered the 
Emperour,) J giue peu thankes with all my heart,;fo2 the 
honour pon haue done me with pour gentle pzeſence ; and if 
pou haue occaſion to vie mee in ought, pou ſhall pecteꝝ ue 
how highly J lous andeſtemeof you. My Led (ſaide Flo- 
rendos) J defice to doſerus the great kindenſſe 3 haue fouod 
already: 99 taking his leaue,the Emperourembzaced bim, 
and ss he iſuedfw;th to his chamber, be met the Pꝛinte Ca- 
niano,of wham he oke his leaue likewiſe ; who defired him 
to tape th2e 02 ſenre dayes longer. In Which time tt ere 
tame to the Court cortaine Ambatſadozs, which the King of 
Hungaria had ſent ta the Empetour, to conclude the Marti⸗ 
ige betu ne his Bonne Tariſius, and the Pzincefſe Criana, 

the Duke of Gramay beeing the chieſe of this Embaſſage: 

Who was accompanied with many Knightes and Gentle⸗ 

men of name and account, to whome the Empꝛeſſe gave ve⸗ 

ry gracious Meltom, in that ſhe had pzinately pzocuret this 

their comming. As theſe Embaſadours entted the great 
Chamber, Caniano and Tariſius who accompanyed them, 
pe te yued Griana to wit hoꝛawe herſelfe aſide, vety ſad and 
melancholie: Wherevpon Caniano came vnto her (arcat- 
ly abaſhed at her angry countenance) and thus he beganne. 
Faire Diſter,now at this time when pou sought to ſhew the 
moſt cherefullcountenance,you are moze ſadde then of long 
time J haue ſæne vou: Mee thinkes you haue god occlion 
to be merrie, ſa ing the E mperout my Father hath pzanived 
rou ſo bꝛaue and woꝛthie a Huſbande, as is my Coz1ine the 
Pz2ince Tariſius, who J am ſure loues pon as his owns life, 
Ah B2other(qd.fhe)J knoty not what ſhou!d one him ſo 
to do, ſæing Jneurr thought ſo well ol him: and moze glad. 
ly could 3 entertaine mine owne death, then be conſtrained 
to Loue where J cannot. Theſe Moꝛds did Tariſius eaſt⸗ 
ly vnderſtand: notwithſtanding be made ſhewe as though 
he did net: but going to the Empꝛeſſe hee deftred her to Fay 
there with the Emperoz, ſa ing the Amba ſſadozs were come 
C 3 kom 
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from the king his Father, that what was begun as concet- 
ning him and Griana, might vow bee firuſhed atcozding to 
his pzomiſe. Upon this -occaſion, the Empzeſſe called 
Griana aſide, and with ſmoth and ſwete ſpeeches began 
to bzeake with her, how foz her gad (ha had induced the 
Emperour, to giue her in marriage to her Cozin Tariſius, 
and what honourable aduantage ſhee ſhouls receiue t here⸗ 
by: wherefoze ſayʒe daughter ſapde ſhee) reſolne your ſelfg 
with chiidliks obedience, to thinke well of that your Pa⸗ 
rents haue determined. All theſe perſwaſions could not 
d2aw one pleaſing woꝛd from the Pzinceſſe, but ſhee extu⸗ 
ſed berſelfe ill, by the defire ſhee had to rematne as ſhee 
was, and rather then to marry ſhee would take a religi- 
ous life vpon her: with which wozds ſhe bzake into ſuch 
keates, as the Empꝛeſſe was confkrained to leaue ber alone, 
not doubting to find her the nert time in better tune. Gri- 
ana then cenſidering with her ſelle, how che ſhould at length 
be infozced to yeeld, whether ſhe would oz no, if Florendos 
did not the ſooneraccompliſh his enterpꝛiſe: called Cardi- 
na vnto her, and ſent her with this charge to Flor endos, 
that that pꝛeſent night hee ſhould not faple to meet ber in 
the Garden,where ſhee would bo ready to depart with him, 
otherwiſe he ſhould neuer gaine the like opoztunity : with 
which mellage Cardina departed, 
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CHAP. VII. 


How Florendos came that night to the Garden, to 
conclude what hee and Griana had intended, and 
what hapned to them. 


A Lorendos vnderftanding the will of 
bis Piſtreſſe, with great diligence 
F laboured to execute what they had in- 
— 3| tended, and taking his leaneat the 
TS) Court, ſained bee would returne ns 
moe, but take his way frazght to- 
wards Macedon, Tariſſus, whoſe iea⸗ 
loufie increaſed enery day moze and 
mo2e, ſet pꝛiup ſpies to watch enery night, who went in 
and out at the Pzinces Chamber, and albeit of long time 
his labours were fraffrate, pet at length he and his ſpies 
percepues, how hee whom hes moſt ennied, mounted the 
Garden Mall where the P2inceſſe lap: foz Florendos 
hauing left his company without the City, accompanied 
with Frenato, and both of them well armed, hee pzigily 
returned againe to the Pallace, thinking about midnight 
tocarry her away,fe2 whoſeloue hee had thʒuſt himſelle in- 
fo this dangerous hazard. Thushaning left their hozſes 
without the City with their Pagss, and being tome to ths 
Garden wall, Frenato helping the Pzince to get vp. Tari-- 
ſius and his men, who vahappily lay there in ambuſh, ran 
violently vpon him, crying all aloude, kill, kill theſe vil⸗ 
laines that would diſhonour the Emperours Pallate. At 
which woꝛdes, Florendos and Frenato ſeeing themſc lues 
dilcouered, pꝛeſently dzew their (wozdes, and beganne to 


lay aboute them very valiantly 1 Florendos giuing 
C 4 Tariſius 


of 
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Tariſius ſo great a blowe on the head, that hee fell downe to 
ground as hee had bene dead. and two oz thze of his compa, 
nie with bim: Which when the reſt vehelde, they gote oner 
the Mall, and running with great clamoz into the Cittu, 
cryed, helpe, helpe, Tariſius, whome Florendos ( ſ@king ts 

robbe the Emperouts Pallace) hath cruelly marthered. 
This nopſe was heard by Griana, Lerina, and Cardina: 
who were in the Garden ſtaying foz Florendos: Which 
did ſo amaze the hardieſt of the t hae, as they knew not well 
what countenance to ſet on the matter: eſpecially Griana: 
Nom this feare had ftroken into a dead Traunce,but Le. 
rina, and her Siſter, taking her vp inthetr armes,conveyed 
her iuto her Chamber,and ſone aſtet ints det Bed, when re- 
conering ber ſelfe,inertreame weping,thusſpake. Alas mi⸗ 
ſerable wzetch that Jam, doth Foztunegmploy all meaneg 
thee can foz my deftrug:sn ? Ueil, let her do the vttermoſt 
ſpight the can: Fe I am well aCaced befozett he lang, that 
Death hill triumph aboue all yer diſcourteſies. Cardin: 
ſeing her ſe Uiape, and wiing ber handes', andas it wefe 
readie to fall into diſpaire, beganne te p rſwade ber in thig 
ſozte , Padame, it is no time now to vſe tele exttemit es: 
foꝛ Gods ſake}learne to touex your Maſſioas, to the end the 
Emperour may not detec vs, being aTured,thatas pet we 
were not perceiued: And it you can but content pont ſelfe, 
all this tumult will ſoue be onercome. JI pꝛoy the(quoth 
Griana) leave me alone, and goe ſe (it thou canſt,) hat is 
become of Hlorendos : that q may know whether be be ta⸗ 
ken 02 ſlaine. W went Cardina, and ſtanding amongf o- 
thers, as one that knew nothing, behelde all. Daring this 
hote Tumult. Frenato ſeing troubles increafing moze any 
mo2e, followed the matter with ſuch diligence , as hee gote 
Florendos out of the thꝛong, and the darknes of the Night 
was ſuch , as they eaſily compaſſed to get out of the Cittis, 
where their Wages ſtayed with their Bozfes, whereon they 
mounted, t ſet on away. But the Pzince Florendos wouls 
mauy times haue returned backe againe, ſo loath was wy to 
no 
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leaue her whom he loued ſo darely:fo2 being out of al hope 
to ſæ ber againe, be eſtæmed his life of no value 02 account. 
Jn which impatiente, be rent his comely locks efhaire, and 
haled bis fleſh with great violence, wherenpon Prenaco 
thusſpake to him. TWbhy how now my Lozd: will pon 
in ſeking honour, wound pour ſelſe with ami: 93 in argues 
ing pour lous to your Lidp, endaunger her life? deſire pou 
to loſe your felfe, and her alſo foz euer? Belæue me Cozen, 
this very hardly beſ@mes pou, that the ſabtill dealing of a 
cowardly Knight, ſhould make pou thus to fozget your ſelf. 
No no god Cozen,it is now no time to declare theſe ſhewes: 
let vs therefeze make ſpede to our companie, and if you 
thinke god, we will ſend one ſecretly backe to the Cittie, 
to vnderſtand the ent ofthis traubleſoms bzople, and we 
in the means time may ſet fozward towards Macedon. Ab 
ſwete Cozin(quoth Florendos)pou ſpeake as the man that 
cannot compzebend my fozments : thinks you it it poſlible 
foz me to liue, leauing that rare creature in ſa h; pertill, foz 
whoſe lone a Hell ofgrefes bath matt iri d my ſoule:? By 
my Knightly faith J ſweare, that death is a thouſeud times 
moze welcome to me, then tv be maiſtered by this one cons 
ceit, that J Could lius an houte out of her gracious ſeruice, 
Mell well Sp2( ſatd Frenato) what you may not do now, 
refetre till better conuenience , and let vs ſet on befo2e the 
day-light deſcrp vs: otherwiſe , in ſ@king to defend Gria« 
na, your ſclfe ſhall be witnes af her repzoach and condemna⸗ 
tion, Florendos perteiuing his Cozimdid aduiſe him fo2 the 
beſt, was wellcontented tobe ruled by him :ſo gining the 
ſpurres to thepz Hoꝛſes, ffayed not till they onertoke þ re(f 
of thepz company; when be diſpatched an Eſquire pꝛeſent 
lie backe to the Cittie, commannding him ftraightly to vi- 
red fone to the A ing his Fathers Court, the ſucceſſe of e⸗ 
uerie thing that happened in his abſence. 

But now to returns where befeze we left, Garidian had 
not long ſtaped in this hurlyebarly but (he perceived the 
Tmperour was riſen, who in all haſt cauſed his Guard to 
arme 
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arms themſelues to helps Tariſius: fo2 by this tim had the 
two knights w hich eſcaped, aduertiſed in þ court, that they 
toke Florendos as he was climbing the Garden wall, to ge 
to diſhonour the Pꝛinteſſe Griana, At which repozt the Em- 
perour was ſo moued,as he wet in great furie to bis daughs 
ters Chamber, whom he found in her bed,moze likelie to dig 
then line: but necefſitie(whereof many do often make a vers 
tue) made her couer her weakenes with a faire How of cou⸗ 
rage, ſo that when ſhe ſer him enter, the w2apped her ſelfe in 
her night mantle,aud came befsze him, to whom be began in 
this furious manner. Thou lead Gpzie dateſt thou conceſug 
the thought to do me thisdiſhonoz ? Be my crowne, foz this 
thy pzeſumption, J ſhallmake the ſach an example to all 
other, as thy head from thy ſhoulders will ſcant quits thy 
fault. 

Griana hearing him ſpeake ſo roughly , anſwered him as 
gaine thas mildly. My Loꝛd and Father, J beſech vou to 
pardon me, vou accuſe me, 3 know not whereof : if J hang 
dne euill, it is in pou to chaſtiſe me as vou ſhall pleaſe : and 
if x be innocent, vonchſafe god Father not to condemne 
me. Ah varlet (quoth her) this ercuſe ſhall little p2offite 
the. Do taking her verie rudelie, he locked her in a ſtrong 
Tower, whereof he carried the Rey himſelfe : t en went 
be to Tariſius his lodging, ts ſ& how he did, fo it was tolde 
him that he was in daunger of his life: where he found the 
Empzeſſe heautly w&eping, but he canſed her ta goto her 
Chamber, and commaunded his Chiturgious to loke di- 
ligentlie to his Rephewe, and not to ſpare any coſt to pur⸗ 
chaſe his health. Now becauſe they which ſearched foz 
Florendos, could not finde him, the bꝛuite and rumour was 
qualified, and the Emperour went againe to his Chamber 
till the mo2ning, when the Empꝛeſſe hearing Þ her daugh- 
er was in pziſon, toke it very heanily, and kneeling bes 
io2e the Emperour , defiring him that ſhe& might fetch her 
fawth: but he was ſo angery, as her wozdes could do no- 
thing with him, ret hee graunted that ſhee Chonuld go = 

by 
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her, and toke her the Rey: when ſhe entring the Tower, 
ound her fitting on the ground ſo blubered with tearcs, ag 
was lamentable to behold : but when ſhe beheld her 9Bo- 
ther, the aroſe,and dwing her regerence , could not ſpeake, 
her teares ſo ouercame her. The Empꝛells that loved her 
dertelp, ſœing her in this grenous cate, had mach ado 
to dillemble what ſhee thought, how be it, after a few light 
wozdes paſſed betwene them, ſhe ſait. J am ſozriedaughs 
ter, that you haue ſo lightly th;owne xour affection vppon a 
Straunger, and that you foꝛget your duetie, in following 
pour Fathers counſell and mine, who well knewe the loue 
Tariſius beares pou, and no otberwiſe Daughter, then to 
fake you to his wife. But gon (carried away with that loſe- 
neſſe , which ill agrees with your credite and calling) haue 
rather thought beſt, to graunt Florendos entrance by pour 
Garden, at ſuch a ſuſpt ded houre, as while pou liue, pour 
honour will be hardlie thought on: foz two of Tariſius his 
anigtztes, who thought to take the Traptaur, are ſlipne, 
and my Nephewe himſelfe daungeroufly eſcaped. Griana 
hearing him called Traytour, whome ſhee ſo highlie loued, 
and that ſhoe her ſelfe was accuſed, by that which onght to 
excuſe her, aunſwered. Padame,and my grations Pother, 
as pet I am ignozannt ofthe cauſe, thet hath mœued the 
E:nperour in ſuch cholter againſt mee: and be it fo2 this you 
ſpeake of, in ſothe 7 am offered very great inturir, fo2 3 
knowe not whit her Florendos, oz àup other have enttev 
my Garden: well J am aſſured hee came not where z was. 
Theſe are raunge newes to me Madame, I would rather 
haue thought him on his wap fowardes Macedon , in te- 
ſpec of the ſolemne leaue he toke in the Court. Foz my 
part, 3 would that the Traptour which was the tauſe heere - 
of, had long ſinte beene buried in the bottome of the Sca, 
then he ſhould ſo abuſe the honour of Florendos, with a mat⸗ 
fer of ſach villanie, wherein y cannot indge him faultie: but 
were it he Madame, Jain at a point. let him die the death, 
as he hath well deſeruꝛd, ſoz my dutie to you my E 1 — 
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hath taught me better nurture, and lone can be ns pziui⸗ 
ie dge to me to fiend. Then god. Bother, twit not me 
with impeach ofhonour in ſo innocent a cauſe, fo2 defence 
wheecof, were the death pꝛeſent beloze mine eyes, J baue 
ſozrowedas much as J would, and am moe teadie to em⸗ 
bzace it then liae in ſuſpect, ſo ſhall my Father and you be 
eaſed ol pꝛouiding mer a Yuſband, As fo2 the pꝛiſon wher- 
in Jam, J will not denie his lauour when it ſhall pleaſe 
bim to deliuet me: but J could take it farre moze contens 
tedlie, to ſpend the remainder of my fei/lowing dvyes thus 
ſolitarie, then to line abzoade miſoa med on by any, Fairs 
Daughter ( ſaid the Cmpꝛeſſe) de not diſcomfoz2t your ſelfe 
in this ſozt, the Emperout hadde ſome reaſon (in regard of 
the loue he beares pon, and the outragions tumult which 
happened) to do as he hath done: but 7 hope in the end all 
will ſoꝛt to the beſt, and that pou pour ſelfe (hall remaine 
contented. 29Bany other ſpæches paſſed betweene them, till 
at length ß Empꝛeſſe leſt her and departed, fo2 ſha thought 
long tili {ze was with the Emperour, to let him know the 
talke betwent ker and Griana: which che did without 
omitting any thing, notwilhſtanding he was moze ſeuere 
to his Daughter every dap after. Then ſent her fe2 the 
Ambaſſadouts and thus he behan with them. Þy Lo2des, 
at this time J ain aduiſed, that you ſhall returns to your 
King my Bzother, fo2in reſpec of the accidents which you 
haue ſceneto happen, J will craue pardon foz this time, 
referring matters ouer till ſome other time, when things 
ſhall fall in better diſpoſition. The Ambaſſadoaurs vnders 
Ttanving the Emperoues pleaſure, the next dap toke theyz 
leaue toward the Ring they2 Baiſter, to whom they decla⸗ 
red the whole In generall ; whereat hee tonteiusd ſuch dil⸗ 
pleaſure, as hee pꝛeſently ſent fo2 his Srnae Tariſius, who 
had not as pet cecouered his health. But hee was ſo enamo⸗ 
red on þ young Pzinceſſe, as would not obey his Fathers 
commaund : but ſo ſone as he was indifferentlie amended, 
be intreated the Cmperour to pardon his Daughter, accus 
ang 
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which ſhee with all her heart deured, yet doe what iniurp fo 
her ſelle hee could, ſhee had better health then Teo vrftied to 
haue. In the end feeling her ſelfe ſo graſſe and vnweldie, 
hee durſt not leaue her bed, but kept it daplp, till ker time 
dzew very neers at hand, when the Empersur (bp the cor⸗ 
neſt impoztunitpof the Empꝛeſie) happened to com: and 
lee her, bzinging With him the Pairxe Tariſius: who bes 
ingthugentredths Tower, they found her in ſuck grieucus 
and dangerous eſtate, as fo2all theanger the Emperont 
had againſt her, it moued the teares to ſtand in his eres, 
wh ch hee ſhadowed ſc well aa heeteuld, freming his (; ee- 
thes to her in this ſozt. Mell daughter, it likes you to ten- 
trary me, in that which concernes pour hone2and pzofite, 
and withont any feare (as is thy duefy) then haſt boldlie 
refuſed the Yusband which J haue appointed thee : but(by 
mine honour} I will canſethce know that thou ha diſplea- 
ſed mee,foz wilt thou oz not(betoze J leaue thee) 3 wil giue 
thee to him whom 3 haue pꝛomiſed. Then faking her by 
the hand, ancauſing Tariſius to come neere, ihee ſaid. # 
Donne, in regard of my ws2d, which J will keepe inuto⸗ 
lably, 1 gine thee here Griana,fromhencefozth account of 
her ad thy wife: Am holde thee, bete is the Bey of tte 
Tower, keepe her in thine owne cuſtody, and herealter 
thinke ok her as thou findeſt occaſion. Well ſaw Griana 
that perloꝛte ſhee muſt obey her Fathers will: whercfoze 
with great wiſedome couering her ſecret thoughts, with 
ertreame tearesdeliuerad this anſwere, Alas, my gocd 
Loꝛd and Father,I neuer thought that your highnes world 
vle ſuch truelty towards me:as to enſoꝛte mee take a Buſs 
band conttary tomy liking, not (my god Loꝛzd) but that Ta- 
tißus hath much better deſerued: but that which touch erh 
me moſt in opinion is, that our nete alliance in hindzed, 
is ſufficient to ontinue the loue betweene the King his fa- 
ther and vou, without any ſuch needleſſe ſceking of newe 
vniting. And mozeouer, god Katzer, his education in pour 
Court with my Bot her Caniano and mee, ui ce out very 
D yonge(r 
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psungeſt peares to this pꝛelent, had beene of ſuchequall ant 
familiar condition: as it ſermes to mee impoſſible toreue. 
rente him with that intire duets, which women-mult and 
ought vſe to their Pusbands. Uiherefuze my good Koz 
and Father, J perſwade my lelfe (vnder your cozregtion) 
that you ſhould ſuppoꝛt me in this iud requeſt: the rathet in 
reſpeu ol my pꝛeſent oftate,wyich may induce you ſomwhat 
toconcetoe, that the obſequies of my burtail is moze ltkely 
to be ſslemnized, then thoſe holy ceremonies that ſhould bes 
vſed at my marriage. And with theſe wozds thee pow2ed' 
fozth ſuth abundance ot teares, as the Tinperour knew 
not what to anſwers: but onercome with pitty,withdzew 
kimſclfe, leauing Tarihus with her:: who hoping to haue 
better woꝛds of her, ſapde : Madam, 3 beſeech pou not to oſ⸗ 
fend ycur ſelle ſoꝛ anything the Emperour hath (aide ton⸗ 
ts ening mee,foz 3 wil not anything to pour diſcontent, and 
ratt er would 3 ſoffer all my bie, then tauſe the laſt doubt 
to incurce pour dillike, hoping that in time to tome, peu will 
take ſuch pitty on ma, as bxing peiſwaded of the lone 4 
beate you, and the reuecent deſi ce 3 hane to doe you ſeruite, 
pon will grant that with good will, which the Emperour 
ſertues to gaine perfoꝛte, aſſuring vou that nothing can be 
moꝛe grieusus to me, then the hard dealing Which bither⸗ 
to hath beens vſed towards pou. Aad tothe end you may 
reſalne pour ſelle of that J ſay, your Fat her hauing delines 
red me the Rep ot pour Paiſon, and the guarde of peur 
perſon, J here commit both to pour gentle pleaſure, ©6 
kiſſing the Rex, he lapd it by her, and without expeging ang 
anſwete, with great reuerexce hee departed, lraning her 
wil h Tolomeſtra, ſo tapte into a lumber 03 trance as her 
Kceper would not fo2 pitty trouble her. The Pzin« Tein 
this ũtent paTion, thought that ſhee ſaw a flecce Lyon bes 
koze her, with open thꝛoate to deuoute her, and neore at 
3and ſhe eſpied an armed Knight, to whom ſhee laboures 
on deſente, crying, that fozGodsſake he woald ſheeld her 
tram the beat: but the Knight with derne and angry 
_ count 
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countenance thus anſwered, J will not defend the, but 
with my ſwo2d will take thy life from thee. Thon hat fo 
much offended the heauenly powers in diſobedience to thy 
Father, as J oughtrather to dintde thy heate from thy 
choulders, then to hinder this beaſt from deuouring thee, 
Thinke® thou to tontratr their divine pleaſures? Sutſi⸗ 
coth not the fault thou hat committed with Florendos?cau- 
tent the,andſh;owde thy ſhame, in regarde of the frnite in 
thy wombe, whoſe wozthineſſe thou halt knew moze of 
hereafter. 3fthou doeſt not,thou dieſt an everlaing veach, 
from which thou tanſt haue no meanes to defend ther. The 
Knight did ſs affright Griana, as thee pzemiſed him to to ac- 
complith theEmperours tommasdement Without ſaple: 
wherupon the Knight and the Lion vaniſhedaway, leauing 
her (as ſhee thought) by aſapze fountaine, ennuirored 
with Trees and diuerſity ol flowers, the ſweet ſent where⸗ 
of was ſv pleaſant and odsziferovs, as made the cheereſylt 
blood to reuiue againe in the Pzincefſe, and with b;ea- 
thing fozth a vehement gh cher awaked, innocating on the 
powers to pardon her tranſgreſſions , and pzomiling to 
obey the will of her Father, albeit che could hardly fozget 
Florendos fo ſoone. Mithin two oz th:ee dap es aller, the 
Pꝛzinte Tariſius came to vilite her, to whom ſheeſhswed- 
bettet countenante then ſhee had done: and as they were de⸗ 
uiũing together in amoꝛous talke,ſhee ſaid. Beleene mee lit 
Tariſius, you haue vſed ſuch honeſt and gentle courtet e te- 
wards me as hencefo2th z will giue my ſel'e wholy pours: 
therefoze being ſoꝛcy foz my long diſobedience lo my Pa- 
rentes and yon: triumph now Tariſius in the honoz of mp 
lone. Jftheſe wozds pleaſed Tariſius, it is not fo be dor b - 
ted: fo2iop whereof hee went pꝛeſently to the Emperour , 
and made him acquainted witt theſe happy tidings: ſo 
that (to make tho2t) after many pꝛomiſes and ſolemne 
vathes to the Pꝛinceſſe, not nel to accept her as his ſponſe 
and wiſe, but as his D2ueraigne Lady and Miſtreſſe, hee 
bzought her with him ta the —_— wha hearing 
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the re lo ation of his danghter,imbzaced her and tek her in⸗ 
to as god conceit as euer be did. 

Kotwithſtanding, Tolomeſtta was commanded to attend 
on ber ill; wherefoze Griana knowing her time to dzaw 
neere,and hardly could ſhee conceale.her fozt uit: after mas 
np difficult doubts aud feares debated in ber thoughts, 
at laſt cher imparted the whole te Tolomeſira, The olde 
Gentlewoman after manp mot herly rebukes, fo the fault 
committed, as the danger eminent, thought better pet to co⸗ 
ner this mila duenture, then to publiſh that which would 
diſpleaſe manꝑ, and p2ofite none: ſo leauing to repzehend: 
when tare and comfozt was moꝛe required, at that inſtant, 
ihe Pin eſſe was delinered ora goosly man child. Thus 
in the ninth moneth, aſter the returne of Florendos tas 
wards Mace don, on mundep at night about eight of the 
ciocke, the Princes had het houte of deliuerance: When 
Tolomeſtra xecepuing the Child, ſaw if ſo beautifull and 
well fourmed, as it grieued het neruello alp fo think whet 

hard foztune it bzought wit) the birth, Foz the honour of 
the Pother could not bee vcfented, bat bp the peite of the 
iufantslife;wherfo;e hauing w2apved it in ſwavlingclo:hes 
which the Pzinceſſe had p;evared of ſome value, lheg 
bz2ught it ta the ſozrowfull Bother, ſaying.

Wery donbtfull was 
ſhee ho w to be diſcharged of her carriags,foz the feared to let 
any woman in the neighbour Uillages haue it, leaſt ſ@ the 
Pꝛinceſſe might be diſcoueted: foz that it was commonly 
blazed thzongh the Empire, that ths PzinceCe was impꝛiſo⸗ 
ned fo; the loue oſFlorendos.At length the day began to aps 
peate, when ſhes perteiued her ſe.fe on a high Pountaine, 
which was very thicke ſet with Palme and Dliue tres : 
then ſhe alighted from her Yozſe, and made a little bed of 
ſweat Boarbes, wherein ſhe laydethe Childe, hoping ſome 
body woulv paſſe by,that would take ſome compaſſion on if, 
Do committing the ten der infant to the pꝛoteaion of the 
powers aboae,ſhe returned to the Citę in very good time.

boꝛſes, to fight at all manner of weapons, to ſ@ dangerous 
Combates,to frequent the afſembly of Knights,to tatke of 
armes and honourable exploits, and in bziefe, to exerciſe all 
the bꝛaueries ofa noble Caurtier. 

Whereat Eſtebon maruelled ſo much, as falling in talk 
with him, he ſayd. Me thinks it is ſtrange Palmerin, that 
thou being the ſonns of & dzudge, and nonriſhed on the 
Pountatneof Oliues(as thy leife hath often toldeme) diſ- 
daineſt theliſe ofa Parehant, frequenting the company of 
hardy Kknſghts, as though thou couldeſt take Launce and 
ſhield to enter the combate. Wer (ſaid Palmerin) J know | 
not ifmy Fat her bee ſuch as I ban? told pon, but x wot wel

tented to heare Palmerin in theſe tearmes, becanſe hi per⸗ 
ceined that his Wife fanoured him Create, whereat hee be ⸗ 
he Clittis taal ur 1nd * would temoue the occaft- 
on 
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du, phereſoze be ſaid. Weing it is fo Palmerin, that they 
hat no mind ta follow mine: atf. irs, J am well content then 
ſhalt exerciſe chiualrie, being t be thing thon naturally als 
feaeſt, and whereby thou mareft attain credit and account. 
Foz mine owne part, becauſe J will not hinder ſo god foz⸗ 
wardneſſe,thon ſhalt haue ef me money, hezſe and armonr, 
that thou mapeſt goe to Matedon to the king, where, if thon 
requeſt it of the Pꝛince Florendos his Sonne, hee will not 
refaſe to giue the thy oder. Palmerin returned hun very 
te irty thanks and hauing p2onited all things expedient fe; 
his lournep, teoke his leaue of the Merchant Eſtebon and 
bis Mike, goping to ſpad well in dis aduenturcus enter⸗ 
pꝛiſo. 


CHAP. XIIII. 


How Palmerin arriued at the Court of Macedon, ho- 
pin to receyue the order of Knighthood, at the 


nd of the Prince Florei: dos, ſonne to the aged

Mount vppe behinde 
me (ſaid Palmerin) and at the firt Towne we tame to, x 
will pꝛouide thee of another Pozfe. ben meunted the 
Dwarfs vp bedind him, and hauing paft the riuer, defired 
to know of Palmerin whether he trauailed ;-foz (quoth 
be) J neuer ſaw man whom x hid greater Telirs to ſerne 
then you, Dwarfe ( layde Palmerin ) J new 'iourney 
toward the court of Macedon to the Bing, where F hope 
fo finde the P2ince Plorendos, Whois accounted one of the 
woꝛthieſt Knights in the world, and by bis hand J deſtre 
to bæ knighted, if J may. Andafter you baue teceined our 
oder (faid the Dwarfe) 4 bope ron will not be ſo valwit 
to hazard the adneniure wherein ſo many have fapled and 
loſt ther z liues. Mhat aduenture is that quoth Palmerin ? 
To go to the Pountaine Artifæria (ſaive the Dwarfe) in 
hope fo kill the ſerpent , which hath beene the death of ſo 
manp valiant knights. And what occadon ſapd Palmerin, 
moned them fo fight with the Derpent? That x; wil tell pau 
anſwered the Dwarfe, The King Primaleon Father to 
Pzince Florendos whom you ſe&ie, the peares ſince fell 
into a very ſtrange diſeaſe, fo2 which no remedte can pet 
be foutnd, nokwithſtanding, the diligent endeudurs of the 
Au ene and Lady Ariſmeya her Daughter, one of the fats 
tetandinoſt vertuous pꝛinteſſes that euer was heard of, 
whe ſeing her Father in ſuch dangerous eſtate, hath of- 
tenaF2mbled the belt Philitions inthe whole wozld, Who 
bauephzgifſedall poſſible meanes to recoucr his health: 
det hit herto all hath beene to no purpoſe, Whereuppsn the 
lent to an ancient Rnight, the molt (kilfulleſt in the art of 
Higro mancie this dap lining, who returned thisanſwere; 
that hee ſgould neuer be hea ed, except hee be fir Waſhey 
with the water ora Fountaine, which ſtandeth on the tep 
of t'e Pountaine Artiſætia, whither foure times a ptate 
reſozt thꝛæ ſicters, Pagitians ofthe Idle Carderia, to gas 
ther vertuous Pearbes which there they waſh, and whete⸗ 
ofthey frame all theyz enchauntments. This placo is de- 
C 3- lended 
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fenved by the Monſter, whereof J folde you, that no man ag 
pet durſt app2oach if. Which newes when the P2incefſe 
Ariſmena underftg, toping by ſtrength of men totecouer 
the water and venquiſh tbeteaſt, leauied a great number 
of Soultizrs well appointed, who were no ſa ner entred 
the Mountsine, but the Serpent ceme furiouſly out of 
his Denne, thꝛowing fire ond ſmoake out of his mouth, and 
beating his wings together with ſuch terro2, as the very 
hat dieſt durſt paſſe no further, but were all glad to take 
themſelues to flight, yet conld they not depart with ſuch 
expedition, but the greater part of them paid? hep lines 
foz their bold attempt the Pountaine was ſo ſfoztd with 
Lions, Bares, Melues, Harte, Tygers Duncts, and o, 
ther wilde rauendus Beaſts that deuouted them, 
Now at lengthmanp Knights had tryed themſelves in 
this aduenture, thinking by their pꝛoweſſe to perfourms 
moe then the other: but all the wozſe,foznot one of them 
returned backe aline. And why goes not the P2ince Floren- 
dos himſelfe ſaid Palmerin, that is eſtæmed the moſt valient 
knight thzough al Greece? Alas ſir, ſapd the Dwarfe, ſo n: 
other matter hath ſo dꝛowned his mind in nielancholie, 
as he lines like one that deſpiſeth himſelf. Mhile the dwarfs 
continued his diſtourſe, the de ſire of honour and renobone 
did ſo lively touch the ſpirite of Palmerin, as he ſayd to him 
ſelfe. It map be that Ari ſmena was the Lady which in wy 
geping thoughtes viſited mee ſo often, ifthe Teſfinies 
haue vowed her mine, why Could J feaie the Serpent, 0} 
all tbe other beaſts wherewith this ZDwai fe Tooth fo tet 
rifle mee? aue not J faineaLyon already with a ftaffe! 
Cuch, the moze danger is in the place, tte moze hono; de 
pe nds vpon the vidozy. 71 leaue my life there, 3 am nit 
the iff; Jf 3 returne with conqueſt, 3 ſhall b&@ texond an! 
yet in foztune : therefpze fall out 8s it will, no petul hal 
diſmay me from giuing the adncnture,whercu; on t& ſajd 
fo the Dwarfe, But tellm@my-ſriend, hee that bziren 
the water from the mountaine to the King, what " 
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faze hall he deſerne- Py L82d (quoth hee) it hath beens 
many times publiſhed, that his reward ſhall bee the beſt 
City in a'l this Reatme, Se then Dwarfe (ayde Palme- 
tin, one man moze will hazard his liſetn this enterpaiſe , 
albeit I ſhouly recoine but chankes fo2 inp tranell, wilt 
thou goe with mee» That will J (an{wered the Dwarffe) 
if you pleaſe, and neuer will J fozſake you while bzeath is 
in my body. Thus ſet they on till they came to the greate 
Citp of Macedon, at what time Florendos was gone tg 
the Temple in ſuch heauineſle,as he ſæmed a man of ano- 
ther wo2ld, being accompanied with many Knights, and 
his lap e iter the Lady Ariſmena, to whome , Palmerin 
haldly addꝛeſſed himſel le: and as though hee had beene a 
Courtier all his lite time, with ſ@mely mo dell y he ſet hig 
tua to the ground befoze ber, and thus began. Madame, 3 
humbly beſcech you to vouchſafe mee one requeſt, Which 
well you map not deny mee, in that Jama Stranger, as 
alſo in reſpec ot the deſire J have to doe you ſeruite. And 
truſt mee Sir(quoeth thee) you ſhall not bee refuſed, what is 
tt rou would haue mee to doe fo2 you? That at pour requeſt 
(ſayd Palmerin) the Pzince Florendos your brother, will 
giue mee my Anighthod. Aciſmena ſæing Palmerin ſo as 
miable, and well diſpoſed of body, matruelled of whence hee 
was, and ſapd. In god ſooth Sir, ſuch matter nothing aps 
pertayneth vnto me, f 2 (as x iudge) ſuch a motion ſhould 
pꝛocæ de from pout ſelfe: pet taking him by the hand, ſhee 
pzeſeated him to her bꝛot her, ſaping. J pay pou my Ko2d 
graant to tis young Gentleman as pet not knighted, the 
thing he hath deſired mee to demaund. Florendos hauing 
not as pet beheld hin, looked vpon him, when an cxcee- 
ding paſſion,p:eſenting p P:inceſc Griana to his thoughts 
ſaddainely touched him, and being rap! into moze conceite 
oftop then he had bæne accuſtomeo, demanded of Palme- 
rin if hee would vee made Kn'g4ht. With right god wilmp 
Loꝛd, quoti he, if ic hall like p2u '0. doe me ſo much honoz, 
(oz abaae all thiags eli. it is my oaelie veſt;e. Py friend, 
T 4 {aid 
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ſais Florendos, it is neteſlatie q ſhould firff know, whither 
you be noble bozneo2no. Me Lo2d,quoth Palmerin, as pit 
I neuer knew my Father e ther, noz any of my bind, 
red: notipithfanding, mine one heart makes mee iudge 
no leſſe of my ſelle, and meze gladlie would I die, then da 
any thing that were net vertuous, and well wozthie the 
nameofa Gentleman. And truſt me, ſaid Florendos, J aw 
ofthe ſame apinion: this night therefoze you muſt obſerue 
the religious watch as is accuſtomed, and fo me2row will 
I glae yorycur oder, and put the ſoutre on pour bale my 
ſelfe. Palmetjo en his kne humbly keffed the Pzinces 
band, and.continning in talke fogither, Florendos twkea 
great delight in beholding him, ſo tat he demaunded his 
naine and Countrey. My Lv2d, quoth he, they whichfound 
me amonalt the Palme Tres, on the Hountain of Ditues, 
not farre fi om Conſtantinople, haue giuen me the name of 
Palmerin, By mine honour ſapd Florendos, 7 enGht welto 
know the Ciitie whereof vou ſpeake, as the place wherein 
mydexeft affections toke their firſt life, and not long ure, 
are bequeathed to death, awaiting now but the houre to be 
diſcharged of the burden. 

Thus haning in his company his vuknowre Bonne, 
begotten by him unthe Pzincefc Griana, knew little that 
his loue had ſoꝛted to ſuch effect : neuer t deleſſe, nature pꝛo⸗ 
uoked him to like ſa well of Palmerin, as none in the Ceutt 
contented him moꝛe then he. And longer would they haut 
continued their talke, but that fayze Ariſmena inferrupted 
tbem, aſking Palmerin if he would diſcharge her of the te⸗ 
queſt he demaunded. That do I Padane (quoth he) and 
in requltall thereof, dedicate the whole circuit ofmy lifeto 
your gracdous ſeruite:and ts begin my peuoire on Four be⸗ 
balfe, ſo ſvne as I baue reteined my Knightbpde, J will 
take mptonrnep fowads the Serpent, in hope to bzing the 
water that muſt rcconer the king your Fathers health. A 
las god Str, quothſhe, God fo2bid that you ſhonld fall in 
fluch daungerby my meanes. 3 know well aunſtvered Pal- - 
mer ip, 
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merin that 3 can die but ence, and if it benow then am 3 
diſpatched, end if J eſcape, 4 ſhall do that whereof many o⸗ 
ther haue failed, and this is my reſolation faire Wadame. 
Believe me, ſaid Florendos, me thinks pou are as pet too 
yong, to finiſh an action wherein conſifis a great daunger, 
J pꝛap you therefoze rcferre it vato ſuch, as bane had moze 
experience in Armes then as yet you haue. M Lozd, ſaide 
Palmerin, in othermatters I ſhall obey when ypu commãd, 
but this J muſt deſire you not to diſſirade mg from. Mell 


then (quoth l lorendos) ſæing you will na des haue it ſo, 3 - 


am content, pon ſhall in the meane while kepe wiccompas 
nie: as fo2 ſwoꝛd and armour, trouble not pour ſelfe to p2o- 
ulde any, becauſe my ſelfe will furniſh pou ſufficiently, 
@bns all day Florendos accompanied Palmerin, demaun⸗ 
ding of him what things be had ſne in Cõſtantinople, and 
falltag krom one diſcourſe to another, he aſked him what E- 
ſquite he had fo attend on him, Then he ſhewed his dwarfe 
named Vrbanillo, ſuch a deſoʒmed and euil fauoured felloty, 
85 cuery one that ſaw him laughed heartilp: whereupon 


Palmerin ſaid fo Florendos. By my faith my Lo2d, as vn 


ſamely ss he is, J thinkeſa weilof him, as J ould be dil- 
pleaſed if hee were any way iniuried. Sure pour ſelfe, ſais 
' Florendos, that bee v ill ſtand pon in great ſteade when yan 
baue no need of him, and loke that yon leaue nothing beh ind 
rou, that youncete to fight againſt the Serpent, and truſt 
it in his diſcretion to bʒing aitet cu.

and lopaltie. Be not oſfenred (Dwarle my god friend) 
ſapd Florendos, fo; Ithinke well of thee and of thy beha⸗ 
ulour.

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per, they b23ke off falke, Palmerip pzoparing himſelf to his 
watchfull deuoire in the Thappell,

How Florendos caue to Palmerin the Armour and 
Sword f Gamez o hom he flew before Conſtan- 
tinople, an j afterward Knighted him: and how a 
Damoſell came to the Court, to preſented him 
wich a Helmet and a r. ch Shield.

V perſozme his deuout watch in the Chappel, 

Fel befo2e he receined hisknighthood,accozding

commaundement, that the Amour of 
Eg VGamezio ſhould be bzought him, u hich the 
Emperour had giuen him, after his conqueſt of the Soldine 
ol Babilons army on the Sea, as por haue heard befc2e,and 
theſe ha ſhew:d to Palmerin, ſaping. y friend, this ar- 
mour ſometimes belonged to the beſt Knight of his time, 
whome (neuertheleſſe) J conqueted, being then moze 
pleaſant, iopfull, and at better content, then J ſhallbs 
while haue a dap to liae. And becauſe I haue ſome ſpe- 
ctall opinion of your pꝛoweff:, and that theſe oꝛnaments of 
defence pou will better imploy, then any other, on whom 
JI (hall beffow them: 1 pzap vou hentefozth to weare them 
ſoʒ my ſake. 
Py Lo2d, ſayde Palmerin, my dellte is, that my ſer- 
nice towards pour honour, map bes witneſſed in my god 


lmployment of this geatlegift. Then Frenato and ar o. 
8 967 
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ther Knlghts did helpe to arme him, and afterward accom 
panied him to the Chappell, where all that night hee ſpent 
tn ſolemne oziſons, that Ge d would endue him w fttength 
to vanquiſh the Serpent, that ſo the ing might again re- 
lelue his Frength:; 

At the bzeake of day, as Florendos went to the chaps 
pell to giue him his oꝛder, thereentred among them on the 
fuddaine a comely Damoſell, bearing a Helmet g a ſhielde 
ofazier, the godlieſt and moſt beautifull that euer was 
ſane, vpon his Shield being poztrayed a Ladies atme, 
hauing her hands faſt cloſed together: the Dameſeil com⸗ 
ming befoze the Pzince Florendos,began thus. I pꝛap vou 
my Lozd to pauſe a while, till à haue conferred a little with 
Palmerin, Florendos was greatly amazed at this a citent, 
in that hee had neuer ſcene the Pamoſell befoze; potwith⸗ 
ſtanding he returued this anfwere. Fayze Damoſell, and 
me Friend, god leaue haue pou to ſay what pou pleaſe. te 
comming to Palmerin, and falling on her knas beſeze him, 
ſhee ſapde. Dir Palmerin, a Knight that hath aut hezity to 
commaund me, and whom as yet pou doe not know, hath 
ſent rou by mee this Helmet and Shield, wherein — 
find the very ſecrets of your heart, And if pou deſire to know 
whence this honour pzoceedeth,it commeth frem him who 
bath pꝛoued the effect thercof, and that knowes moze of 
pour neareſt affapꝛes then pon dee pour ſelfe, albeit as vet 
hee hath neuer ſ@ne pou. Damoſell, ſapd Polmerin, where 
map z finde ths learned man that hath thus honoured mee, 
whom J may temunerate with my chiefeft tndeuonrs heres 
aſter? Pou cannot as pe know him, ſaide the Damoſell. I 
pay pou fuyze WUnrgin,quoth Palmerin; that yeu will aun⸗ 
ſwere on my beyalle, how in any place 3 ſhall come beere⸗ 
after, j cemapne ready to doe what likes bim to tommaund 
mee. It ſufficech (quoth ſhe)loke that bereafter you remews 
ber your pꝛomiſe: Then comming to the Pzince Florcn- 
dos, hee ſayd. My Le2d,the ſame Man from whom 3 hane 
, faluted Palmerin, gaue mee in charge to ſay , that you 
ſhould 
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(-:310 not feare 02 doubt to dubbe himknizht; buf fo pers 
tu ide pauc ſelke, that both by father and mother hee is ſo 
novle as hee 30th well deſerue it, and him heereafter pou 
wiül lone depend ali other, fo2 by him you ſhall eniop the 
thing vou motteteeme and dellre. Thus hauing no longer 
ficence to Tap with pon, 3 humble deſire yon to ercuſe mp 
departure. Sweete maide, latde Florendos, may your wo. ds 
ſazt to ſa god ende, as vou h ine pꝛomiſed. Do departed 
the Damoſell, leauing Palmerin on his knees beſoze the 
Paince, wha taking the (wo2d that ſometimes belonged 
fo Gamezio, aighted him ſaying: And mapſt thou pꝛwue 
as lamous and foztunats, as my hope parſwades mee thon 
wilt. Then was hee yonourably conneped to the Pallace, 
were the faire Ariſmena vnarmed him and covered him 
with arich mantle ol white @attea, imb2oadered all oner 
with ſumptudus fa wers of gold :beſide, no one in the treupe 
bat highly reuerenced him, koz the Ww232thie repazt the Di⸗ 
mo ſell made of him. And albeit the Pzincefſe Ariſmena 
diſſwaded him ſo well ag ſhetould, that he ſhould notendins 
ger hitmſelfe againſt the Serpent, becauſe by him her Bꝛo⸗ 
ther ſhould duertome his melancholy, and feartag his loffe 
wit haut hope or tecouecie: pet needes would he be gone the 
ſame day, but that her impoztunate intreatie perſwaved 
him to ſtapgightdapes longer. Palmerin beeing (one after 
alone vo himſelſe, hee remembyzed the wozos of the Dams⸗ 
ſell, whopzomiſed him to finde the ſecrets of his heart in 
his h:2ld: whereupon he well adulſed himſelfe, and ſaw

pittared: by which J mag porſwade my ſelfe, that thee wil *

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pot ceaſe to follow and finde me out, vntill ſuch time as 3 
might ſpeake with her. Whereuppon hee found him ſelſe ſo 
ludda aly mueigledwith her louc, as hee thug @mplained. 
ah Palmerin, Well maieſt thou ſa that long thou cauſt not 
eſt thts impꝛeſſien, bat whence ſheuld this honour p20- 
ſeede ? to loue Fer thou neusr ſateſt, noz knoweſt where is 
erabiding 2 Jf ir fall ont that thou dieſt in thepurſvite, 
theſe paſſtons ſhall ſson hane a final end, and 3 gain þ grea- 
teſt felicitie that I can dete. By this time had he ſpent the 
tight dates, which he pzomiſed Ariſmena fog Elorendos td⸗ 
panie, mhen as well to begin the ſearch of her hee loved ſo 
well;as to ende the aduenture;be intended of the Serpent, 
le pʒt pated to dopatt, prouiding himſelſe a great buge Pace 
ion, which did him god leruice, as ren ſhall teade berg 
let. 


CHAP. XVI. 


How Palmerin fought with the horrible Serpent of 
the mountain Artæferia, and flew him, bringing 
che glaſſe filled with the water of tbe fountaine, 
whereby King Primalcon of Macedon recouered 
his health, 


IE Ight daies had Palmerin ſtay- 
d with Florendos, and in company 
lot the tapze Painceſſe Ariſmena, who

EDM; perficeand ſad: and oftentimes ſhe 
itteated him, not to haz atd himſelfe agaiuſt thoſe cruel, ras

vet ſpeches paofited not, fez he was reſolned to depart, j 
ſhall pet veſtie you, ſaid the Pzincefls, that foz my ſake yay 
will take with you thꝛæ Eſquires which J will gius you, 
which map lend you ſucconr if any inconuentence ſhould by 
fall peu. Then (hee called the Eſquires, and p2eſented I || 
them vnto him, with the glaſſe that heſhonldbzing the wa/ * 
ter in from the fonntaine,iffoztuneffod with him to finiſh 
the aduenture. Palmerin mounting on hozſebacke,and Flo. 
rendos accompanying him halfea dayes tourney on the 
way, lefthim on his iourner towards the Pountaine Ar. 
tifzria, where hie arriged on the laft day of Aprill. Then i 
be commaunded the Eſquires and his Dwarfe Vrbanillo, tt 
expect his returne at thefote ofthe Mountaine, foz he 
would ſaffer none ot them to go vppe with him: ſs aſcens 
ded he the Pill by a little trackt fote path, with bis y2on 
Mate on his necke, andthe Glaſſe foz the wafer kaſtenes 
fo his girdle. Yauing thus trauailes vp till about middaꝝ 
be ſound the pafCage ſo thicke ſet with tres and bzakes, as 
be was conftrained to alight from his Pozſe, whome ha 
vnbꝛideled andleft there feding: and much further had het 

not gone, but the night onertooke him, yet did the em 
thine bzight and clears, which made him ill tranaile ow 
ward, till he beheld the Rocke where the water was, and 
the Serpents denne, who was come (omewhatlower te 
recreats himſelfe among the gre@ns hearbes, where bee had / 
cloſelpceuched himſelſe. Butwhen he heard Palmerin conv 
ming he beganne to ſwell, and wꝛith his tayle together ve 
ry ffrangely: all which could not diſmay this aduenturous 
Knight,bat commending himſelfe to God, ſette down his 
Glafſe, and with his Mate marehed ſoutly again@his % 
nemie, ſaying, Why Palmerin? didft thou (9 often requeſt \ſ 
of Florendos and the PzinceCe his nter, to try thy ffrength 
againſt this Diuell, and now thou art come in fight of him.

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Do being both armed, they came to the Duke, who mar⸗ 
uelled inuch to ſer them ſo pꝛepared, and therefoꝛe demaun⸗ 
e whither they went. Py godLo2d (anſwered Palme. 
rin) in that your Countrey is nowe quieted, we mult in- 
reate you fo2 our departure, becauſe waightie affaires in o⸗ 
ther places do ſo commannd vs. How happens it fay2e 
Faendes,(ſaid the Duke, that you will ſo ſone leaue mee: 
Sy Lo2d(quoth Palmerin ) wee are ſo enfoꝛted: and there- 
foze wee humbly intreate pou not to be offended. Jfyour af- 
faires be (uch(ſaid the Duke)loath J ain to hinder you,com- 
maund of mee and mine what you pleaſe, fo2 all remaineth 
a pour diſpoſition. Boſt humble thanks did Palmerin, and 
Ptolome returne to the Duke, and ere they went to Hoꝛſe⸗ 
back, they came to teke their leaue of the Ducheſle and Lau- 
rana, who was well nigh dead, ſcing her hope deteyued, foꝛ 
ſhee expeded the Night comming, when thee and Falmerin 
hould conferre together of their loue: but ſteing him now 
eparting,ſhee was out of all hope to ſ&@hum againe, the cr- 
treame griefe whercof ſo ouec-camcher , as gining a great 
ſhzxke ſhe fell in a ſwoune.

Belieue mee Knight, thou haſt done 
ne great wꝛong, and thy ſelfe much moꝛe: foꝛ which, where 
uer thou tommeſt, bee thou named the moſt vngrate ul 
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Knight that euer dꝛew wand, ſeeking her death ſo cruel 
who loues ther dearer then her owne life. 

Theie complaintes made Laurana befoze the Duchel 
not [paring to diſcharge the whole burthen of her opp2eſſa 
heart, her other not danng to gaineſay her, but expede 
when the ſhould depart this life: wherefozeperſwadinghn 
ſelle from deipaire, ſhee ſweetly pꝛomiſed to wozke ſo wit 
Palmerin,as he ſhould ſtay,and eniop her to his Wife. But 
all this was in vaine, foꝛ he mounted on hozſebacke, a 
accompanied Pcolome and Vrbanillo, left the Citie ofD, 
race, no one knowing which way they were ridden: Pal 
rin tonuerted into ſuch heauinelle, as nothing could tozme

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f the faire Pzinceſſe Lauraua, and hauing conquered where 
hou deliredſt, to make ſo little account of her as thou haſt 
done. Hadde death pꝛeuented thee befo2e,ſhee had bene ſati(- 
ed, thine Yonour defended, and thy vnknowne Polinar- 
1a no way iniuried: Which ſperches made the teares fo 
ickledowne his cheeks : when Ptolome loking aſide eſpy⸗ 
d him, and gueſſing the cauſe of his ſicknes, ſaid. Uerily J 
euer thought to ſ& ſuch womaniſh behamour in you, no2 
hat any grieſe oꝛ miſloꝛtune ſhould haue teares ſo ſone at 
ommaundement. How will you hereaſter withſtand ſo 
nany caſualties, hard aduentures, and dangerous Strata⸗ 
eins, ſoith many and ſundzy narrow bꝛunts that you muſt 
alle thꝛough, when I ſ& you vnable to duercome your own 
e, being ſurpꝛized by her teares, to whome you haue done 
onour to affw2d a god countenance 2 If pou hadde recep⸗ 
ed of her theſweetes of Loue ,rcaſon might then pleade in 
dur excuſe: but hauing no way miſpꝛiſed her honour, oꝛ of- 
red offence to modeſt chaſtitie: what iniurie may ſhee ſay 
at you haue done her? Fozget J pꝛay you theſe vnſerme⸗ 
falhions, hardly agreeing with a night of ſuch repoꝛt as 
bu are: let vs finde ſome thing elſe to talke on: and tell me 
hich way you intend to tourney? By my life(quoth Pal- 
qerin,) J knowe not, but let vs take which way Foztune 
ulplea;eto conduct vs. I thinke it beſt then (ſaide Pro- 
me ) that we ſhape our courſe towards Rome, where wee

As concernng Aduentures wozthy our trauell, and gui⸗ 
g tohonour, On then cheerelp (quoth Palmerin,) and 
they trauelled eight day es together, not merting with any 
uenture woꝛthie to be ſpoken of, till at length they mette 
h aDamoſell heauily mourning, who laid: Alas, what 
chee ſay, whoſe frult was onelp in mee, hauing loft the 
x wherein conſiſted her hopes, to recouer the higheſt of 
noble deſires ? Palmerin hearing theſe woꝛdes, and 
med with compaſſton,rode to her, and demanded the caule 
We mourning? Spz Bnight (quoth ſhee) J was "_ 
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by a Lady with a Caſkette, wherein was one ok the bel 
£199205 in the whele world, which is ſo Enchaunted, as 
none tan awe cut of the Scabberd, but hee that is eſtes 
we} the woꝛthieſt night ling: but beſoze any be adnt: 
ted to make p:wfe of this Aduenture, hee muſt graunt au 
queſt that Jam to aſue him. Mith this S woꝛd haue J tua 
uelled many ſtrange Tauntrepes, as France, Italie, Sclauo. 
nie, and diue es others, whereof many hane tryed, but n 
one yet ccuid fuuſh the Adventure : whorevpon J was this 
dap trauelling towards the Emperours Court of Greece, 
and heere by J niette with two Knights , who hauing hen 
the cauſe of my long trauell, made pꝛofe of they2 Jfo2tund, 
one after another, and both failed, whereat they were ſo of 
fended,as they toke the Caſket from me perkoꝛce, and art 
gone thecewith J know not whither : which deth ſo mud 
grieue meeinrepec of her loſſe towards whome J am, a 
death would be moꝛe welcome to me then life, 

Faire Uirgin (ſaide Palmerin, ) do not diſcomfozt ven 
ſelle, but ſhew me which way they rode that dealt with vu 
ſodiſcourteoufly. Gentle night ( quoth ſhee) if your hy 
be toreſtoze my loſſe againe, you do the moſt gracious ad! 
that euer Knight did fo2 a diſtreſled Damoſell. Theſe Zi 
toꝛs tohonour(wherofthe one is in Crimſon Armour, bes 
ring in his ſhield th:& Lyons heads)twke this way bytſt 
Wld, and as yet J am ſure they cannot be farre hence. 

Then Palmerin tlaſped his Helmet, and taking his lw 
and Launce , deſired Ptolome to guarde the Damoſell a 
follow him. galloping that way which ſhe had ſhewed hw 
and by the time her had rid two milds,hee e pyed themhe 
ked\foz, talking with another knight they had nette, 
they thee together were eſſayingto open the Caſket, m 
whom Palmerincryed, Treacherous villains, that cam 
mierte with Ladyes on the way, but muſt offer them in 
rie, deliuer the Caſket oꝛ pe die: One or the two tun 
pꝛeſentip, and ſcring him that thus thꝛeatned them tobe 
lone, not inquing a tote, beganne to laugh, and ſcoznfully! 
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returned this anſwere. Softly, ſoftly,qod Sy2,Godpardon 
they2 ſoules whomeyou kill ſoeaſily: but foꝛ all his wods, 
Palmerin ranneagainſtthem,and they at him, ſo that her re⸗ 
teyued a ſmall wound on his ſhoulder :tnrecompence wher- 
of her gaue one of them apaſe-poztinto another woꝛld, and 
laid ſoluſtily on the other, as her ſet him quickely beſides his 
Haddle. When the third ſaw his companions at ſo harde 
areckoning, he ſaidetohunſelfe, By imp faith he ſpake not 
vnaduiſedly that ſaide A ſafe eſcape is better then a bad tar. 
rying: And allowing this ſentence foꝛ currant in his owne 
opinion, gaue the ſpurres to his Hoꝛſe, making haſte away 
with the Caſket,fofaft as hee could: but Palmerin beeing 
ſomewhat better mounted, got ſuch aduantage ofthis Kun- 
away,as with his S woꝛd he parted his right arme from his 
body, wherevpon hee fell to the ground and the Caſket with 
him. Then Palmerin alighted, and toke it vp, and loauing 
the knight there, returned which way hee came: when ope- 
ning theCaſket , hee toke great pleaſure in beholding the 
Swoꝛd, which was maruellous coſtly: pet would hee not 
pꝛoue to dꝛaw it ſoꝛth, becauſe he knewe not her pleaſure to 
home it appertained.

Damozell (quoth hee) ſee here the Caſket atcoꝛding as J 
found it, J knowe not whether they that toke it rom von 
haue abuſed it oꝛ no. Mo, no, (ſaide ſhee) they could no way 
wꝛong it, the Swozd beeingheere that belongs to the beit 
Knight, Jp2ay you(quoth Ptolome) let mee make trpall of 
my ſtrength, albeit J know my ſelf no ſuch man as yeu ſpeak 
of: ſo taking the Caſket, ofſered to begin, when the Damo⸗ 
ell deũired him tofozbeare, foz (quoth thee) you muſt firtt 
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graunt mee one requeſt. What ere it bee ſaid Ptolome, J 
graunt it: and ſo ſet all his might to his intent, but ccnld 
not accompliſhit.

The inoze will be my treuble,/quoth 
the Dainozell-) beeing tyed by necellitie to ſuch a Unightez 
foꝛtune. Uhen Palmerin ſaw that his Companion hay 
failed, he doubted whether hee ſhould take it in hand oꝛ no: 
pet ſeeing hee could ſperde no wozfe then others had done he 
ſaid to the Damozell, will you any thing with mer befoze ! 
aduenture my ſelle, foꝛ my Friend ſhall not be mal- content 
foꝛ a fellow. Gentle night (quoth ſhee) J will nothing, 
but that you make the like pꝛomiſe your Friend did. Df that 
doubt you not, ſaide Palmerin - ſo laping hands valianth 
on the Swoꝛd, without any great labour he dꝛewe it ft, 
being the richeſt and godly eſt Swo2d that euer was ſane, 
Ah god Knight, (ſaide the Damozell) happie ber the day 
of thy Natiuitie , fo2 thou haſt deliuered me from incredy 
ble labour. The Swoꝛd is yours, but by pour pꝛomiſeptei 
ſcand bound to goe with mee where J ſhall conduct peut 
do that ſhall pleaſe m Lady to conunaund pot. L eade the 
way Daimoſell(quoth Palmerin, ) and be ſure wee will nd 
leaue thy company. Do mounted the Damozell on her Pa 
fray,and twke theway towards Rome, where thee that de⸗ 
liuered her Caſket remained in deuotion, + with ſuch ſpat 
they diſpatched they2 Trauell, as they arrined at the Cut 
ofa ſtrong Caſtle , where the Damozell alighted, deciring 
Palmerin and Pcolome fo expect her returne a while, Th 
Gate being opened, ſhee went ſtraight to her 2#ifregeand 
her Siſtec, who being glad ol her comming, demanded itt 
had found out the man ſhee went to ſ&ke. Derre 1 ads 
(quoth ſhee) J haue, and hither he is tome with mer, but thi 
dare aſſurepou beloꝛe hand, that a moze godly and valia 
Gentleman liues not this dax: foz in my pꝛeſence heva 
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guiſhed thꝛer Knights, who perfozce toke the Caſket from 
me, and foꝛ theſwo2dhed2eiv it fozth ſo eaſilp, as it had beene 
that he weareth by his ſide.

Thou ſalt finde in my Cabinet a Swoꝛde, which Im 
ſelfe haue encloſed ma Caſaet, and haue ſette ſo many & 
chaunted ſpells cn that Swoꝛd, as no man ſhall be able t 
dꝛau it out ofthe Stcabbard, vnleſſe he be the belt appꝛou 
knight ur the oꝛld, and her it is that muſt giue ther ſuccon 
and helpe torecouer againe thy loſle. Tao true fell out u 
Huſbands ſpoeches: Fo2 ſhoꝛtly after Darmaco the Gya 
tamehither, and as his cuſtome was to abuſe whomeheel 
ted, ſo toke he from mir the beſt of iny Caſtles, and inde 
pight of me toke my Daughter from mee, ſaping: tha 
would giue her to one of his donnes in marriage, a villa 
farre moꝛe vicious then his Father, and ſodefo2med,as Ni 
ture ſtands aſhamed at her owne woꝛkemanſhip. Now 
reſped J would not conſent to this vnſemly Marriage, 
gods as was left mer hee molt violently twke from mee, thi 
Swo2d onely excepted, which you haue wozthily conquer 
andthat had gone with them to, but that my Siſterhiddel 
veryſecretly.

(being as pet but ten yeres olde) is the cauſe that the Gi 
hath not conſummated the Marriage. And it it ſhall 

vou to do thus much fo2 mee, you thallnot onely fulfill 1 
Nomiſe to the Damoſell that bzought you hither, but 
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ſhall doe a derde acceptable to God, p2ofitabletome, comfoz- 
table to my pe C hide, and honourable foz ener vnto your 
owne ſelie. Madame (aunſwered Palmerin) it is no mer⸗ 
uaile it Dat maco haue done ou this wꝛong, in that Giants 
doe take a habit in trecherous dealings: wherefoze did not 
my pꝛomile binde mee to pour Damolell, J would not paſſs 
ſo lighty cut of this Countrey, ere J compelled him ſome⸗ 
what to recompence this iniurie, and this ſhall J (God wil⸗ 
ling) doe to moꝛrowe, ſo pleaſe vou J may bee conducted to 
him. Ah gentle Unight, ſayd the Lady, what J am not a⸗ 
ble, Yeauen will no dcubt repay. the: And becanſe it was 
now ſomewhat late, after they had ſpent a little moze time 
together in conference, theſe Ladies accompanied him and 
Prolome into their Chamber, and taking their leaue, com- 
mitted the nights to their god reſt foꝛ that night, which 
they paſſed with quiet repoſe, and on the next mozning af- 
ter they were armed, they demaunded their guide of theLa- 
die, that ſhould direct them the way towardes the Giant.

well as his Father. So departed the Squire, and in chan 
tune Mordano the Giants Sonne ca ne vpon the walles, 
demaunding of Palmerin what he ſought fo2? J tolde thy 
Squire, anſwered Pelmerin: but tell me, art thou the San 
of the Giant, that delighteſt in offering villanie to L 
dies? And how then, ſaid Mordano, what if Jam? Jpzy 
ther, ſaid Palmerin, bid thy Father that without any fur

ſaid. Wzetch, art thou come to ſecke thine owne death? J 
pittie the: pet if thou wilt prelde thy (elfe to ny mercie, 
will are thy life , and ſuffer ther to waſte thy time in ont 
ofthe baile Dungeons in this Caſtle. From lodging thert, 
God ſheelde mee, quoth Palmeria : andbeingmoaued with 
theierough woꝛds ol his enemie, hee encountred Mor dano 
with ſuch courage, as their Launces being b2oken , both 


them were dilmounted, Palperinnot hurt, but 10 
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OF PALMERIN DOLI/A, 
was wounded on the right ſide, the trunchion of Palmerins 
Launce being left in his body. Notwithſtanding hee recqs 
uered himſelfe quickly, and tame furtouſiy towardes Pal-

In the meane 
while, the Tamoſell u ent about the Cafile , and nerethe 
Etarts Chan ker ſhee found Eimerinda , who imn ediatly 
znou ing her, came running and caught her lcuingly abeut 
he necke : fo2 befoꝛe, (nei knou ing that her com panie had 
onguered the Caule) the and the sther Women —

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kepthercompanie, were greatly feared, but now the Dam 
ſell gaue her perfect aKurance, that all was done foz her deline⸗ 
rie, and by the onely might fo2 pzoweſſein the woꝛld, whom 
her Lady Mother had thus ſent thither. As they continue 
this talke, Palmerin tame to them, befoꝛe whom the young 
Gentlewoman Eſmerinda humbled her ſelfe on her knees 
but hee taking her vp, emb2aced her with theſe ſpeeches, 
Pꝛettie ſoule, yourLady mother hath great deſire to ſer you, 
will not you goe with vs to her⸗ Sir night, quoth ſhe, Jne 
uer in my life defired any thing moꝛe, then to ſer my Mother:

A likewiſs tickling him in the flancke , began to courſe about, 
and to beate his Paiſter with his ferte enery way her could 
reach him, when Palmerin on the other ſide laid him on ſuch 
ſtrokes, as at length he ſent his ſoule to the diuels, the pa⸗ 
trons of his villainous life, Now thought Palmerin he hay 
no moꝛe to doe, but goe helpe his compantons againſt the

This noble man 
named Pꝛince Adrian, who neuer liked to liue in the Ct 
of the Ring his Bꝛother, but contented with what patri 
nie his Father left him, at length married with a very bi 
titull Lady, of whom in tinie he begat a Sonne named[ 
ardo, which Sonne his Bꝛother the Ring of Bohemia, 
riſhed vp in his Court with his owne Sonne. So mutu 
in loue agrerd theſe two young Pꝛinces, as after the dc 
of the aged King; , the young Dyardo ſhould ioyntty! 
with his Couzin the Ring: who tone to wife the Daug 
to the Duke of Lorayne, bꝛinging her with him into! 
Countrey, in company oł her Siſter, a Pꝛinteſſe ſo wi 
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bertuous as ever liued. It ſocameto paſſe,thatDyardo my 
Loꝛds moſt noble Sonne, franung his thoughts to the in- 
ſpirations of loue, affected ſo highly the other Siſter, as hee 
determined neuer to haue any other to his life, ik hee 
might com paue what hee intended. Foꝛ her god Lady, hee 
could not be deceiued in his amoꝛous deſires , hee found her 
leut ſo equall with his, yet did they ſhaddow their affections 
ſodiicreetly, as none could perteiue them, but Domarto the 
trayterous Countie of Ormeque, one ofthe beſt Unights in 
all that Countrey , were he as familiar with vertue and ho- 
nellie, as he is with malice and dillopaltie. This Traptour 
ente pꝛiled to match with the QAucenes Siſter, belcued as 
ptu haue heard by my L 0:ds woꝛthy Sonne, and thereupon 
after many ſolicitings, made knowne his intent vnto her,

moze to trouble her. Domatto ſcing my Loꝛd Dyar do his 
onely hinderance in lone, intended a malicious villanie, and 
on a ſuddaine accuſed the Pꝛinte, that hee intended to poy⸗ 
ſon the Uing, ſo to obtaine a Crowne, as deicended of a ner⸗ 
ler conſanguinitie.

beare them whom it concernes, being all ſo neere allied to 
deu in birth, as ſozrte am J tige ſhould be deteded: but in 
peur regard ni gracious Loꝛd, the action touching you in 
luch ſo2t as it doth, let mee die rather then fpare any liuing 
creature, no not intncowne Sonne, had Natine giuen mee 
ay. This nerdeleſle exord u 3 haue I :nade to lo ſcule an 
ecccfion, albeit truth nerdes no colours c2 elequent figutes: 
and thereloꝛe in bzieſe wy Loꝛd, this is the winue, Jam

cxedibly enfozmed, that your Bighnells Couzin the Þying 
Dyardo,and Madame Car donia Htflerofthe Quæne hu 
lade the platkoꝛme to poyſen your G aieſtie, and this ha 
they attempted , by the pꝛocurement of olde Adrian pay 
Uncle, who pꝛe ends that the Crowne of Bohemia is hi 
I know not whether it be fo2 want of diſcretion oꝛ no: hy 
howſdeuer it be my Leꝛd, you ſhould not leave ſuch au 
lanie vnpuniſhed. The Ling began greatly to neiualy 
at thee newes, and knew not weil what to thinke: wh 
vpon hee aunſwered the Counite, that hee could not belay 
this accuſation. But the Zraytcur ſet o ſn the a count 
nance on the matter, and did auecre it ſtill with ſuch ſtout 
pꝛoteſtations, as hee induced the Ling to belaue him: ( 
that a day oꝛ two after, the Bing being walking in his 
Garden, ſeing Dyardo and Cardonia at the Qucene 
Chambc: window, ſecretly conferring oftheir amoꝛcus of 
fefticns, connnanded them both to be carried to pꝛiſon. The 
Countie glad thereof, pꝛouoked the ing {till with ſuch an 
ger againſt them, as1nmediatly hee would haue them both 
dene to death: but that the Quvenc and the Loꝛds of his 
Counſell, found meanes to qualiſie his diplea ure, decly 
ring what difcredit his Bighnelle ſheuld receiue, iche did nit 
ſuffer them to be openlyconuicted of their offences. All this 
while god Pꝛinces, were they ignoꝛant of this deteoticn, 
till at length the Ring diſtourſed the whole matter to them, 
and like wie who was their accuſer: noꝛ did the Countu 
falle to maintaine his woꝛds openly, offering to make i 
god in fight, againſt any that durſt ſay the contrarp: andbe⸗ 
tauſe he had two Couzins, hardie and valiant Knights, con 
ſpiratours like wiſe in this faction, there could be none found 
that would enter the Combat againſt them. Which when 
the noble Pꝛince Adrian vnderſtode, very griefe had wel 
ncerr ſlaine him, in reſped he had no Childe but this Dyards, 
as allo foꝛ that hee was accuſed with that he neuer thought, 
Vereupon he went pꝛeſenthy to the King his Nephew , am 
pꝛeuailed ſo well with him , as he obtained the ſpace of two 
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meths, to bꝛing with him one o2tiwo ight main 
the innacentie of him, his Bonne — the 


inteſſe Cardonia, againſt the Traytour Domarto and 
Couſins. And this is thecarſe he ſent mee toſeke you 

th, in hope that you are as much his Friend as hee is - 
rs, which you may ſomewhatperceiue, bynhe friendly 
{ents hee ſent you by mee to Macedon, So helpe mee 
d, ſaid Palmerin , you haue repozted a molt ftrange diſ⸗ 
ſe, and neuer did F thinke, that ſuch treaſon could enter 
thoughts of any Unight, oꝛ other inferiour perſon, All 
is true, quoth the Damoſel, and it is appointed that the 
nceDyardo, with his aged and crazed Father, ſhallde- 
dthetr owne cauſes, without ſesking helpe of any other: 
he neue: as yet reteiued the oꝛder of knighthwd,and ther⸗ 
is conſtramed to deſire your aſſikance. And that ſhall A 
with all my heart, ſaid Palmerin, would God wee were 
e where hee expecteth vs, foꝛ the deſire J haue to ſee 
as alſo to vnderſtand what hee knowes of my follow- 
foztunes, Thoſematters are hid from mee, quoth ſhe, 
this haue J heard him ſay divers times, being in talke 
u, that he accounted you the moſt honourable knight in 
vdꝛld: and that i he euer chaunced to ſeepou, he would 
eytu to goe to the Emperour of Allemaigues Court, 
the Unightiy Sernaunt to the PzineWſs Polinarda, 
hen Palwerin heard the name of Polinafda, hee remem- 
that it was her name, whom hee had fo many times 
in his traunces, foꝛ which cauſe hee aſked ofthe Da⸗ 
ll, what the Lady was of whom ſhe ſpaͤke? Py Lo2d, 
ch hee, Polinardais Danghter to the Emperour, and 
xe vnto my Low Adrian, the moft beautifull Pzinceſſs 
teuer epe beheld. By n faith, ſaid Palmerin, the moꝛs 
p may à be induced to graunt her my ſeruice, and thi⸗ 
intend J ts trauaile, when J haue finiſhed yourLo2ds 
inege. Do rode they with much moze haſte then betoze, 
length th ey tame tothe Citie of Almedya , where the 

rea mined; aud the Bzinee A * expecting Palmerins 
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comming: which when hee heard, hee came to meete 
each embzacing other with meruailous courtoſie, am 
god olde man with the teares in his eyes, thus ſaid, ' 
Knight; what may counteruaile this your exceeding pan 
to maintaine the right of my Bonne and mee, who! 
fallely acagſed of luch villanous treaſon, as (on the 
of my ſoule) wee neuer did imagine: @hercof am 3. 
tainly perſwaded,.an{wered Palmerin, and therefozeq 
come to enter the Combate with him, that dare affiruy 
therwile. ine olde age, quoth Adrian, might excuſe 
hencefoꝛth from bearing Armes, but being 'vnable tu 
dure ſo vilde a ſlaunder, ſo long as liſe and ſeule will 
together, ſhail J doe my deuoire: ſo pleaſe your compi 
to make the ſecond, as olda / J am Iwill be the thin, 
the trapterous Count hath two ofhis Cozins that takey 
with him. And ik my koꝛtune fo fall out as J die in t. 
all, I ſhall receiue my lot very contentedly, if mines 
might int behold mine iniurie reuenged, J pꝛap ye 
Paimerin , gos pzeiently to the King, tothe ende the 
Vighneſe may graunt vs the field, foꝛ my Friend ai 
thinke long till we haue made your accuſer know hug 
therie. Adrian unmediatly went to the Ring, and of 
Riess thus began. Py L oꝛd, you knewe that the 
ot Hr me que hath accuſgd me, my Sonne Dyardo, ay 
dame Cardonya, of the crime of Leſæ Maieſtatis, ai 
that wee all are innocent, Jam read to maintaine, ch 
hath falſely and waliciouſly b. ved ds, which A uff 
Will appꝛoue vpon him, oz two moze with mee, againſt 
and his Couzins, if they dare enter the fiede with hy 
this quarrell, where wee will either inake;knowne thai 
lame, oꝛ receiue the reward belongs todifloyall Trayfol 
As foz the. wzong whichyou (mp 02d) haue vone mes] 
ung your Uncle, and my Donne Dyardo your Couzin 
maine, that J referre to God to recompence, and to thel 
fer knowledge you ſhall receiue of mes heereafter, ht 
now tw olve to be a Treptour, and my Honne to lan 
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nue diſlopall. The Bing was abaſhed to heare his Un⸗ 
peake ſo audactouſly , doubting now whether hee ſhould 
credite tko what Had beene repozted, celpectally againſt 
1, ſo neere his Highneſſe in blod, who ſo liberaliy offered 
nterthe Combat: notwithſtanding his white head and 
d body made hun vnüũt foꝛ ſuch actions, whereloze hee 
aun wered. God Tincle, impute not mee any thing 
lie in Your accuiation , and that the pꝛore hall mani⸗ 
that mull be made. The Ceunte being pꝛelent, was 
hen in aquandaiy at theſe woꝛds, and giadiy hee would 
edenied this ſcammer llaunder, but hee could fiude no way 
nely to doe it: whercleꝛe lecing of foꝛce hee mult nerdes 
the Con. bat, he boldiy fell on his knees befoꝛe the Uing 
h the'e woꝛdes. Py Lo2d, what J haue ſaide is verio 
ane, aud molt true it is, that by the counſell of Punce 
ian heere pꝛeſent, his Sonne paced with Lady Car- 
ia, to pcyſon pou, that hee n ight be King, which to make 
, there is my gage, on the behalfe of my ſelle and my 
zins. Thou lieſt Traytoui in thy thꝛoat, ſaid olde Adri- 
Itake thine oſter: and as hee would haue gone on with 
her ſpecches , Palmerin ſtept befoꝛe the King , ſaying. 
thy L 02d, ſeeing the effect of the woꝛdes muſt be put 
recutictn „ which haue beene heere ſpoken on both ſides 
ge yeur Paieſtie: map it pleaſe you the Pꝛince Dyar- 
nd Ladp Cardonia map bee ſent fo2 , to take with vs 
r dathes as in ſuch caſes is required, and in meane time 
ach one gee put himlelfe in cquipage fo2 the Com bat. 
dreaſon laide the Ring, and pꝛeſentlp hee commaunded 
Pꝛinces to be bꝛeught, who being come, Palmerin de- 
nded where they were that toke part with the Count: 
upon hee pꝛeſented his Cenzins , the one named 
ron, pꝛoud and arrogant, and the other Edward, of ſcife 
qualitp. Theſe (wo toke their oathes with the Count, 
t he Pꝛinces accu d, conſpired the Kings death, in 
3 ſo2t as hath beene beſo2e declared: and olde Adrian, 
ardo, and laire Cardonialware the confrarie.

Tlill pou (ſaid Palmerin) that each ſhall hely 
fellow as he findes it conuement?Uthatelſe:7atd the C 
that is expedient, While this talke endured, Edront 
ded ſo well Palme · rin, that hee eſpied the S woꝛd whit 
Damoſell carried in the Caſ ket, and bꝛought to that 
as ſhe did to others, which ſhewing the Count, her ſa 
aloud. There did the deuils finde this knight to giue 
this S woꝛd ? Belike they gaue him ſtrength tod2awi 
elſe hee might haue failed as many other did: the Dan 
was vnwiſe to beſtow it in ſuch bad ſoꝛt. At whichn 
Palmerin being angry, returned Edron this round an 
I ſe (Knight) there is in ther moꝛe bꝛauerie and fwliths 
then manly ad ion, thou blameſt me befoꝛe thou knowel 
but ere you and J part, Ile finde better reaſon to beſts 
vou, and beate better gouernment into pour pate wil 
ſwoꝛd that likes pou not. This cauſed euery one wil 
behold Palmerin, the ing remembꝛing that he had ſine 
Swoꝛd, which none in his Court could deſerue to ton 
whereupon he eſtemedſo well of Palmerin, as hecom 
ded Edron to ſilente, and all to goe Axme themſelues, bet 
he intended that day to ſ&the Combat fought,

How Palmerin, Adrian, and Ptolome entred the Combat, 
againſt the Counte of Ormeque and his Coulins,whom 
they honourably yanquiſhed, 


to ſe the Field pꝛouided, and — to 
place the Judges, accozdu.g to the won⸗ 

ted cuſtome in Bohemia: the Rnights be- 
Ning carefull of the Kings commaunde- 
ment had ſonep? epared all things in readineſſe, wherefoze 
the King, his Loꝛds, Ladies and Gentlewomen, went toſ& 
the illue of this valiant enterpꝛiſe. Then was the Pꝛince 
Byardo and faire Cardonya bzought into the field, befo:s 
whom was made a very great fire, wherein they ſhould be 
burned, if the count conquered. Sone after came the ſu e 
Combatants, who entred at two places appointed one as 

gainſt the other, the Challengers being conducted by two of 
the Judges to their plate, and the defendants by the other 
two where they were appointed:ſo the Judges being placed, 
the Marſhall ſummoned the field, and the Neralds bid the 
Champions doe their endeuour, 

Palmerin had god regard to Edron, whoſe wo2des ſtick⸗ 
ing on his Fomacke , called now fo reuenge, whereto2c 
touching his Launce , hee encountred him with ſuch a full 
tariexe, as his Launte paſſed thꝛough his body, and Edron 
tumbled dead to the ground. In the meane while the Count 
and Pzince Adrien had vnhoꝛſed each other, Adrian ſo ioc 
wounded 
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wounded as he could hardiy helpe himſelfe: as foꝛ Ptolome 
and Edward , they had aſtonied each other with falles from 
their HBoꝛſes, but they recouered themclues quickly, and 
with ſharpe ſerckes beganne to charge each other vali 
Greatly aſhamed was the County to bee vnhoꝛſed, and 
therefo2e to receuer his honour, her came with great firris 
towards his enemie: Which Palmerin perreiuing, ſtept be⸗ 
tweenc them, ſaying. To me County, to me, who will bid 
moꝛe fo2 thy head then any in the field. Tlith which wods 
he reached hin ſuch a ſure ffroke on the head, as madethe 
fire five fw2th of his eyes: netwithFanding, as a man gf 
god courage, he ſtept aſide , and thꝛuſting his Swoꝛd into 
Palmerins Hoꝛzſe thꝛoate, enfoꝛced hun quickly to take him 
to his fete: but all the woꝛſe fc2 him as it fell cut ate. wam, 
foꝛ Palmerin hauing beaten him out of bꝛeath, he flung away 
his weapon, and caught him about the middle, where they 
tugged ſo long together, that Palmerin getting him downe, 
and his knees on his belly, with his Swoꝛd fone take his 
head from his ſhoulders. All this while Ptolome had good 
play with his enemie, and after manp dangercus wounds 
receiued on either ſide, at length hee had the better of the 
day by killing his aduerſarie. Then hee and Palmerin 
went to the Judges, who giuing them ſentence of hongu- 
rable victoꝛy, they toke off their Yeunets, and came toſe 
in what eſtate the Pꝛince Adrian was. Euill enough 
(quoth he) my noble god Friends, but the lelle account dee 
Imake of my life, in that mine eyes haue ſerne due ven 
geante on mine enemies. Then was he nobly boꝛne fo2th ol 
the field, the King commaunding to lodge him in his owne 
Pallace, and the Chirurgions ſearching his wounds, found 
them moꝛtall, which newes did grerue the whole Court 
— 2 the god olde Paince pet being of ſome courage, 
was toyfull to dye in ſo good ſoꝛt, hauing defended his 
owne honour and his Sonnes, whomehee ſent fo2, and 
in the p2cſence of all the ſtanders by, ſaide. By Sonne, 
ſceing it hath pleaſed God thus to ſend foz mee, good reaſon 
is 
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is that his will be fulfilled, but ere J depart, chis J command 
the chat next God) thou truely ferue and loue my Loꝛd and 
Hing, bearing towardes hun a heart ſo faithfuil, as J haue. 
deʒue to the Houre of my death: and concepyue no offence at 
wh: l hath paſſed between ther and mer: hauing come to paſſe 
(as Judge) moꝛe by euill counſell, then any ſetled perl waſi⸗ 
on agamft vs. Foꝛ the reſt, to thy vttermoſt rem em ber the 
god thou haſt this day receiued by that noble Knight, who is 
called Palmerin : then calling Palmer in to him, he ſaid. Syz 
Palmerin Death ſeized ſo ſurely on mee, as A cannot let you 
know a number of things that concerne you very nerrelp: Þ 
counſel! yeu therefo:eto trauell to the Cmperonurs Court of 
Alle maigne; where you ſhall heare tydings of that you ſake 
ſo carneſtly. With Which woꝛds he delivered vp his ghoſt. 
And becauſelt ſermeth gad, ere J palſe · anx further to let you 
knowe how the Pꝛince Adrian came by the knowledge of 
Palmerin, thus it is; 

Ih aue heretolo: erepoꝛted, that he was a noteble Caba- 
lift oꝛ Magicians by meanes whereof few ſecrets were con⸗ 
tealed fromm hun: ſo caſting his Ralender of moſt honcura- 
ble Byꝛths, he happened on Palmerin and perceyuing the 
high Foꝛtune he was bone to, chieſſy, that he ſhould pꝛwue 
à moll notable Knight, and the greate ſt Loꝛd in Europe: he 
was deſirens to contract a Marriage betwerne him and his 
Miete Polinarda, pꝛeſenting her to him im his Viſiens, as 
bath bene declared. Ie thus deccaſing, the Eing highly dil 
tontented at his Uncies hard foꝛtune, cauſed him to be burp⸗ 
ed in moſt ſumptucus manner : mak ing him Tom be in 
foꝛme of a Pyꝛamides, the molt excellẽt and ſtareiy that euer 
was in Bohemia, and ouer againſt hun were hanged the bo⸗ 

dyes of Ceunt and his two Couzins, foꝛ his Trophe. Thus 
every thing quieted, and the Funerals of the Punt Adrian 
ſolemmized, Palmerin would pꝛeſently haue depavſed toward 
Allemaigne: but Ptolomes Mounds. Were ſo dangerous, 
as hee was con ſtrained to ſtay longer then hee intended, In 


the mean ſpace the Ring did them all the honoꝛ that could be 
deu 


deniſed,inhope to ſtay them ſtill in his Court, but it was im- 


poſſible,fo2 Palmerin told him he muſt nerdes go to the Em ⸗ 


perour, about afay2es of very great unpoztance, Jknow 
your meaniuz well enough(ſaide the King,) you intend to 
goe combate with the Enchanted Knight: and in ſo dwing 
you ſhall loſe both your patnes and your life, as many others 
haue done beto2e vou. CER 

Nhat Enchaunted Knight is if(ſaide Palmerin? en my 
Faith(my Loꝛd) I neuer heard any one talke ol him but you, 
Then wil J tel pe, (qd.the Ring) ſince J haue begun the mat- 
ter. Not long ſince in the Countrep of the Emperour mp 
Uncle, in the Citie of Ymanes, dwelled a wealthy Knight, 
who had a faire Daughter, amoꝛzous of a Gentleman: and 
they2 loue kept ſo ſecret as none knewe it but themſelues. 
It fo fell out, that her Father marryed her to another Gen⸗ 
tleman in his houſe, but foꝛ any god acceptation, o2.cheerfull 
countenance ofthe Gentle woman, the Bꝛide groine could 
haue none, ſo highly eſtemed ſhe her firſt Loue: and conti 


nued in opinion towards hun ſo firme, as ſhe graunted hin 


enterance into her Chamber, at an appointed time, where he 
murdered her Huſband, and carryed the Lady with him whe⸗ 
ther he pleaſed, The bꝛuit hereol was ſv ſone ſpꝛead abꝛoad, 


as the Mother ol the murthered Gentleman hearde thereol: 
Utherevppon ſhee made her complainte to the Emperour, 


who immediateip ſent to ſummon the other befoze him: but 


they refuſing to come, andhamngbetaken themſelues to a 


very ſtrong Caſtle, were in the ende ſo ſtreightly beſieged, 
as the Lady with her louer,at length were taken, and hauing 
confeſſed the trueth of thoy: offence , ſentence was giuen on 
them, that they ſhould both be burned. The Father of this 
Knight offender ſo grieued hereat, das her went to one of his 
Siſtecs, intending neuer to ſe the Einperour and his Court 
againe. His Siſter ſ&ing him in this extremitie, (as no 
malice oꝛ badde inuention is comparable to a Womans)de- 
uiſed to Enchant one ofher Bonnes, a god x hardy night, 
in ſuch ſoꝛte, as hee ſhould neuer bg ouercome in W 
w 
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vith an Enchauntment of greater foꝛte. Beſldes, ſher gaue 
um a Bom, and agreat company of empovſoned Arrowes, 
vhercwith hee ſhould kill the Emperour and his Childꝛen, 
2 any other Whomehunſelts pleaſed; which hee hadde not 
led to haue done, but mine Tnckle Adrian vnderffanding 
erol, did take fuch carefull regard to the matter, as he could 
ot hurt them, but many ok his people: ſo that the Countrey 
s wonderfully perplered. Foꝛ he is mounted on a Hozſe 
-nchaunted as himſelte, the ſwitteſt in pare that euer was 
ne, where with hee flyes into many out places of the Em⸗ 
y ꝛe, cummitting a thouſand harmes, and cannot be ſtayed, 
02 whoſocuer comes to hun Armed, Bnight, oꝛ Pcaſant, all

Mith theſe woꝛds he toks 
Launce, and galloped that way where hee hearde the tu⸗ 
ult, which was at the Emperours Caſtle, where the En⸗ 
haunted B night was,ſhoting his poyſoned Arrowes at the 
indowes her e pyed open. Joyfull was Palmerin to finde 
im in ſuch a place, where the Lady Polinarda might giue 
idgement of his valour, which opinion did ſo renew his cou⸗ 
ace, as p2eſently hee marched towards his Enemie, who 
eld in his hand a perfianBewe, with an Arrow in it ready 
oſhote, hauing a great ſoꝛt moꝛe at his backe, in his Quy- 
er: he was of vnreaſonable ſtature, yet with a countenance 
Icth ſterne and couragious, all which could not diſmay Pal- 
erin, but called to him in this manner. Pꝛoude Knight, 
tby the ayde ol Diuells and euill Spirits, haſt committed 
onſtrous cruelties: It is now time that hee whome thou 
cruelt ſhould haue his pꝛeye, which is thy ſaule into endleſſe 
edition.

What queſtion wece it whether the Emperour veiare 
hereat oꝛ no? who foꝛ his whole Empyze would not he in 
aliue againe, beeing ſo well deliuered from his onelp eng 
in the woꝛld, that could ſo moleſt him and his Countrey wi 
fuch miſchieuous crueltie.

Jfloue was ſo earneſt with him beloꝛe in his la 
viſicns haung not ſcene her, much moꝛe vehement wa 
the impꝛeſſion now hauing her in p2eſence, Where: 
the day following he called foꝛ his garments, and as he 
making himſelfe readie, the Emperour by one of his & 
tlemen ſent him the god mozrow , deſirous to vnderſ 
in what plight hee felt hunſelfe. God Sir, anſwered 
merin to the Gentleman, Jbeſech you doe my humble 
tie to the Emperour fo> this great couxteſie, and vou 
thus aſſure him, that (heauen be p2ayſed) J fele my!

tim, made haſt to know thecau'c ef this euill, Ah Vrbanil. 
lo, quoth Pa merin, I finde np ſelſefarre woe then den 
TT hat my Lo2d, ſaid the Dwarie, nc iu ycu ought to bees 
beſt diſpoſition, will you decelue vs with this alteraticn; 
The Emperour neuer gaue pcu bad countenance finceycur 
comming, whence then ſhould pꝛoctede this ſtrange conceit? 
No no V1banillo, quoth hee, it is not the Empercur, buta 
Loꝛd of greater power then his Maieſtte. It is Loue ny 
Lad, the ſtrict commun aunder ofthe ſtouteſt mindes, hee hath 
tonquered nice, and well J know I ſhall die, if thou deenet 
finde the meane to helpe me.

In god ſoth Bt 
ther,queth ſhe,he is faire vnlike his noble Maſter, xet won 
I like well enough if hee were mine. J beſerch vou S ir Pal. 
merin, ſaid Trineus, beſtowe your Seruant on nip Siler 
Polinarda, Madame, quoth Pclmerin, were he better, hei 
yours, and his Maiſter likewiſe. Then called he Vrbanills, 
who knerling to vnderſtand his Maiſters pleaſure, he ſaid; 
Vrbanillo, J haue giuen you fo my Lady Polinarda as her 
man, will you not ſerue her honourabip and truelp aboue al 
other? Vea my Loꝛd, quoth he, next aſter you, but vou wil 
I not leaue while J line , although you would diſdaine mn 
ſeruice. God reaſon haſt thou, ſaid the ꝛinceſſe, and wel 
am I pleaſed it ſi ould be ſo: vet during the time ol his ſtay 
here, vou ſhall loꝛſake hun and abide with me. Foꝛ that Ya 
dame, quoth the Owarfe, J am well contented. Then loke 
you faile not, ſaid the V ꝛinceſſe, hencefw2th to giue peur at! 
tendance. Theſe ſperches were thus vcd as it were ſoꝛ pab 
time, that ſhee might thereby decciue the iudgements of v 
ther: but her whole intent was, to knowe of Vrbanillo, if 
his Paiſter were afſected to any other Lady , by wheſe 
meanes her loue might befruſtrate. Foꝛ as you haue heard, 
little beſoꝛe that loue had b2ougyt her vnder ſuch obeys 
kante, as did not the regard of honcur with⸗holde her, he 
felfe would firſt bꝛeake the Iſe ol her vexations, rather then 
ſtay to long and not bee ſclicited.

arc: then his olone life. At which anſ were ſhe was ſur⸗ 
1zed with ircredible pleaſure, vet leigning the contrarp, ſher 
ide: Js it J: And how long J pꝛay you? By my faith 
dadame ( quoth hee) that can A not tell pau: But J haue 
dhim lap oa long tune: moꝛe then foureyearesbefoze 
was Anighted, hee vowed himlelfe yours: ſince which 
ne, all his honourable Actions hath her one p dedicated to 
rpꝛaiſe. So that foꝛ to finde vou, hee leſt the King of 
xcedon,and his Donne Fiorendos, with whom he was in 
heſtimation,as no man the like: yet that honour her fo2- 
eto do you ſeruice: and fo2 your loue he peelded himſelle 
vaſall to the Emperour pour Father, and gauc hunſelfe 
t bnight, it you deigne to accept him. Then Polinarda 
well heard the Dwarfe ( albeit her heart ſloated in ioyes 
could ſhe ſo well tommaund her thoughts, as ſhe ſcemed 
nake ſmall account of his wozdes : NRotwithſtauding, 
med hum this anſwer. I pꝛomiſed thee Vrbanillo,not to 
teiue vll of ought thou ſchouldeſt tell mee, noꝛ do J: yet 
ud 3 haue ther to regarde up calling, being Daughter to

nable to thy pꝛoteſtations. Madame ( quoth the Dwarfe) 
cu would pleaſe to vouchſafe him time and place, hee will 
e you acquainted with ſtrange matter, concerning both 
Deſtinies: which conrteſie can no wap tinpeachyaur 
our. Why tell him(ſaid the Pꝛinceſle) hes ſhall haue me 
here in the Chamber of Pꝛeſente, where her may ſay 
lealure with ſafetie: In meane ſpace J accept him as 
my 
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my Bnicht, charging him that hir do not departe the Cog 
without any licence, it her deſire to do me pleaſure. 

The LT warte well pleaſed with ſo god an anſwere eng 
knee killing the Pꝛinc elle hand, tokeleaue of her to rein 
towards Palmerin: who meeting him by the wap, in; 
conuenient, ſaid: 

How new Vtbanillo? what newes haſt theu bꝛoughtt 
life oꝛ death? Maiſtev(anſwered the D werfe, ) as youh 
god occaſion to repute your (elſe the moſt foꝛtunate n 
that euer bare Armes. Then palmerin embꝛacing him a 
Ah tell mee what they are: Vaſc thou ſpoken with dun 
Polinarda: Takes ſhee any pitty on wy conſuming cat 
That doth ſhe(my Loꝛd quoth the Owarfe) and cõma 
veu by mel ikyou be ſo ve wed hers as J haue pe:waded)f 
hencefoꝛ th pou depart not the Emperours Courte, wi 
her leaue. Then recited he the whole talke betwenthe 
and laſtly, the pleaſure ſhe conceiued in ſo god tydings 
that ſhee atcepted him onely foꝛ her knight, Uhilef 
Dwarfecontinued this diſcourſe, Palmerin was ramk 
with ſuch inwardtcy,as with a great ſich, he ſaide: O 
uens, how do pou fauour mer: Pow ſe J well, that myn 
rall apparitions on the Mounts of Oliues and Artifariz, 
pꝛedeſtinations, oꝛdained to me by your Gratious p2eſt 
J beſteche pou therefoze humbly, that what you haue py 
ſed may ſone come to eſfed, fo2 the regaide of incompar 
Pol narda. Then demanded hey what meanes hem 
attaine to ſpeake with the Pꝛinceſſe? Shee ſaith ( qu 
her) that you ſhall haue her d aylie in the Hꝛeſence, oꝛ in 
Empꝛeſſe Chamber, and there may you ſafely imparte 
whole minde vnto her. But J haue other newes totell 
Foꝛ A vnderſtand certainelp, that the Emperour intent 
matter greatly fo2 your aduantage : he mindes to man 
to viſtte one ofhis Caſtles neere at hande, and there al 
paſſe the fime, in honour of the Ladies will haue a Tour 
Sd that there (better then any where elle may you and 
linarda conferre togithe:: the:efoze courage yourſellt 
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oe keepe tompanie with my Lo2d the Emperour, it map be 
mlelfe will acquaint you with this Enterpꝛiſe. 
Now credite mee Vrbanillo, (ſave Palmerin) thou haſt 
pn ſo 1nuch fo2 mer, as J ſhallneuer rerompence thee while 
le: but A p2ay thee tell mis, did ſhe not at the firſt take my 
eſſage ſtrangely? That did ſhe(quoththe Dwarfe)when 
perſwaded herthat you loued aLadiein ſuch ſoꝛt as hatdly 
quld you liue without her fauourableregard : then ſhe thin- 
ng it was ſome other and not herſelfe, chaunged her colour 
namellous paſſionatelp, hut let it ſuffiſe pou, that ſhe is as 
pe in loue as pou are oꝛ can be. 
Do went Palmerin to the Emperour, who calling him to 
im, ſaide: My noble Friend, I ſhall make knowne to you 
phat hath bence concluded in your abſence, The Ladyes 
four Courte haue bene fo long lockt in, fo2 feare of the En⸗ 
haunted u night whome vou haue ſlaine, as they haue deſt- 
d to pꝛogreſſe alittle :foz which cauſe, and to pleaſure them. 
am thus defernuned ; Two leagues hence haue Ja god⸗ 
Caſtle, enuironed with Mads and pleaſant Beadowes, 
here may we hunte the wilde Harte and Boze , with other 
atunes: but now haue J cauſed Scaffolds and other p2c- 
ifion to be made there foꝛ a Tourney, and foztic Unightes 
jill J appoint in this Adion, tenne againſt tenne, and the 
xt Conquerours ſhall kepe the fielde againſt tenne other, 
hat ſhall reuenge the tenne vanquiſhed: So hauing all tou- 
rd, they ſhall fight at Barryers, with cebated woꝛdes, and 
heb2zaneſt Champyon ſhall haue a rich Jewell, which the 
p:eſſehath pꝛouided fo2 that purpoſe. Now would J 
aeyou one of the ten Challengers ,andmy Nephew Ca- 
erino, on the Defendants ſide: fo2 him do J eſteeme one 
the beſt A nights of my Courte: Will you not do thus 
uchat my requeſt 2 God fozbidde(ſaide Palmerin) that X 
jouide refuſe any thing yow pleaſe to commaunde. Zheſe 
ewes were immediately publiſhed thozough the Courte, 
ich made euery Knight ſpeedily to pꝛepare himſelfe, ho- 
ng tobeof that number of the foꝛtie, that ſhould _ 
e 
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The Tournep : and thus they pꝛiuily imparted to theit 
dyes, how they would bꝛeake both Dwozde and Launcel 
their Loue. Among whome Prolome was not thelal 
he ſo affected the young P2unceſſe Brionella, as he hadi 
her ſole Miſtreſle ofhis hart, vet could he not find the men 
to acquainte her therewith : But the next dap, as ſhe rode 
mong the Ladyes,they had god lex ure to conferre togitſ 
x beloꝛe they arriued at the Caſtle, they diſcouered thzoug 
ly vnto each other their Aﬀections , pꝛomiſing mutually ſi 
atuſt conſent in Loug, as the one ſhould bꝛagge of the gt 
happineſſe. Tlhilẽ they thus continued their louely au 
ous diſcourſe, Palmetin who had but newly pꝛelented h 
ſelfe fo Polinarda, was much diſcontented , becauſe ſo 
as he came to her, the Einpꝛeſſe called her, and leſt notti 
king with her till they alighted from Yozſebacke : Notwit 
ſtanding, befoze night, hee gained recompence fo that di 
uantage: fo2 after Supper,theGmperour and the Lat 
went a walking, by agodly Riuers ſide, there to diſpg 
themſelues, in the cole ofthe euening. Now was it the m 
ry Mape moneth, when the Fielos were richly decked 
Natures Tapiſtrie, and Cupid gaue god oppo2tumity tohi 
Subiecs,to contemplatetheyzſwet and affable deſires; 
well came it to paſſe foꝛ Palmerin , while Trineus and Pt 
lome were conuerſing with the Empzeſſe, that her tan 
his Lavieand iſtreſſe by the Arme, walked with he 
mongſt the faire Flo wers, and ſeeing the tune and place 
him ſo well, trembling, (as ſurp2ized with a vehement 
on) thus beganne. Madame, your gratious nature will 
countit ſtrange, but rather take it in god part, that J akm 
Etrant, and as pet vnknowne among Courtly aſſembt 
ſhould pꝛeſume to make knowne a ſecrete to pou, which 
ſelf dare not imagine without reuerence, and death cant 
me declare ts none: noꝛ may J p2oceeve without ſomea 
rance of my vncertaine hope, by her diuine pittie that git 
me life. And althogh the woꝛds of my Dwarfe haue arg 
ted mee with your Pzincely fauour, ſufficient to erp%

cand ſuſpition ofrep2ofe : yet ſuch is the height whereto 
ſpice,as the greateſt Monarch in the Mold can cantly 
ue, then well may J effeane my ſelfe vnwoꝛthie. But 
bting whithor your woꝛds were ſuch, oꝛ that my D warte 
haps as her often map do, ) hath repoꝛted moꝛe then hes 
giuen him in charge: J amdeſirous, (truſting on your 
innitte and ſpeciall faucuraboue all other) to vnderſtand, 
ur god pleaſure be ſo highly to honour mer, as henceſoꝛth 
cept me fo2 your Knight and Seruant.

itings, fo that in ſearch of pou, I haue ſuffered ſuch tra⸗ 

as maruell it ts that Nature could make mee able to ſu⸗ 
ie, Notwithſtanding, J account all right happily beſtow- 
J may but gaine fauour in pcur gractous Cpes, without 
ch, it is vnpollible foꝛ mer to liue: Foz there is no parte 
fling eyther life oꝛ ſpirite in mie, that is not vowed to 
only ſeruice.

Fter the oꝛder of the Tourney was ſet 

i dewne by the Emperour, as vou haue 

heard, Palmerin did but expect thehoure 

W to goe to it, not doubting to perfozme 

ſuch chiualrie , as his Ladies fanour 

Ge woꝛthily honoured : wherefoꝛe 

hauing p2epared all his neceſſaries rea- 

— alip after Dinner, accompanied with none other 
nights bzauely armed, whereof Prolome was one, he en⸗ 
ed the liſts royall. And eſpying his Miſtreſſe Polinarda in 
je window with the Empꝛelle, after he had done her hum⸗ 
le reuerence, he began to manage his hoꝛſe with ſuch bꝛaue 
miers, as euery one delighted to behold him, but eſpecially 
de peincelle, whoſe heart Loue had thozowlyconquered,ſo 
at ſhe gloꝛied to be beloued bf a night ſo woꝛthy and com⸗ 
rendable, as that hor eye was neuer from the obiect of her 
wet deüres. And marking his ſherld, ſhe beheld in a field of 
dable, a ſilue:handfaft cloſed, the impoꝛt whereof cauſed 
cto mecuaile , in reſpect what had paſſed betweene them 
oe, andgladiy would ſhe haue knowne the meaning, but 
Jeplace would affoꝛd no ſuch countenance: whereloꝛe pec⸗ 
vading her ſelfe fo2 the time, ſhe was content in ſeeing her 
Natelet, which her Knight woꝛe vpon his right arme. And 
Kermany courſes and lofty poynts done by Palmerin and 
1B other 
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etherKnights befoze their Ladies,among whom Ptolo 
{:,cwed ſo cozreſpendent , as the pꝛeſente of his Lady di 
ne li highly pzoucked him. Then entred the PzinceGy 
reno, Nephew to the Emperour a knight of no ſmallteg 
ning amongit the Alle maignes, and with him nine they 
mou ſu nptucus axmcur: and their bꝛauerics likcwiſete 
ded to their Ladycs ( yet nothing con:parable to Palma 
and his courpanions ) they went to their tent, and whilet 
Trun phets and Clarions ſumimc ned the field, euer kn 
pꝛepared hin ſelfe in readines. Palmerin, not ſo muchton 
common applauſe, as her loue who had the ſoueraigne 
wer cuer him, ſeeing Ganareno ozdering himſelf to run fi 
toke a ſong launce, and enccuntred hum ih uch pu 
tante, as Boꝛſe t man were both ouerth2cwilc and veryſy 
bꝛuſed: not withſtanding he was ſonerecouered by his: 
pamens, and in a Chaire caried fozth of the field. One of 
nights would nerdes reuenge his miſloꝛtune, and wash 
ſelke in like ſoꝛt ſerued: in b2eefe, the other eight had all 
payment, not one ofthem being ableto moue Palmerin im 
tis ſaddle.almerin iopfull ot his god ſucteſſe, was de 
ting away mith his company, when one ol them thus (pa 
vnto him. Sir Pꝛlmerin, you haue ſaued our labour, andi 
the honaꝛ that wee defired. The time willcome (quoth i 
meri2) when peu map do as much foʒ me: but fo? this tim 
(ilycu pleaſe) you may excuſe me. All that were pꝛeſent, 
weil eds as Ladies, inaruailed at the valour of palme 
and man ong the reſt the Empeveur, who ſaid aloud, that ha 
neuer knew a moꝛe valiant Gentleman, polinarda being! 
ntere as ſhe heard her Fathers woꝛdes, and had her (elfe 
held his hich god foztune, was ſodainelp ſollicited with lu 
aft ecicnate pleaſure, as foꝛgetting her ſelfe, and where l 
was, ſhe thus ſpake to Brionella indiſfetent loud. Nhat ia 
rau faite friend? doth not Palmerin wozthily decerue tols 
leucd? By my faith Madame, anſwered ſhe; J neuer ſa 
knight giue ſuch rough encounters with the Launte, as hen 
to Ganareno and thereſt dt his copanions.P olinarda wou 
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ane pꝛoterded further, but there entred ten other knights, 
he loꝛmoſt being Prolome, not content (as it {tmed) that 
ran not at the firſt; and then entred ten kaights moꝛe, of 
hom the ſeunoſt was Cormedes an Allemaigne Knight, 
Chey raunging the. nſelues in o2der,prolome and Corme- 
ges bꝛauely encountred, but neither were vnhoꝛſed: which 

gued Pcolome to do no better in pzeence of his Lady: 
herefo2e taking another Launce, at the ſetond coutſe 
ormedes was caſt quite out of his faddle, and the mo2Cc 
his ſellotves after him foz companit Uhich when the 
Duke of Lorranyes Bꝛother perceiued, a Knight well ac- 
canted ol in the Countrep, deſiet recouer the honour 

is fa;ecoers had loſt, ſpake thus to Ptolome, It ſeenes 
hat the e Grecian nights are come to rob vs ofthe honoz 
hat is ours by inherit ance, in vnhappie houre were the 
llemaignes boꝛne if they ſuffer it; and ſo couching his 
aunce, met P:olome with ſo full acarrire, as loſing ſay- 
2and ſtixrops he fell to the ground, and foure moze ofhis 
nights after him had like entertainement;, but a hordy 
knight of the Emperoꝛs named Menadus, met the Dukes 
other ſo rudely, as downe hee fell to the grounde with 

There were many b2aug' 
counters with the Launce, to vanquiſh one another, and 

fo: the loue of their Ladyes , who delighted to (c& their 
ights ſo bꝛauely behaue themſelues. The Juſt finiſhed, 

ich one alighted, and wich their blunt Swoꝛdes fell to 

he Barriers, and ſo cruelly they laid on each other, as they 
ub not ſuffer one another to take bꝛeath: eſpecially pro- 
ome, whs buckled with the Duke of Lorraynes 1B2other, 

o winne the henoꝛ he loſt in the Jouſting. And new a freſh 
ated noble Palmerin, who was the onely man to whom 
aue and Fozfune were fauourable, raunged among the 
Wicket, and with his ſwoꝛde made way among them va⸗ 
nut: at length hee came tot) e Duke of Lorraynes Bꝛo⸗ 
e, and ſo canuazed him about the pate with his blunt 
Fuchion,as he ſell to the ground greatly . 
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him to ſpeake no moze in diſgrace ol the Grecian knight 
the ſpoꝛt ended, the nights withdzew themſelues intot 
Chambers to be vnarmed, and each u night w2apping 
ſelfe in his Mantle, palmerin was in his Ladies lweyy, j 
che had ſent him a very rich one, and ſo comming into h 
Chamber ol pꝛeſente, che Emperour welce med him int 
manner. Veleue me my A oꝛd, Jaccount the Pzincohayy 
that hath you faz his ſtiend. As A am , mp gracious St 
raigne, anſwered Palmerin, A am your hunible and cbedi 
ſeruant during life, ready to accompliſh what ſhallpleaſe 
to coinmaund me. The Empercur highly thanked him, 
pꝛe entiꝝ came. the Empꝛelle, one of the Ladies being 
with her a rich Cloke, and couered with pearles and ſtar 
ofgreat value, which ſhe pꝛeſented to Palmerio, as the pn 
and honourhe had wonne in the Tourney, and ſaid to tc 
narda; Faire Daughter, J am ſure you will beſtoweſn 
gift ou Sir Palmerin, in that hee hath ſo wozthily de eu 
Thole wozds raiſed a ſ wert bluſhing in the Pꝛinceſletu 
tenance, not a little reioting that hee whom ſhe loned, ha 
carried away the pzize from all the other Knights : fo with 
peettiemodeſtſuile, ſhee toke a chaine of Gold fon abu 
her necke, ſaying; Ste here Sir Palme rin what J giue vn 
this gift is to tye andchaine cu in ſuch ſoꝛt, as ou may nt 
uer depart from the Emper ours ſeruite. Palmerin with 
c&ding contontment reteiued the chaine, and on his im 
hiunbly thanked the Cinp2ege and the Pꝛinceſſe, to wht 
hee ſpake as followeth. amine, J am well contented i 
abide in ſuch a pꝛiſon, and neuer will Jdefire any other 
berty , but till will be his vaſſaile that hath power to ton 
mand me. This anſwerepleaſed the Emmperour erceding 
It, in that he deſired to hauealmerin ſtill abide in his Cont 
Mherelme he ſaidto Polinarda,youhauedone we l Dau 
ter thus 1 Palmerin; foz now he cannot eſcape ali 
when he liſt. So the Tables being couered, theEmperax 
and all the Knights of the Tourney fate downe to meaty 
where much talke was ſpent as concerning the ſucceſſes 
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des, but Palmerin and Poliuat da had enough to dot fg 
ety each other, their eyes doing their office, and carrying 

dene them the mellage ol their paſſions, yet ſo diſcreetly 
addolved, as none could perceme them. Supper ended, the 
nights and Ladies went to dauncing, and alter werds to 
jar chambers, becauſe the Emperour had commanded the 
ert day another Tourna ment: abꝛiefe repoet whereol may

The 
Polinardareucaled to her the leue hee bare palmerip, whit 
palliens had toꝛmented her, and in what extiemitic hen 
fires hadde d2iucn her: and thecefoze werte friend ( guch 
ſhee with a derpe ſigh) find thou the meane that J may 
uatiy talke with hun. Prione lla admiring the earneſt la 
of the Pꝛincelle, knew not readily what to anſ were, bt 
ſeeing that by this meanes ſher might moze eaſily confem 
with Ptolome, whome ſhee likewiſe intirely loued, thy 
ſpake. It is no wonder Padame, you beeing ſo incompay 
ble, as I know no Pꝛince liuing of whom you ars not wa 
thic, if you haue recolued your loue on noble palmetin n 
that thece is no knight in the woꝛld better de erues yt 
his rare chiualrie beeing ſuch, as it cannot other wiſe bi 
but that hee is defended of repall linage , becuig acconyl 
ſhed with ſo many ſpeciall pecfeuions. Therefcze Madau 
ſo like pou, J haue deuiſed well foꝛ your purpoſe, as this 
Pon-know mp chamber window ſtands ſo coniincdigy, 
as you map with ſafety. confer with him at pleaſure, whi 
you may let him vnderſtand by his Z-warfe , and appext 
him time as you ſhall thinke couuenient. This counſell 
not alittle content the pꝛinceſſe, becauſe ſhelonged to thi 
withhecloue: , and thereloꝛe concluded at his departure 
appoint Palmerin his time. Now was the Chamber 
Brionellatoyningto the Cittie wall, and had a goodlyps 
ſpec into the fields, and Palmer ins lodging was ner! 
toit, fating the wall as the other did, ſo that one wit 
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eaſily paſſe betwene the lodgings , nothing being bet wirt 
them but a little garden, bꝛauely decked with flowers, 
and godly fruit Trees. The 2 Polinarda 
called the Dwarfe to her, ſaying. Vrbanillo, thou ſhalt go 
tothy maiſter . from mee and after thou haſt ſaluted hun 
with my manikolde well wiſhings, will him this night to 
tome ſecretly to my Lady Brionellas chamber, where at the 
ſvindow wee may ſafely talke together: and bid him not 
miſdoubt ny Lady Brionella, fo2 J haue made her acquain⸗ 
ted with all iny ſecrets. And becauſe thy ſelfe maiſt conduc 
hun to the place, come, and J will pꝛeſently ſhew it thee, 
do went the Dwarfe with polinarda fo Brionellas cham⸗ 
ber. where hauing ſine the windom, and glad to carrie 
uch tydings to his maiſler, beeing well aſſured how they 
would content him: hee departed, and tarried not long on 
his meſſage , becauſe palmerin thought each houre a yere 
to heare from his nuſtreſſe : wherefoze hee beholding the 
Dwarfecomming, tooke him in his armes, and demaun⸗ 
ded what newes hee had bꝛought him: The Dwarfe with 
acharefullcountenance thus anſwered. Py Loꝛd, Fo2- 
tune perde you as luckie, as the newes that J bꝛing pou 
do well deſecue. Ey this beginning palmerin perteiued 
that hee bꝛought ſuch tydings as hee long loked fo2, which 
was how hee might ſpeake with the PainceTe: wherefoze 
embꝛacing him againe, he commanded him to make repoꝛt 
ofthathis werte miltreTe had giuen him in charge. Then 
the Dwarfe deliuered How the Pꝛinceſſe had great deſire 
toſeehim, and where ſhee did intend to ſpeake with hum. 
Which when palmerin heard, filled with vnſpeakable 
loves, hee recoꝛded the woꝛdes to himſelfe with many itera⸗ 
tions, and the moꝛe often hee ſpake the woꝛds, the moꝛe his 
delights increaſed, But tell mee ( quoth he to the Owarſe) 
didlf thou marke the place well where J mult talke wich 
my goddeſſe:? Thereof doubt you not my Lo2d , ſayde the 
Dwarte, fo2 Jſhallnot faile to bꝛing you ſure thither, if 
tbeyour pleaſure J thall go with you, becaulethe _— 
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her ſelle, in tompany 2 ſhewedit me. Ben 
am I beholding to her, ſaid Palmerio, foz this hich fauem, 
which lie were niy death ir A ſhould be denied? Upen thi 
hee called Prolome, to whom hee unparted enery cirewy 
ftar.ce , which Ptolome reputed foꝛ his great auaile: thi 
offering the meane fo2 hun to viſit Brionella, and therein 
they concluded to gee together the night enſiung, to th 
place appointed foz this lowiag encounter, The houre u 
reſt being come, and euezy one in their Chambers as bel 
bectemed, Palmerin, Prolome andthe Dwarfe, reinen 
together, and ſ&ing the time readie to countenance tha 
enterpꝛiſe, toke cach of them a rich Pantle, and with 
their S woꝛds vnder their armes, went out at a winden 
vppon the walles: and albeit the paſſage was ſem eth 
dangerous, yet loue had ſo encouraged them, as without 
regard of danger oz foztune , they came to the winden 
which the Dwarfehad ſtewed them, not ſeen e by any. Po. 
linarda who was moſt attentue, hearing the trampling 
their feete, ſaide to Brionella. Js not this Pala, er in? & 
opening the Calements, ſhee faw Paln erin and Ptelon 
attending like diligent Seruants. If then both partin 
were pleaſed, it is not to be doubled, ncthing in the wan 
mo2e contenting thein then the light of each other. an 
* truely Palmer in and the Pꝛinceũe had great tealen, ſu 
beſide that their fatall deſt enie did ſo pzevcke thein, thei 
et uall natures were ſo tommendable and cozreſpondent, a 
though they had neuer leene, yet were they bo2ne to len 
together. Pew was Polinarda very bꝛauely accouſtia 
in a gloꝛidus night mantle , and ſuch loft white ſilkes, as 
ſheeſhewed bꝛighter then the moꝛning Starte, her fient 
pointed lookes ſo wounding Palmerin, as rapt vppeasit 
were into a ſecond heauen, hee remained ſilent along tim 
not able to ſpeake a woꝛd. The Pꝛinteſſe was likelriſen 
the ſelfe ſame conceit, and ſo cueccome with regard of ha 
Paramour, as ſhe continued mute, and was loth to ginotht 


onſet. Palmerin aſhamed to accompanie his Lady 2 
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ch ilence,bezanne thus n:ildelp.to Court his Miſſreſle, 
J did neuer thinke,(fay2e Bavam)thakSagturie worth 


henour 1162 with duch ertraozdinary fauoulF, directing jny 
courſe to yer. ble Fathers Courte,tobe thus entertained 
into your gracious ſeruice, hauing no deſerts in ine to induce 
vou to ycur choyſe: but it map be in rei pect of lome god re⸗ 
poꝛt by ſuch, to whon:e J account my ſelle highly beholding, 
having thus kounde the place where J was pꝛeoꝛdinate to 
loue my Starre hath thus appointed it, and uit hall, to make 
me the happyeſt nan liuing. And it may bee Madame, that 
ſuch as enuie not ny heppineile, haue acquainted you with 
ſome ol my erterioꝛ actions, which Cod not J) hath bꝛought 
to pale: but they, ignoꝛant ofthe entirt and ſeruent loue J 
beate pou, could mae nc iuſt repoꝛte thereof to vou, being a 
ſecret ſo ſpeciall, and not to bee conipꝛehended: Beſides, the 
deapth and wonderſull nature thercol not to bee meaſured , 
therefoze to be burped in your heauenly opinion, which how 
ample ſo euer pu pleaſe to graunt me, the moꝛe am J bound 
both in dutie and affection, which in deſpight oſenme and his 
tonfederates, ſhall remaine immo eable, and pleade the con⸗ 
tinuall leyaltie of your night and Seruant. 

And if J ſhould repoꝛt how many times your diuine per- 
ſen hath beene pꝛeſented me in ficcpe , J would therewithall 
dt courieinfinitepaſitons, Which J endured , feeing my ſelle 
fruſtrate of that J now beholde. Mew many Ceuntreres 
and Cities? Nihat perils and dangers haue J paſt to finde 
vou, pꝛouoked on ſl ill with neuer chaunging loue? If this 
then vere ſufficient to make me runne thꝛough a woꝛlde of 
dings, leaue it to pour iudgement (Swerte S adame) 
what it map doe now, ſeeing with mine eyes what J d:ca- 
med on beide, and new may with ſaſetie tay, (incon;par able 
Beautie. Yere hence then pzocaveth, that thele my ex⸗ 
treaume fecions haue ouertome all other partes in mee, not 
ence able to iinagine hi w man reuerend cpinions J vie ot 
WM you: which muſt intreat you on my behalie, that peut accu⸗ 
ſtomed clemencie, will pardon my pꝛeudicate conceyte be⸗ 
cauſa 
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tauſe being not znine owne;but yours onely,J may eaſily 
fend. Zh es moyſtened with the teares of his eytz 


andluke-warme Bloud ofhis heart, deliuered manifeſt eu 
dence how truely hee loued the Pꝛinceſle, who bearing hin 
company in all arguments of Loue, thus anſwered.” J doubt 
not Sir Palmerin,but that the loue you beare me is exceeding 
great, noting vour earneſt Affecti ons, and the great traue 
vou haue ſuſtained in ſearche of mer, and no other certainti 
do J requeſt to be perſwaded by, being as vehement in affec 
tion towards vou, as vou are to mee: Fo2 p2wie whereof, this 
pꝛeſent attempt may ſuffiſe, that againſt iy duety J ſhoun 
be ſeene thus ſecretſp, in a place ſo ſuſpicious, and the Tim 
ſo vnneceſlarie. But vet if J haue offended herein, then av 
cuſe thoſe ſeeinely perfections which J haue obſerued in pon 
and the confidence J repoſe in your god Concept, couple 
with the honourable eſtimation that is generally reputedin 
your vertues. Pardon me (werte Ladie) ſaid Palmerin, if 
by my longing deſire to ſpeake and confe:re with you, Jhau 
in any thing diſpleaſed, foꝛ earneſt god will to do you ſeruice, 
conſtrained me to be thus impoꝛtunate. The mater is ſam 
from any deſert ofoffence(quoth the Pꝛinceſle, ) foꝛ hither an 
pou come onely by my cominaundement, to the ende that we 
might ſce one another, and talke of ſuch things as nereſt con! 
terne vs: and therefoꝛe reſolue pour ſelit god linight , that 
J eſteme pou aboue all other, and pꝛomiſe pou by the faith al 
a Painceſſeandloyall Friende, to dye, xather then any other 
ſhall be Loꝛd of me. Mhich very woꝛds, ſo rauiſhed his ſer 
ces, as verꝑ hardly hee could ſuſtaine himſelfe : Mherevpon 
Polinarda put fw2th her hand out at the window, which ha 
in often kiſſing well marking, behelde the Character therein 
as vou haue hearde befoꝛe. Ah (lwet Madame, (quoth he 
this is the token that makes mee the happyeſt man this day 
liuing. As how J pꝛay you(ſaid ſhe? ) what know you hers 
of? Then Palmerin diſceurſed all his Dꝛeames and viſions; 
and b2tefly raune thꝛough repetition of his whole life, how 
the wiſe Adrian had ſent him the Shielde of Sable, wha

ſeꝛtonuerſing on therz defires, till goꝛtune alto ꝛded them 

er oppoꝛtunitie: and longer would they haue there con- 

tinued, but that thedwarfe.came to his gpaiſter in this man⸗ 
ner. Py Loꝛd, I thinke vou can neuer finde tine to make 
an ende: Nil vou haue the day light pzcuent you, and ſo diſ⸗ 
tredite pou all? In ſoth it is time you were in pour Cham⸗ 
ber. P.. Imerin who was loath to departe from the pleaſure 
of his thoughts made ſinal acceunt of the Dwarfes wo ws, 
and continued on in anoꝛus deuiſes: But the Peinceſſe, a 
little moꝛe fearful then he,cremembzing the dwarſeſaid true,

And betauſe none ſhould be ignoꝛant what hee intended, 
her requeſted that all Gentlemen p2ofeiſing Armes, at 
Ftaſt of C aſter following, ſhould repaire to Parr bringhe 
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heade and chiefelt Cittie of the whole kingdome. The 
Queene likewtſe aduertized all Ladyes and Gentlewomene 
at whoſe commaund euery one obeped, ſo that in fewe dayec, 
the Court was well furniſhed with Loꝛds and Ladyes :no- 
thing nowe intended, but delights and Courtly Paſtimes, 
which made the Duke of Bargundie likewiſe. repaire thi⸗ 
ther. Now was the Duke aged, a man of godp2ouidence, 
anda tryed knight, hauing matched in Marriage with the 
Ling of Denmarkes Siſter, a young beautifull L adie, and of 
vertuous education: the Duke hoping to haue iſſue by her, 
becauſe by his firſt Nile hecould not haue any. The King 
aduertized of the Dukes comming, commaunded his Sonne 
Lewes with an honoꝛable trainetogoentertainehim,wt ich 
her did, ſo that many ſolemne reuerences paſſed betwene the 
Duke and him, as alſcito the Ducheſle, whome as he welco⸗ 
med with many ſalutations, ſo did he earneltly contemplate 
her excelient Beautie, reputing her karre fairer then the f y- 
reſt, and on a ſudden becaine amo2ous of her: Such a vio⸗ 
lent bꝛeach made Loue into his heart at the very firſt ſight ol 
her. In this great and valoked fo2 veration, he conducted 
her to the lodging whlch was p2epared foꝛ the Duke, diſſem⸗ 
bling ſo well as hee could his new dere: But lo vehe nent 
was his ogpꝛeſſion, as without returning again to the Hing, 
he went to his Chamber.

not to deny him one requeſt. Demaund what thou wilt 
my Honne ( quoth her) J graunt it thee, Then J beſtech you 
god father, ſaid hee, to ſuffer mee, lie Fraunce with noble 
Palmerin, that J may bee acquainted with the courteſie and 
cinditie of that nation, not doubting but ſone to deſernemy 
knighthod. And yet if befoze J receine my o2dex., I ſee 
ther high and woꝛthy derds of Armes, happily they may 
mtice mee to follow their vertues: beſide, ifnow J looſeſo 
god an occaſion offered, I knew not when J ſhallcompaſſe 
thelike conmodity , thercfoze (god father) let mee not bee 
enyed.

Mhich 
Palmerin pzont'ed , whereupon the Emperour called fo2 
themaiſter of his hoꝛſe, commanding him that all things 
might bee in readines againſt their departure: all which 
basdcne with ſuch diligence, as the third dap following 
all thi: gs p2epared, they tooke their leaue of the Empe⸗ 
tour+ the Ladies, who at their departure ſhedinary teares 
(aconunon matter with them) wiſhing the victozie and ho- 
neur to Palmerin, Thus with I'rincus and twentie other 
knights, a great nuniber of Squires and ſeruants in god 
quipage, they tourneyed towards Paris withcut any hinde⸗ 
tante by the way, o2 matter of memoꝛie.

to hape his religion in vour diuine ſetuite. Thele woꝛdes 
wete lpoken ſo low, as the Duke of Ganle heard him, wher⸗ 
with not contented, he anſwered. What now Knight, de⸗ 
mandeſt thou (conge) ol a l adie to defend her Beantie 2 Ill 
tanſt theu perfoꝛme what theu ſpeakeſt, if thou be no better 
Nruided. Fo2 all that & pz, ſatd Palmerin, Jhepeto maks 
you graunt what J ſay, and that there is not a fapʒer L adie 
duing, then ſter whoſe figure theu here beholdeft , othe: wiſe 
Iſhallcenſtraine the to venfiert, whether thou wilt oz no. 

That ſhall weeſoneſrwe(quoth the Duke: So departing into 
theyz Tents to be arnied,androady to Jouſt, they met ſo va⸗ 
lantiy together, as both of them b2ake their Launcesbzauely 
without mouing each other, and taking ne we Staues, en⸗ 
fountered againe, where the T uke was tnhezted , and Pal- 
merin vety loꝛe wounded : Dobefaking them to theyꝛ god 
SUro2ds,confinuedadengerens and denbtfull Com bat, till 
in the ende Palmerm enercamethe Duke, and holding his 
woꝛde ready to cut oft his head, ſuyd, night thru art dead, 
thou graunt not y L ady to excrilthine in beauty. 4hSy2, 
(fade the Duke) vnhappy be the hourt that you toke in hand 
this dopage, to depꝛine me of that whilh made mer the molt 
happie Baight of the Moꝛldʒ with what countenance may 
Ipzeſerct mip ſAfe befb2e her, ſteing A oꝛtune hath bene ſo ad⸗ 
nacſeto ine : Thus filling the ayꝛe with his regreets , the 
Auges came, deliring Palmerin to ſaue his life, whereto hes

death wo in theſe complaints was ledde into his Tent by 
his Saupꝛes. Palmecin not foꝛgetting the honour due to his 
Ladie, tokedowne the Image of Agriola,and ſeftehis La, 
dume, which is your ow ne bz right. This vitozywas nota 
uttle pleaſant to the Frenchmen, but eſpecially to the ne 
Lewes, when he heard thereof: who the better to make his 
ioye knowne to Palmerin,ſent him two ofthe beſt Hoꝛſes in 
his Stable, as glad ofthe reuonge on the Dake, as that Pal. 
metia remained Conquecour. Palmerin ſent hearty thanks 
to the Pꝛince, as well fo2 his pꝛeſent as his god will, and (6 
continued in his deuoire to his Ladyes Beautie, as that da 
he honoured her with tho conqueſt of foure French Knights, 
and the ſubmiſſion of their adyes poztraitures : yet abu 
all, Valmerin commended to Trineus, the valour of the Eag⸗· 
liſhman conſirming the Duke foz achoſen knight at Aru, 
and neither Frenchmen, Italian, Spanyard, Engliſh-man, 
Romane, oz Greeke,thatattempted againſt Palmerin, in the 
following dapes, but ſtill he bare away the victoꝛie, and Poli- 
nardaes Picture theyꝛ Ladyes obeyſaunce: The laſt of thi 
epght dayes, cane into the field the Loꝛde of Albret, greatly 
cltzemedfo; Pꝛowelſe and Chiualrie, and hœ wonld defend 
the Beautie of his French Ladie: but Palmerin aſter a lung 
and tedious fight, bꝛought him and his HiſtreTe anong the 
vanquiſhed, and ſo concluded the French Pyinces enterpꝛit, 
to his owneimmoztallhonour, Afterwards came the kin 
Agariel, with the Pances and Lo2ds of his Court to Palme- 
rins Tent, making him the great eſt entertainment could ba 
deuiſed, whereof Trineus, and the other Allemaigne Lan 
were highly contented, and after his Wounds were healed, 
cauſed him and his cunmpanie to bee lodged in his owne Pab 
lace, where the Quens and her Ladyes would often vit 
him, and the Pzince Lewes likewiſe , who by manteintrw 
ttes with Trincus, vnderſtwd her Name faz whom Palms 
rin thus adnentured. But when the ing vaverſtos, tha 
Triacus was the Gmperour of Allemaigacs Suna, an il 
; thi 
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this hondurable Companie came from his Fathers Court, 
theyz Welcome cannot beſufficently ſettevowne, noz Pal- 
merins pzayles effecqually rehearſed : whonie the Pzincs 
Lewes thus entertained, In god (wth Þy2 Palmerin, the 
Pꝛince map unagine humſelfe happie, that is honoured with 
your knightly,ſeruice,but aboue all, the Noble Emperour of 
Allemaigne. My Lo2d(qd Palmerin) it likes youto ſpeake 
pour pleaſure of mee, vet did I neuer knowe Knightes moze 
woꝛthy in fight then your Country men, among whom your 

decerts niay not eſcape varepozted, no moze then the derdes 

of Scipio can among the Romanes. Manie otherhonoura- 

ble and Familiar ſpeeches paſſed betweene the Pꝛince and 

Palmerin,about the L adyes Figures, that we bzought zo the 

Jeuſtes : Polinarda, oncly trunnphing beyond all the reſt, 

hauingno let ond, but faire Agriola of England, the goddeſſe 

and Hiſtrelsto the Duke of Gaule.

and round avout within, were Jnſc:tptions of many bam ill ; 
ſenteacss ofLoue,ectrated fcoin Beſtoꝛiographers and p 
ets, as well in Greke,as in Latine, in p2atie ofthe Miſttet Wl | 
of his deuoted affections. In the moꝛning he went to giu ll ; 
the god moꝛrowe to the Pꝛincelle Lucemania, Daughter ty Ml | 
the King of Fraunce, whome hee had choſen for his Spout Ml 1 
and 2Uife.

Being come into the Field, the Judges appoi- Wl i 
ted were the eldeſt Sonne of Fraunce, and the Connte of At. e 
mignac: wiſe Pzinces and valiant Knights at Armes, am Wt 
ſtanding in the gate ofhis Tent vnarmed, becauſe hee ſawe Ma 
nons ready to offer him Battell, the Duke of Lorrayne a Wl 
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length entered the fielde, attended on by a bꝛaue company of 
Anights + Squpꝛes, who bꝛought the poztraite of his Lady, 
being a figure of rare Beautie, and hauing a Crowne on he 
head, where ouer was witten in great Letters of Golde, 
This is Polinarda, exceeding in Beautie all Ladyes in the 
worlde : Which was read by manie, who could not ſati⸗ 
fie theyꝛ eyes in beholding ſo bꝛaue a ſpectacle, and beein 
ſatte on the Pillar appoynted, hee tame to the Duke of 82. 
noye, ſaytng: Blaſphemous u night, detradour ofthe Bea 
tie of Ladyes, here may thine owne eyes witneffe how thai 
haſt belyed Beautie, in pꝛeſuming to thinke any moze fan 
then this incomparable creature, to whome thy Ladye um 
not woꝛthily be hand-mayde. And if thou wilt not-pzeſenb 
lx conſeſſe what J coinmaundthe,ſhelde thy head from my 
Weapon, which N meane to knocke wellfo2 thy great indi? 
cretion. The Dilke ol Sauoye enraged with theſe wont 
Ar:nedh!:nſclfe p2vfently without any anſwere, and moun⸗ 
ting on Yozſebacke, with a ſtrong Launce in his hande, en⸗ 
i (countred 
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teuntred his Enemie lo touragicuſ p, as bꝛeaking both their 
&tauesbzauely in ſhiuers, to their very Gannutlets, palles 
on without any further harme. The Duke of Sauoye ans 
my that he had not diſmounted his enemie, with his Sword 
vawne returned ſuricuſiy vpon him, and laid on ſuch ſtrokes 
as the fire ſparkled from his Helmet + pet the Duke of Lor- 
nine, likea god and hardie knight, defended himſelle moſt 
valiantly , and reached the Duke of Sauoye manie ſhzewde 
Wounds,ſorhat both of thein(beeing thꝛoughly netled) rent 
each others Armoꝛ in ſuch ſoꝛt with their S woꝛds, and man⸗ 
led their fleſh ſo vnmertifullp, as the Judges could not ima⸗ 
gine who hadde the better vantage. The Duke of Sauoye 
wondering to ſee the Duke of Lorrayne holde out ſo long, 
beganne to ſtoꝛme moꝛe like a Fiend then a man, xayling on 
ſegtune, that in reſpec of his Ladies beauty) ſhe aſifted him 
no better, and being at the very point of diſpaire, toke heart 
afteſh, and redoubling his ſtroakes vppon his aduerſaxie, at 
length ſlew his Hoꝛſe vnder him, who falling do wne, and his

The King with all his traine faking their 
2 Ito behold the Combat, Palmerin came armed faꝛth 
sTent, ſauing his Helmet, which was carniedbeſo2e 
indy two Squires with his Sh&ld and Pace, and next 
themcame two Pzinces , who bare the poztraiture of 
LadiePolinards,. which beting ſette on the Par, hes 
W 2 2 claſped

tlaſped on his Helmet, and taking his Mace inhis hauds, 
marched to the Dukes Tent, and thus ſummoned hin, 
Knight, thou hail long enough defended the field, and to w 
great gracfe that it hath beene ſo long, inp turne is noy 
tome, and it is god r eaſen J ſhould kerpe it the reſt of the 
time: fo2 the Ladie whom J loue, is not onelp much moe 
beautifulithen thine, biſt beſide, excelleth all other what 
euer, and it thou wilt not confeſſe the lame, J will not leaut 
the with this Mate till J haue foꝛced ther to do it. J knch 
not ſaide the Duke, what thou canſt do, but J am of the 
minde, that J ſhall ſone quallific thy ouerbolde bzauing 
At theſc woꝛds the Duke taking his Mate, deliuered pi⸗ 
merin ſo ſeunde a ſtroke on the heade, as made him to ſtay 
ger, but Palmer nrequited him well againe foꝛ it, and lem 
had they fought together, and bꝛuiſed each other veiy pi 
tifully . till at length Palmerin gaue the Dake ſuch a cal 
ſtroke betweene the head and the ſhoulders , as hee fell 
the groundecleanc berekt ofſonce: when Palmeriv tabu 
off his Helmet, would not offer him any farther violenc, 
but ſetting his ſwo2de againſt his bꝛeſt, ſaid. Now am Jit 
ficiently reuenged on him, that ſo ill intreated the figured 
the moſt fayzeſt among Ladies. The Judges of the fiely 
thinking Palmerin would haue ſlaine the Duke, camei 
ning to him with theſe woꝛds. Content you Spꝛ, hee is v 
quiſhed, and hath no power to defend himſelfe. Uiheret 
pou Palmerin put vppe his S woꝛd againe, and lezuingth 
uke, went pꝛeſentlp to the Piller where his Ladies pt 
trait ſtod, which embꝛaring in his armes, hee placed hy 
eſt, and Luce mania at her feete, ſaping. J beſcech pou q 
dane to pardon pour Rnight, in that hee did no ſoner teh 
the famgus iniurie offered pou , and impute it not tofe 
want of courage, but debillity of body, which once all 
recouered, came to maintaine pour honour, and heeret 
lirme ou foꝛ the moſt beautifull Lady liuing. While 
merin thus contemplated his Þiſtcefe figure, the Jung 
commaunded the Dune to bee carried into his Paula 
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where, with ſoueraigne d2inks life was got into him again, 
but when hee knew himſelfe to be vanquiſhed, and that in 
one houre hee loft the greateſt honour of all his life - time, 
very conceit ofgreefe had well · nere ſlaine him. No leſſe 
was the ſoꝛrow of Madarne Lucemania, but thee and her 
Knight were got ſo much diſcontented, as Palmerin, Tri- 
neus, and Ptolome were iopfull: but aboue all other, Pꝛince 
Lewes of Fraunce, moꝛe pleaſant then if himſelſe had try⸗ 
unphed in victoꝛy, thinking hee could not ſufficiently extoll 
the rendwne of Palmerin, calling hun p onely puller downe 
ofthepzoude, That day did Palmerin encounter with ſea⸗ 
uen other nights and in his conqueſts ſhewed himſelte not 
onely nagnanimous, but mercifull, ſauing their liues, and 
honcurung his Millreũe with the humilitie of theirs. The 
nert day like wiſe alter many bꝛaue erployts, beeing readie 
to leaue v fielde becau e none came to reũſt him, on a ſuddain 
there entres a Light in blacke Armour, ſtriped all ouer 
with Golde, and bearing in his ſheelde of Azure the Gol- 
den Dunne whoſe bꝛaue oꝛder of entraunce declared him to 
be ahardie night at Armes, who aduauncing himſeclfe to 
Palmerin, ſaid. My intent of comming hither (Sir knight) 
is to let thee vnderſtand, that J am the Seruaunt and belo⸗ 
ued of a Ladie, who may not bee cqualled with any other, 
andbecauſe J am enfoꝛmed, v thou maintaineſt thy Freend, 
to ercell all Ladies whatſoeuer, J offer to pꝛoue the con⸗ 
trary, and will makethee conteſſe it. I neuer ſpake woꝛdes 
moe true, aunſwered Palmerin, and heere abide to iuſtiſie 
hem: but this place is oꝛdepned to no other ende, then to 
make thee and thy like know, what vnadutſed enterpaiſes 
dou take in hand. And one thing is required ol thee, that 
befoꝛe thou begin the Combate, thou ſette vppon this Pil⸗ 
ler the counterfeite of her, whom thou pe:ſwadef thy ſelfe 
to excell my Ladie in beautie, acco2ding to the conditions of 
this field publiſhed thꝛough all Europe. That cannot J do, 
anſwered the Knight ofthe Sunne, fo2 J haue no other pic- 
luxe ok her then is impꝛinted in my heart, where lone mw 
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fo Huely figured her perſon, as ſhe is davly pꝛeſented to rie 
by her incomparablebeautic, which cannet bee taken from: 
me but onely by death. And it loue follow the ſoule, (as di 
uers held opinion) whole woꝛldes cannet ſeparate me from 
her. Andtherefo2e are all men vnwozthy to receive fruity 
on ( by their regard) of a thing lo pꝛecious, which makegme 
imagine, none but mp lelfe wozthy to loke on her dium 
figure. Pꝛeparc the therefozeto thy Yozle, and defends 
thy ſel e. Palmerin deſirous to know the name ot this fax 
Ladie, ſaid. J ſte fir knight, that thou art meꝛuailous pꝛem 
and ſurlie, which make mee rather deſire to Combat wit 
the then any other to abate this hotte homeour: albeit this 
is contratieto his conditions, who was the pꝛincipall Aw 
thour ofthis enterpꝛiſe: which is, that thou ſhoulbelt ſetgy 
this Pillar her poꝛtrait whom thou fo eſteemeſt: pet this 
exception ſhall bee graunted ther, fo2 the deſire J hauen 
know what thou canſt do, as alle her name, ik theun 
reſt rcueale it. To tell ther her name (an! wered the knight 
of the Sunne) J will not ſlicke with ther, and becauſe 
conccalingit, J ſhall ofrer her w2ona, nature hauing in ha 
ſetie downe the oncly wozke ofbeantic: knew therefozetha 
her name is Polinarda, Daughter to the mighiie Cuipere 
of Allemagine. Theſt woꝛdes were ſo pꝛkeſome to Palme 
rin, and troubled his thoughts in ſuch ſoꝛt, that hee knelt 
not readilye what to aunſwere: notwithſtanding in mal 
ofhts choller, thus ſpakhe. By God knight, thou halt ina 
a god choyſe, koꝛ againſt her beautie will not J conte nden 
haungit in greater eſlumation and reuerence the thou cant 
haue: but J am readie to pꝛoue, that thou del erueſt nottoWi 
be named her Unight, no not (ſo much as her meaneſt Sa 
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uaunt. That ſhall we try, ſaid the knight of the Sunne, le 
foze wee part: and albeit her ertellencie deſerue karre ger 
ter ſeruicethen mine, yet ſoit is, that foz the loue J bea 
her, and the affection-J haue to obey her by ſome agree 
ſeruice, J may by god reaſon name my ſelle hers, At then 
ſpeeches Palmerin conceiucd ſuch iealouſte, as without 6M! 
tending 
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fending anp further matter, mounted in great anger on 
hoꝛſebacke, and met the Knight of the Sunne ſo fozcible, as 
both ol them were ſent to the grounde: whereuppon they 
dew their Swoꝛdes, and charged each other with ſuch 
fue, as they2 Armour and Sheelds wree hacked in perces, 
andthe ground coloured with their expence ofblod. No pers 
miſſion of bꝛeathing was ſuffered betweene them, but blod 
and death earneſtly deſired on either part, ſo that the King, 
the Loꝛdes and the Judges, reputed this foꝛ the ſtrangeſt 
Combat that ener they ſaw , no2 could they fay who was 
likeſt to win the fielde, but if the one died, the other could 
not eſcape, ſo that the King mwued with compaſſion, cauſed 
them to be ſeuered, and commaunded them to enter their 
Cents. Which motion liked well the linight ofthe Sunne, 
ſoz long he perſwaded himſelfe he couls not hold out, wher- 
he he mounted on hoꝛſebacke ſo well as he could and with- 
dew himſelke, Palmerin being wondercally diſpleaſed, 
that her could not obtaine the victozye of this knight. Done 
after, the King and the Pance Lewes came into his Tent, 
nd ſceing him very ſoze wounded, would not let him ſtay 
ere, but ſaid, Belcrue me (Sir Palmerin )youhaue great 
ede ofreit, and your wounds J {& are very dangerous,you 
hall therefozg beconneyed to my Pallace, where all helpes 
hat may be deuiſed ſhall be amen, aſſtiring you, that grea⸗ 
henour could neuer knight purchaic, then you haue 
done, And though this laſt Conibate were not ended, you 
ade not be diſpleaſed, the iſſue thereof impoꝛteth the death 
the one oꝛ the other, and perhaps ol both, which J would 
lot haue lerne, foꝛ two of the beſt oꝛeuinces in my Realme, 
find mee thinks you ſhould content your ſelfe, having recey- 
d befo2e ſuch Honour ouer ſo many Loꝛdes and U nights of 
mme: come pou thectoꝛe with mee, and Loꝛd Trincus bears 
Is — Great thanks receiued the Ring of them foꝛ 
his honouourable courteſie, and Palmerin went with him to 
he Patlace, where the Kings Chyꝛurgions toke care fo2 
$ Wounds hee bainglodged in the moſt ſtately Chamber 
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in the Court. Now the P2ince Lewes beganne to lane 
Palmerin ſodcerely ,as hee could not bee an houre fo2thof 
his copanie, deſiring his health as his ewne welfare: wher, 
fo:eall things that hee imagined Palmerin toke plcaſne 
in, wouldheeperfo2me with his vttermoſt endeuours, and 
would ſuffer none to hold hin talke, but oncly of matter that 
might veeld pleaſure and delight. Notwithſtanding, diuerg 
Nnights conferring with him that euening, as conce:ning 
the U night ofthe Sunne: Palmer in aunſwered them, that 
his minde ſhould neuer betho2owly quieted, vntill, ſuch ture 
as he fought with him againe. The o ʒince, who ſtill ende 
uoured to kepe him from ſadnes, ſaid, 4 beleeve (my loan 
that hee will not eaſily be induced to deale with him againg, 
foꝛ you bꝛought him into ſuch eſtate, as hee will kerpe him 
ſelle herreafter out of your handes: and well J am aſſured, 
that had ou continued but a little longer, the victowwehay 
. beneyours, foꝛ the knight was ſo weakened. that hecdd 
nothing but defend your blowes. It pieaſethyou(niy Log) 
toſayſoquoth Palmerin, but had hee felt ſuch valour in 
oꝛ ſuch courage as beſcemes a vertuous Combatant, hat 
lyecoulde hee eſcape as he hath done: neuertheleſle, 7 hope 
(with thefauour of Fo2tune) to meetehum once moꝛe, an 
then we will trie whois the ſtrongeſt. Much other tan 
they had, but Palmerin intreated the Pꝛince, that allth6 
poꝛtraits of the conquered Ladies might bee bꝛought hi 
which were aboue an hundꝛed, of diuers beauties and mol 
ſtrange faſhions, and among them all could be found unn 
ſecond to Polinarda, but ( as we haue ſaid alreadie ) thatd 
Agriola the Pʒinceſſe of England: who (by the repoꝛt di 
Gentleman pꝛeſent that hadde ſeene her) was much mo 
beautifully then her figure pꝛeſented. Such ſperches the 
contmued ſo long of the Engliſh Uirgin, as Trineus, (alba 
hee neuer ſaw her) became amozous of her, and at y inſta 
hee ſo ſolemnly vowed himſelfe hers , as thence foꝛ wa 
ſwoꝛe neuer to loueany but her, ſo that foꝛ her ſake hethwl 
hunſelfeinto manie perillous foztunes, as in the follow 
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Courſe of the Hiſtoꝛy you ſhall reade moze at large. From 
home let vs returne to the Pꝛince Lewes, imho ſeeing ſo 
any pꝛotraitures of Peinceſſes and Ladies, would daily 
ngratulate Palmerins god foꝛtune, and embzacing him, 
id. So helpe me God, my noble companion, J would ne- 
xdelire greater riches in the woꝛld, then to reſemble pou, 
cially in chiualrie, which in you is ſo ſurpaſſing all other, 
you haue ended to your honoꝛ, what a number haue fay- 
mn. Oh how happy may the Lady account her ſelfe, that 
thſucha knight 2 and were not the condition fo cruel} 
pards my ſelfe, J could wiſh J were a Nloman in her 
xe, to haue ſo high rule and commaunde ouer you. At 
ich woꝛds all pꝛeſent beganne to ſmile, pet ſhewing god 
mtenance to Palmerin, fo2 the affection they ſaw the 
unte bare hum, which is pet to this day a comon vſane 
dpzattice among Courtiers: but Palmerin ſomewhat a- 
med of ſuch ſuperſtitions p2ayſes, anſwered. Truſt mee 
Lozd, 3 account my happineſſe the greater that J bane 
neſeruice to ſo high a perſonage and ſo nod a knight as 
lare, deſicing to merte you in ſuch place herreafter where 
map perceiue the god will J beare yon, not onely ſoz 
high entertainment, which is moꝛe then J can deſerue, 
(0: the pleaſure J haue to honoꝛ ſo god a Pꝛince, which ik 
actaſien happen, you ſhall perceiue the experience. J 
eſpoken nothing ( quoth the Pzince ) but what is moꝛe 
minted to others then u ſelfe, and if J would cenceale 

in, then willthey bee moſt openly knowne, becauſe ver⸗ 
doth ſo apparautly ſhine in them. Manp other ſpaches 
edbetwernethem, and longer had continued, but that 
y Loꝛds which came to ſ& the Jouſts, were now vp- 
departing, and therckoꝛe would take their leaue of the 
g, whereupon they were conſtrained to bꝛeake off, the 
inte going to his Chamber of pzeſence, where hee gaue 
kes to a number that honoured the Court with their 
te, and lo one after another all departed, the Duke 


roye being one of the firſt, achamed (God a 
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beſo conquered by Palmerin, and not abiddinghis Lady 
ce mania farewell. But Lewes did not ſerue the Duct 
fo, foꝛ her loue continued as reſolute as befoꝛe, andi 
wed him as well conquered, as had hee berne the conguer 
whereol ſher allured him by many amoꝛous mertings, 
which meanes the Pzince ſtayed the Duke at the « 
longer thenhimſelfe would haue done. Lewes thus lay

( as Oriana, Mother to Palmerin, hadi

ESE poeꝛince Netrides, fiffeneycres olds 
in the cuſtody of his elder bꝛother 1 

ſius. This Netrides growing in god conſtitution of 
and behauiour, being well beloued generally, ſo gratt 
gentle, and wellgouerned he was, as the Loꝛds, knif 
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enflemen,and people of Hungaria, eſteemed him moze then 
eyꝛ Uing Tarihus, who beeing Crowned after his Fathers 
ceaſe, loued Netrides as Bꝛother· hod requy2ed, till Fo2- 
( enuious of this Concoꝛd) not willing that the vertues 
this young Pꝛince Hould be there erxtinguiſhed, chaunged 
Lone and affecton into erceding hatred, by an occaſion 
reafter following. One dap the King Tarifius walking 
his Garden to take the ayꝛe, leit his Bꝛother Netrides in 
Chan ber, accompanped with the Queene, who without 
amnation of any harme, noꝛ that his fatall ſtarres would 
t him any miſfoꝛtune, ſatte downe in the kings Chapꝛe, 
heetalued with the Qurene, and continued there ſo long, 
lariſius came vppe and found him there ſitting, which he 
ke in ſuch ill parte, as in agreat rage he thus beganne. 
Who made ther ſo audacious and pꝛeſumptudus to ſitte in 
Seate, againſt thy dutie and my liking 7 By mine hono2 
u haſt done mo2e then theu werneſt: and if J ſer the like 
une, 02 may I but heare thereof, thy Bead ſhall pay the 
eofthy kollie. Netrides, who of his owne Nature was 
uble and gentle, ſell downeon his ine, intreating the 
ghis Bꝛother to pardon hun; fo2 what he had done was 
with anp intent oꝛ meaning to diſpleaſe his Bighnefſe ; 
an duct. ſiaht, and that ſo he would permit it to paſſe, 
king made him no anſwere, becauſe hee twke Netrides 
Ws fo2 no payment, but conceiued a ſecrete hatred in his 
doby this occaſion of fo ſlender moment, which increased 
tefoꝛward, as the matter pꝛoudkinga fiery Pete oꝛe: fo 
he did reyine at his Bꝛother ſo much, as hee would not 
ſpeake to hun, noꝛ afF@2d him a god conntenaunce, 
Hen called her to remenib2ance the loue of his people to⸗ 
ds his Bꝛother: And it this hatred ſhould come to they2 
wledge foꝛ ſo ſinall a cauſe, hee imagined they would diſ⸗ 
him, and make Netrides Bing.

ſelle into his Chamber, not declaring to any one his a 
heauineſſe. Then willing one of his Squpꝛes toſat 
Steede, departed away as cloſe as he could, fo2bidding 
his Seruants to follow him: and ſuch expedition her 
as not reſting but one night in any Lodging, he left his] 
thers kingdome,wandering without any care of him 
which way hee went, but went here and there, as Fq 
pleaſed to guide him. Mauing long time Trauelled in

Netrides ſering him ſo exceding ill, was marnellous in 
commaunding his Phyſitions to crwke ſome p32eſenthely 
him, who plyed him with ſuch wholſome potions, as hie 
uer leſt him, but his Face aud all his Bodie were ſo p;

So wacher glad to doe what was contrawy 
his nature, and in this life continued two yeeres , trauailng 
many countries, bearing continually the wallet, andwhit 
pꝛofit tame he deliuered his maiſter, reſeruing nothing y 
himſello but what hee gaue him, and bearing a mind ſg 
ble and vertuous, as hee deſired rather death, then to en 
himſcife by any villainous oꝛ diſhoneſt ag.

At which woꝛds the knight growing in choller , thy 
hun beſide his Hoꝛſe, and rode a wap, leauing pwze Fra 
there, hauing no other comfo2t then to fill the ayꝛe with 
teares and com plaints, till at length her receiued ſucte⸗ 

a poung maide named Leonarda, the Daughter of 
Ceuntreyinan that dwelt on a mountaine neere at hi 
This maiden leading her Fathers Beaſts and Cattd 
paſture, toke great delight in gathering hearbs and u 
wherewith to make oyntments fo2 all weundes and 
ſes: and this day (by the duune permiſſion) the chan 
that way where ſhe heard the mcurnefull lantentations!

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Friend, anſwered the mayde, you ought not thus to diſ⸗ 
ꝛc in ſickneTe, but conſider that the Loꝛd and gouernour 
ofthe heauens and earth, doth by theſe meanes trie and 
pꝛooue his people, whom it her perceiue thankfull and pati⸗ 
ent in their afflicttons, of repꝛobate enennes, he makes the:n 
his Freends and Childꝛen, onely by the ranſome of his be⸗ 
sued Donne paide, If then you will put your whole conſt⸗ 
dente in him, J am perſwaded you ſhall (one finde reme⸗ 
dy, So cauſing him to ryſe, ſhe conducted him to her Fa- 
thers houſe, where foꝛ certaine dayes ſher bathed hun with 
wholeſome Hearbes, and annointed him with ſuch p2ect- 
dus opntments, as in ſhoꝛt time his diſeaſe foꝛſoke him, 
nd hee was as cleane as at the time hee dꝛanke the Mater: 
fo; which hee humbly thanking the maiden, ſaid. God make 
we able (fayꝛe Uirgiu) to repute this wonderfull kindnefe

ſhee, is now come to paſſe: notwithſtanding, ſteing it is en 
uenient J ſhould loue honour moꝛe then mine owne an 
ſure, Jam content you ſhall goe ſecke your aduauncementk 
well begunne: but J pꝛap you not to caſt your p2omiſey 
obliuion. J will not to the death (quoth hee) do any thin 
that may diſlike you, oꝛ againſt pour will, and ſince pouhm 
ſo freely graunted mee libertie, perſwade pour ſelfe my way 
ſhall bee my derde. Do faking his leaue of his Father; 
Vꝛetheren, hee trauelled towards Allemaigne when 
hearde that Chinalrie was moꝛe maintayned then inam 
ther place, and ſo Rode hee fouredayes together without 
Adnenture: till paſſing thꝛough a Foꝛre it, he hearde (a 
were) a great noyſe of people fighting, wherefoꝛe man 
haſte that way, he eſpyed an ancient Knight aſſaulted dyn 
Villaines that ſought to murther him, whome heereſiſta 
well as he could, albeit he had nothing but his ©wozd to 
end him. The night eſpying Fryſol, called to him fozht 
when hee(ſuddenly finding a young Tree, pluckt vppeby 
rote, came therewith tothe Uillaines , thus ſaping : N 
Traiterous varlets, what pꝛouoketh you to offer ſuch ſh 

to a unight: here with hee toke one of them ſo ſudde 
on the pate with his Tree, as hee neuer roſe, to tell who! 
gun. The night and he together, ſo behaued themſehun 
a: thꝛee of thoſe Unllaines were laid dead be oꝛe them, w 
the other thꝛeeperceuung, toke themſelues to flight: whit 
vpon the olde Nnight ſeeing himſelfe ſo well deliuered, cu 
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andembzaced Fryſol with theſe woꝛdes. Nov may J ſay 
um god friend, that my life had periſhed without your aſ- 
ſiſance, bethinke your ſelfe therefoze how J may gratifie 
this gentleneſle: in meane time, J haueahouſe not karre 
hence, let me intreate you to lodge with mee this night, and 
J will make you the beſt entertainment the Countzp will 
affozd.

ewes made Fry ſol earne ly deũre his knighthood, becauſe 
eintended with all ſpeede to trauaile thither kkewiſe, in 
epet ok the honour was there to be won. Fryſol vnder⸗ 
landing the Emperour was in the Chappell hearing di⸗ 
ine leruiſe, went thither, where beholding the intel 
olinarda, hee reputed her the onely faire Lady of the wo, 
O3 thinking 
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thinking her could neuer glut his eyes with regarding ha; 
whereon, ſeruice bering ended, he tell on his kndebefozeſhy 
Emperour in this manner. Becauſe J kne wing invinghh 
Loꝛd) that you are renowned beponde all other Pate 
tates whatſoeuer, and that you make no ſmall acconnt of 
Knights azucnturous : J deſire that by your hand Ing 
be numdzed among them.

A woudd deln 
my fciend to denp a requeſt fo reaſonable, but J will in 
know ik vou be Gentle bozne, oꝛ no. Py Lo2d ( quothhe) 
ſweare by the faith J owe to God and pour Maieſdie, thi 
J am noble boꝛne, and ofthe blod ropall by my Fathe 
ſide. God foꝛbid then (ſaydthe Emperour )but you ſhal 
bee knight, and j5foztune ſheeld you ſo well in chiualcie, 8 
thee haue indued you with comelp ſhape and beautie. Thy 
was the Spurre put vppon his right heele , and the Eng 
reurbad him riſe a Knight , commaunding his Daught 
Polinarda to guyꝛd his S woꝛd to hun, which ſher did, (@ 
ing. Wozthily and with happineſſe (Sir knight) may 
implop the oꝛder you haut receiued. Madam (quothFs 
ſol) if hereafter any vertue oꝛ valour abyde in me, ith 
he imploped onely fozyou, hauing thus honoured me 
my Swoꝛd, whe:cwith J hcpe to accompliſh ſuch dada 
axmes, as ſhall rene wne her name that gaue mir my 1 
pon: but Polinarda made him no anſwere, becauſe! 
merin was the onely Image of her thoughts. After Fry! 
was thus knighted, taking his leaue of the Emperour 
his Daughter, he departed, making no ſmall haſt tillhad 
riued at the Jouſts of Paris, where hee determined la 
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firſt derd ofchiualrie, to enter the Combate fo2 the beau

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Knights headlong to the ground, and in ſhozt time woun⸗ 
ded another in ſuch ſoꝛt, as now her had but two left to re- 
it him, on whom Fryſol made tryall, how well hee conid 
umploy the gift of Polinarda, Dh knights ſceing the hard 
foztune of their two other fellolbes, the one hauing bzoken 
hisnecke in the fall, and the other wounded paſt hope of re- 
couery, twke the wiſelt way foz themſelues, poſting thence 
ſofaſt as they could ride, but Fryſol would not follow, leaſt 
they had ſome other company in unbuſh that might haue in⸗ 
trapped him, wherefoꝛe her conduded the Lady to her mo⸗ 
thers Caſtle, where hee remained that night, and the next 
dayſette foꝛ ward to Paris, where hes arriued at the time 
he fought with Palmerin, accoꝛding as it hath berne befoze 


rehearſed. 

Afterthe knight of the Sunne, (who hencefo2th ſhall 
paſſe by the naue of Fryſol) had left Palmerin , and was 
departed the field, the night was ſo obſcure as hes knew 
not which way hee rode, ſo that the moyfture of the eue⸗ 

ingdew did great harine to his woundes , as if God had 

armed him with the better ſtrength, hee was in danger 
not to eſcape with life. The very ſame day was the Duke 
ofGaule departed from Paris, to go ayde the Ring of Eng- 
nd againſt the Ring of Scots, and Norway, who was Ne- 
hel to the Emperour of Allemaigne, fo2 that they mole- 
ſtedhim with troubleſome warres : and the Duke being 
enighted, was glad to pitch his Tents in a fay2e felde, 
h2ough which it foztuned Fryſol to paſſe , complayning of 
he danger hee felt himſelfein, The Duke of Gaule being 
Noade fo2th of his Tent to recreate hiniſelfe, heard this 
browfullnoyſe, which made him ſende his men to ſ& who 
was, and to bꝛing him with them to the Tent: Whether 

hen they had bzought him, the Duke pittying his eſtate, 
maunded whence hee came, and who had wounded hun 
nthat ſoꝛt. Then diſcourſed hee the whole matter, how hs 
had fought with the knight that ouercame the Duke of Sa- 


wy, and lo long the fight endured, that the darke night 
D 4 and 
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and the king cauſed them to be parted, neyther ofthemy 
pet conquered , and becauſe hee would not returne into the 
Citie, ſeught ſonie Village where hee might conuenienh 
lodge. The Duke ofGaule hearing the woꝛdes of Fiyſal, 
eſteemed him fo2 a wo2thy and valiant knight, hauing f. 
long endurred againſt Palmerin vnuanquiſhed, wherein 
hee ſayd. Sir knight, vou are very welcome to me: all thy 
aide and ſucc our J can giue you, yeu ſhall be ſure to im 
with hearty god will: aſſuring you, that there is no ung 
liuing to whome J wiſh moꝛe euill, then him whom 
haue this day fought withall. So cauſing him to bee un 
med, willed hun to reſt himſelfe vppon his cwne bedde, 
made his wounds be dꝛeſſed, abyding there eight daiesf 
the health of Fryſol. In which tinte, the Duke had i 
parted to him the warres of the King of England, wh 
made him make moꝛe haſt to be gone, oꝛ elſe he would h 
kept him companie longer. My L o2d(quoth Fryſol)ſopia 
vou to actept iny compante, I hope to behaue ni ſelfe ſow 
as you ſhall not be diſcontented with me. The Dußet 


ked him, and retoyced that by this meanes lo god a knig 
was pꝛeſerued, and did him all the honour hee could deu 
taking him with him into England, where her found 
Country very much deſolated with warre to his no bf 
greefe; but leaue we them, and returne to Palmerin.

ficient foꝛ a Huſband, and becauſe Jeuermoze deſired her 
elt pꝛeferment, and foꝛ that J would know ik the Pꝛinte 
1meus to whom J could with ſhe were eſpouſed, were any 
ng in L oue that way affected,fo2 hardly in my Judgement 
all we find a greater 1. oꝛd, being heyꝛe to the famous Em⸗ 
tour of Alle maigne: foꝛ this intent (A ſap) will I oꝛvaine 
Banquet. whereto both her and Noble Palmerin ſhalbe in⸗ 
ted, and our Daughter to beare them companie in the beſt 
tte you can deuiſe.

You 
ubt not (my Lode) that J requeſt her chiefeſt aduantage, 
herefoze let it bee as you haue determined, and ſhee ſhall 


pꝛeſent as you haue appoynted. This matter thus pꝛo⸗ 
c&ding 
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cading, two dayes after were Trineus and Palmerin cally 
this Banquet, and to honour them the moꝛe, the Kingcavy 
his Donne Lewes, with a bꝛaue companie of Knightes 
Genflemen,tocondut them into the ſtately Wallace, u 
*hey were ropally receiued by the king and Nucens, ſo 
vppe into the Chamber appointed foꝛ theyz Banquet. 

After they had waſhed,the kingcauſed Trineus to { 
and Palmerin againſt him, aboue whom ſate faire Lucen 
nia his Daughter, heeing placed iuſt oppoſite to the pm 
Trineus, the Qucencto furniſh the Table, ſat vownehy 
King. And albeeit Nature had beſtowed on the Pzing 
moſt exquiſite Beautie, yet her ſumptuous Accouſtre 
made her appeare moſt anpable: but all could not mc 
heart of Trineus, to foꝛget her, to whoſe Shꝛine he was 
cated · The Banquet ended, and the Tables withd em 
Trineus daunced with the fayꝛe young Pꝛinceſſe, Courty 
her with many honeſt and decent ſpeeches, which made Lu 
mania ſuppoſe he loued her: but the Pꝛince noted it vi 
nough, albeit his affections were bound to Engliſh Agr

rins Knightly valour, whentheCounte of Armignach 
Donne, intreating the Duke of Orleaunces Daughte 
daunce, was thus ſtayed by her ſpeeches to the other La

hearing the Ring ſo commend him, baſhfully thus anſwe- 
d. Alas my Loꝛd, there is no ſuch matter in ine as pleaſeth 
ur Maieſtie to repoꝛt, but what my abilitie is, it remaineth 
doe pou ſeruice: accounting my ſelfe moꝛe then happy, by 
ming to pour Highneſſe Courte, to haue knowledge of a 
unte ſo Noble, and vertuous, and no man liuing (next my 
a Loꝛd the Emperour/that iy command nner moꝛe then 
ur Highneũe. Among other ſperches, the King bꝛake the 
ter olhis Daughters marriageto Palmer in, deſiring him 
labour in the caule to Trincus, which he pꝛomiſled, but all in 
ine: fo2 after they had taken their leaue to return towards 
lemaigne, though Pa lmerin was earneſt in the matter, in 
yet ofthe Beauty and Nobleneſle of the Pꝛinceſſe, as ſo2 
ſuppozt he might haue by matching with the Daughter of 
ance, yet Trineus thus anſwered. J thanke pou my Loz2d, 
the god you with ine, as alſo the hen our the Ring affw2ds 
& : but another beyond her whoſe renobone hath conque⸗ 
me is Lady and Miſtriſſe of my affections, And becauſe 
u neh from whom J will not hyde o2 conceale my moſt 
net thougpts, knowe that it is Agriola , Daughteuto the 
g ol England, to whom though my Father bea enemy, 
tby pour ayde, and mine owne god endevours, J doe not 
t to tompaſſe my Loue. Pou know my Lo2de (quoth 
in) that J wiſh as well to you, as mine owns heart, 
when occaſion ſerues, trpall ſhall make maniſeſt. And 
ting you haue fixed your L oue on faire Agriola of England, 
parting lik ewiſe the ſame ſo confidently to mer: J am pcr⸗ 
aded you could neuer make a beter choyſe, therfozelet no⸗ 
ag chaunge pour opinion. 
Thus rode they on with many ſuudzy ſpteches, not a lit 
gladde they were returning to the Emperour, but Pal-

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merin,muth moꝛe then was Trineus, fo2 the great deſire

merin had conquered, with the w ole circumſtance of ai 
action. Wheceafthe Emperour, the Emp2eſſe,and al 
Loꝛds and Ladyes were maruellous glad, yet was not thy 
ioye comparable to the Pzinceſſe Polinardaes, hearing! 
Squpꝛe reueale the honoꝛable derdes of her Loue: ſo that 
conceyfe might bee diſcerned by her countenance,and ni 
mult ſhe thus demaund of the Squpꝛe. Jp2ay theted 
my Friende,how fares my Lo2dand Bꝛother, with his 
ble companyon Sy: Palmerin * The Squpꝛe well u 
becanſehee knewe the Loue betweeneher and his Pat 
ſette his knee to the grounde againe, with this anſwere. 

I left the Pꝛince your 152other, accompanyed with 
Loe Palmerin, well and in god health: but chieiey! 
Lo2de, who ſince pou ſawe him, hath wenne the greatel 
nour that euec Knight did. Afterward hee repoꝛtedthe 
ner of the Combats to her, and what griefe his Maite 
tained in his ſicknes, when hee could not be rauenged au! 
Knight that loſt her Counterfeit, which the Duke of Sau 
placed at the fete of Lucemania: and laſt of all,thepenl 
Combat between his Paiſter, and the night ofthe di 
Which ſhe tone ſuch delight to heare, as ſhe made himte 
one thing manie times, and could not ſatiſfie her ſelfel 
ciently with theſe woꝛthy repoꝛts. Mhich the Squpꝛef 
cepuing, delighted as much to iterate euerp thing, and la 
Belieue mee Madame, the Loue my Maiſter beares tok 
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2 whole Beautie hee entred the Combat, in my opinion is 
eoible : Foꝛ hee is moꝛe hers then his owne, and J haue 
an him in ſuch a penſiue ſoꝛt thinking on her, as one could 
diy indge whether he were aliue oꝛ dead: fearing leaſt any 
ther huld robbe him ofhis Loue: luch is the iealouſie of his 
potted affection,albeit my Maiſter reputes his Ladie ün⸗ 
noueable. Polinarda changing countenance oſtentunes at 
he Squpꝛes woꝛds, anſwered. Lhe Ladie ſhoulo be very ut 
unſellod, being honouced with the ouc of ſo god a {night 
-Palmerin, to make refuſall of his wo2thy ſeruice: and J 
amiſe ther, by the Faith ofa Pꝛinceſſe, that it I knew her, 
2the vnwillingnelle J haue to heare hun ſo complaine, J 
zould endeauour to cauſe her like none but him, and therein 
pthinke her ſelfe the moſt happie among Ladyes. Uhore- 
ne ikthou mayſt be ſo bolde) tell thy Maiſter at his returne, 
hat J will be a meane to apde him to words her hee Loues: 
ndtherewithall, pꝛeſent him mp fauourable Salutations, 
that J euermoꝛe deſired the foꝛtunate ſuccefſe of his Cn- 
2p2iſe: not ſo much fo2 theltking of his Ladie being belo- 
ed of the beſt, as fo2 the renowned Chiualrie that harbours 
his heart. Theſe ſpeeches ended, the Squpꝛe returned to 
nete the P2ince Trineus and his Mater, to whom herepo2- 
dhis talk e with Polinarda: which Palmerin retopcing at, 
tfall all Jcalouſie, eſteeming her now the trueſt Ladic li⸗ 
ng. The men of Gaunt, fo21top ofhis returne, that ſo 
onthily had deltuered thein from the oppꝛeſſions of the En⸗ 
jaunted ia night, went fo2th in ſeuerall cempanyes , acco2- 
gashonour,yeres,and office directed them, to mecte hun, 
dſoconneted him with ſignes of toy to the Pallace, where 
e Emperour ſo much abaſedhimſelfe , asheecainedowne 
otheopen Courte to entertaine him, and glad likewiſe, to 
the ſafe return ol his Sonne Triacus, ſaying; wy Sonne, 
ht happyieis thy returne: and you Sy2 Palmerin , per- 
ade pour ſelſe ſo Welcom as heart can deui e:aſſuring pou, 
t your ſucceſſe hath not a litle pleaſed me. And nerds muſt 
acqunt that Lady eſpeciallp bounden vnto p ou, foꝛ whoſe 
ſake 
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loue you haue paſt ſo many daunzerous Comvates, gu | 
ſon hath ſhxto Loue pdu, in reſpet of your Tranuells fy 
renowning her ſo much by your Unightlo Chiualry,ſott 
make vou not re:ompence accoꝛding to pour meriteg, 
thily may ſhe be condemned of Ingratitude. Alas my 
(quothhee) her Brantie commaundeth higher matter 
all my Labours. Polinarda beeing in p2eſence,rement 
wellher Fathers woꝛds, and therfoze ſhe intended to l 
rhat condemnation, ſaping to her ſelfe, Ye that winneth 
nour,ought to weare it. Andhethat commandeth thelg 
may eaſily ouer-rulethe Paſſions of the minds : Letts 
Knight then berew arded as the hath rightly deſerued. 
All this while, the Eyes of theſe two Louers ſo well 
charged they? office, as Palmerin wiſhed that Iuno ba 
him ſo much, as ſher did ſometime to Argus her Shept 
that he might haue moꝛe eaſe in his affliction : fo2 he thay 
it not enough,onely to beholde the Beautie of ſorareandd 
cellent perfection. Againe, hee was not alittle to2ment 
becauſe Polinarda (to couer what ſhee would glaalyy 
ſhoulddiſcarn\caſt her loks on the ground, which ſomety 
che likewiſe compelled hum to do: but her Pꝛeſente v 
he eſteemed ahoue vll other earthly things, would — ' 
him that conſideration.

Why Trineus 
uthinke pour ſelfe able to take ſo waightie a charge in 
d?fruly ach honoꝛ is ſone receiued, but to maintaineit 
L ought to be, and pꝛeuent the dangers incident therto, is 
hard then you weene, and maketh pꝛofe ol the moſt co- 
us ſtomack, in that neither paine, feare oꝛ danger muſt 
er, what matter ol ſo great conſequence doth command. 
pe. ſwade pour ſelle, that ſuch as counſelled you there⸗

commoditie. Creous at his returne with Fryſol , . 
haue beard, vnderſtanding the ſpoyle of his Countrey,a 
bled his people together, and with the aid ol the ing off 
lend, came within adayes Journey from his enemies. J 
Countie Tolano, hearing thereof, appointed his meu in 
rall companies, and the next day he gaue ſuch ſharpe 
ſhes to the Gaules, as they were conſtrayned to kcepet 
in theyꝛ defences. Yerevpon the Duke determine toh 
them Battell, and to helpe him in his attempt, hee cauſe 
Ambuſh ofa thouſand Light - Hoꝛſemen, to place themen 
in a Foꝛreſt nere adioyning, of which compante Friſol 
the Leader: and to pꝛouoke the Nor v ay*s to the Field.

ſo hote the day beloꝛe, ſhould be compalled with the ſecret

At theſe woꝛds the Gentleman caine — 
repoztinghow the Giant Franarco,L ozd of the caftles 
bones, ſinte his departure came to his Zents,andfot 
had violently taken the Nucene and her Daughter Ag 
natwithſtanding the reſiſtance of many Knights, whol 
uing to delende her, loſt theyꝛ liues. The Bing wißt 
woꝛds, ſtroken in wonderfull griefe, (aide.

Trineus and Palmerin, m nig 
theſe bad newes, aſned the Squyꝛe which way eu mt 
the Queen and her Daughter? In truth my Lozd(quol 
I cannot tell vou which way hee twke, wee all were lone 
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led and miſuſed by his Traine: ercept they went along the 
Fozreſt,and ſo are gone to the next Willage, Then Palmerin 
laſping on his Yelmet, and ſnatching his Launce from his 
Dwwarfe, galloped amayne after the Giant, not ſpeaking a 
pod to Trineus, ho accompanyed with Ptolome, rode a- 
ace after him, and as they paſſed by the Nuenes Tent, they 
wtheLadyes and the Gentle-women heauily lamenting, 
ſpecially Eufe mia, the chiefe Companpon to the Pzincefſe 
oriola, Diuers nights beſide armed theinſclues to pur⸗ 
vethe Gyant, but Trineus not a little enraged, followed the 
racks of the hoꝛſe, demaunding of all he met, if they ſaw the 
ſullaine that had ſtolne away the Ladyes. As concerning 
his Giaut Franarco,you mult note that he was thocruelleſt 
want,and moſt notable Fellon in all the Realne, hauing 
dayes Journey from the Foreſt where ths king hunted, 
Caſtle ſo well: foztified,and furniſhed with Munition and 
Ithings neceſſarie,as in England was not the like, which 
u left to him by the death ofhis Father, who fozcibly toke 
ſcomã Loꝛde his eighbur, and diuers other places, eſpeti⸗ 
ly the Ille Magdalen. There ſucceeded her the royall dig⸗ 
lie, alter the death of the elder Bꝛother, who (as you haue 
a beloꝛe) was ſlaine in the Battell by Palmerin, and her 
merſtanding the death of the king of the Ille Magdalen, 
us ſo highly diſpleaſed, that although hee had alwayes be⸗ 
Ne boꝛne dutie and allegeance to the king, he now ſolemnly 
pozeto renenge his Bꝛothers death, being ſo feared of the 
hole Countrey, that none durſt entery2iſe to deale with 
n. So to reuenge the laughter of his eldeſt Bꝛother, with 
ners other of his Rindꝛed and Friendes, likewiſe ſlaine in 
e Battell, hee ſtrengthened himſelfe with thirtie hardie 
nights, intending to diſpleaſe the king ſo much as her could. 
dhearing that he was comming to London, to Feaſt the 
nights that were the cauſo of his great Nicoꝛie, but chiefely 
that ew his bꝛother, came with his company this way, 
hope to finde them all vnpꝛouided.

wounded, and moꝛe had bene, but that hee feared theretur 
ofthe king, which made him in haſt ride from thence with 
ſpoyle,ſending them ſomewhat befsꝛe, and loyteringbehin 
himſelfe, to fight with any that ſhuld come to reſnew them 
Trineus hauing gotten the ſight ofthem,came poſtingtat 
Giant, ſaping: Stay trapterous thiefe,fo2 thou mayſt nt 
cary her away that is woꝛthy the greateſt Lo2d in the un 
With theſe wons they ranne fiercely togither, Trineus g 
uing the Giant a ſoꝛe wound on the ſhoulder, but the Pu 
receiued ſuch a mighty ſtroke from the Giant as he fellf 
bis Hoꝛſe with his heles vpw ard. Palmerin being noth 
off, and doubting leaſt the Pꝛince had beene ſlaine, camei 
great rage to Franarco,ſaying: Monſtrous enemietom 
hond, what maketh ther ſo ſaucie to lay violent hands undi 
dyes of ſuch account?

Noble knight, J beſcech you fo2 the honai 
you beare to arms, to pauſe a while, 4 tel ine if you be pi 
merin D'Olius, Fe: if poube, Jam pout bꝛother, whohiit 
ſuflered great pains and trauaile to finde vou out, Palms 
rin pꝛeſenti; knew Colmelio, the ſonne of Gerrard hi 
fferfather, whole ſight was o toyTall to him, as caſting : 
way his ſwoꝛd, heran and embꝛaced hin about the naht 
ſaying: My deers friend Col melio, the moſt welcome nm 
in the woꝛld to me. Dow happie may J account my ia 
quoth Colmelio, to finde pou when all hape was paſt: # 
uing trauailed ſo many countryes, and all in vaine ili 
vou loue me as you make pꝛote lation, let me intreatem 
fauour at your hand, that you koꝛget pour anget towns 
iny maiſter Fry ſol, and giue duet vour fight, fo2 longtim 
haue J ſerued him ag my koꝛd, and well hath hee deln 
ued much better ſernics then minc. Colmelio, ſardꝰ Pu 
merin, the thing thou deinandelt is meruulons great m 
| ng 
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thelefſs fuch is my tomfoꝛt hauing mette with thee, as J 
aunt thy requeſt,and happily hath hee nowe eſcaaped with 
þ,conſidecing what occaſions hanepaſt vs heretofo:e. So 
kt gColmelio by the hand, ho ſaid fo F ry ſoll 3 V2 Unight, 
your Squires intreatx, & ſuffer you quietſy to depaxte, and 
ie with mee againe at any tune you thinke god: but peu 
Agoe loke another Squpꝛe, foꝛ Colmelio at this time 
Agde with me. Fryſoll being wounded in many places, 
v beq lainte with le qe of his bloud , might eaſily be indi⸗

Weſide, theis naues bꝛought 
uch ſpectall content ment, as I am uo longer mine olun, 
tin her onely J liue, and ſhee holdes the hallance of my 
maer oꝛ felicity, in that J was bozne to be her ſeruant. 
;atnow J deſire vou mpLo2d ,, ſœing the occaſion offe- 
thit leifs, we hinder it not by any nogliganee :fo2 if now 
eloſrthe fauout of the time, woe neuer ( I fears) ſhall re⸗ 
rr the like, therefoꝛe let vs la ſone as we can, pꝛouide 
[things ready foꝛ our departure. Refer that to me, quot 
ulmerin, be yon as ready as J ſhall make pꝛouiſion. The 
ett day hee went to the maiſter ofa ſhip, foknow-when 
une would ſecue fo2 their ſeccet departure, who anſwe- 
d him, that the time was then very conusnient , the 
unde ſeruing p2oſperouſly , and the Sea calme and naui⸗ 
ble, and hee would furniſh hun with all necceſſaries foz 
spafſage, Quoth Palmerin, ſe that pour men and all 


hugs be in readines, that we may launch away vpon halfe 


nhoures warning. So departed the maiſter about his 
ines, and Palmerin to the p2ince Trineus, whom hein- 
umed with theſe glad tydings, now nothing remaining 
to nnow the pꝛinceſſe pleaſure, ſhe'being-likewiſe as 
uud to depart as the moſt foꝛ ward.

Chat vou are contraded befoꝛe the onely Am 
witnoſſe,you will not denie: Therefozeto pꝛeuent all oil 
ing daungers, the actuall Ceremonie ſhall be here celeb 
and the Royaltie thereof duely Solemnized, when weefh 
come into Allemaigne. So if Hymen claimes his due; 
may it without any repꝛoache, and Iuno will as

With theſe woꝛds the fell downe among them 
dead traunte, the ſight whercof ſo enraged Trincus and 
rolome , as ſnatching weahons out of the Moores hands, 
y laide about them ſs luſtily , that in ſhoꝛt time they har 
nne halfe a ſcoꝛe of them.
